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ORDINANCES 


RESOLUTION 


Authorizing  the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  enter  into  and 
execute  a  lease  with  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  for  the  use  of  certain  buildings  and  portions  of 
buildings  at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  men  wounded  or  taken  sick  while 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States;  authorizing  the 
cancellation  of  the  lease  provided  for  in  resolution  of 
October  1,  1918,  and  directing  the  presentation  of  this 
resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval. 

Whereas,  The  Government  of  the  United  States, 
through  the  War  Department,  desires  to  use  certain  build- 
ings and  portions  of  buildings  of  the  Philadelphia  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  with  their  appurtenances  and  appliances, 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  men  wounded  or  taken  sick 
while  in  the  service  of  the  Government; 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Mayor  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a  lease  with  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  certain 
buildings  and  portions  of  buildings,  with  the  appliances 
and  appurtenances,  of  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital, 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  men  wounded  or  taken  sick 
while  in  the  service  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  at  an  annual  rental  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  for 
a  period  of  one  year  and  for  such  other  time  or  period  as 
the  Government  may  desire  to  use  and  occupy  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  lease  contain  a  clause  authoriz- 
ing the  cancellation  of  a  lease,  heretofore  provided  for  in 


a  resolution  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  approved  the 
first  day  of  October,  1918,  for  certain  buildings  and 
acreage  at  Byberry. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  be  directed  to 
present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or 
disapproval.

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the  North  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
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struct,  operate  and  maintain  a  railroad  track  or  siding 
from  a  point  of  connection  with  its  westernmost  through 
track  on  American  street,  about  two  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  south  of  Cumberland  street,  thence  running  south  by 
a  reverse  curve  for  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  to  a  point  about  ten  feet  east  of  the  property 
of  Rex  and  Company,  on  the  east  side  of  American  street, 
and  thence  continuing  parallel  with  the  said  property  of

seriously  hampered  the  transportation  of  munitions  and 
essential  supplies  and  materials  used  in  the  manufacture 
thereof ;' 

And  Whereas.,  It  was  the  urgent  desire  of  the  Federal 
authorities  that  the  City  take  definite  action  toward  the 
permanent  improvement  of  the  street  in  pursuance  of 
which  the  Director,  Department  of  Public  Works,  as  an 
expedient  in  time  of  national  emergency  directed  that  the 
work  of  paving  Tacony  street,  between  the  above  limits 
with  asphalt  on  concrete  base  be  advertised  and  awarded 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  pending  the  necessary 
legislation  by  Councils;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That,  in  view  of  the 
emergency  existing  at  the  time,  the  action  of  the  Director, 
Department  of  Public  WTorks,  in  advertising  and  awarding 
this  work  to  the  low  bidder,  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company,  is  hereby  approved. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
is  further  authorized  to  draw,  and  the  City  Con- 
troller to  countersign,  a  warrant  in  favor  of  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Company,  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  (15,115)  dollars  and  fifty-five 
(55)  cents  in  payment  for  this  work  from  any  item  or 
items  of  funds  available  for  intersections,  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau 
of  Highways:  Provided,  That  the  City  shall  at  once  pre- 
pare assessment  bills  at  the  bid  prices^  and  shall,  in  this 
case,  collect  tlie  cost  of  paving  directly  from  the  owners 
of  the  properties  respectively  fronting  on  said  street. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Supplementary  to  an  ordinance  granting  consent  to  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  act- 
ing through  the  United  States  Housing  Corporation, 
providing  for  an  advance  of  moneys  to  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  to  enable  it  to  improve  its 
service  and  approving  of  the  assumption  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  of  the  financial  obliga- 
tions incurred  in  said  contract  and  of  the  pledging  by 
the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company  of  certain 
shares  as  security  for  the  repayment  of  moneys  hereto- 
fore or  hereafter  advanced  to  it  by  the  United  States 
Housing  Corporation,  approved  the  twenty-seventh  day 
of  December,  1918. 

"Whereas,  By  an  ordinance,  approved  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  December,  191S,  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia was  given  to  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  United  States 
Housing  Corporation  providing  for  an  advance  to  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  by  the  United 
States  Housing  Corporation  of  the  sum  of  approximately 
five  hundred  and  forty-four  thousand  (511,000)  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  its  service  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Frankford  Arsenal  and  providing  for  the  assumption 
of  the  payment  of  said  sum  by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  and  the  pledging  as  security  therefor 
of  certain  shares  of  stock  of  the  Real  Estate  Holding  Com- 
pany ; 

And  Whereas,  The  United  States  Housing  Corpor- 
ation and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  have 
entered  into  a  supplementary  contract  providing  for  an 
additional  advance  to  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  made  necessary  by  reason  of  an  increase  in  track 
extensions,  and  also  providing  for  the  deposit  as  security 
of  certain  shares  of  the  Motor  Real  Estate  Company  in 
lieu  of  the  shares  of  the  Real  Estate  Holding  Company, 
which  contract  is  as  follows: 
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'•Tins  Agreement,  Made  this  11th  day  of  February, 
1919  (being  supplemental  to  au  agreement  on  November 
8,  1918,  between  the  same  parties),  by  and  between  the 
United  States  Housing  Corporation,  organized  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  acting 
by  authority  of  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
(hereinafter  called  the  Housing  Corporation),  and  the 
Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company,,  a  corporation 
organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  (hereinafter  called  the  Company). 

WITNESSETH: 

"Whereas,  Under  said  contract  of  November  8,  1918, 
the  Housing  Corporation  agrees  to  advance  to  the  Com- 
pany certain,  sums  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  street 
railway  service  to  Frankford  Arsenal,  of  which  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  thousand  and  seven  (145,007)  dollars, 
was  allocated  to  track  extensions,  the  mileage  of  which  it 
is  now  necessary  to  extend,  as  hereinafter  set  forth ; 

"And  Whereas,  It  is  desired  by  the  Company  to  deposit 
two  hundred  (200)  shares,  being  the  entire  outstanding 
capital  stock  of  the  Motor  Eeal  Estate  Company,  as 
security  for  the  performance  of  said  contract  in  lieu  of  the 
two  hundred  (200)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Peal 
Estate  Holding  Company,  as  provided  in  paragraph  3  of 
said  contract. 

'"Now,  Therefore,  In  consideration  of  the  premises  it 
is  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  as  follows : 

"1.  In  addition  to  the  sums  which  the  Housing  Corpor- 
ation agree  to  advance  to  the  Company  in  said  contract 
of  November  8,  1918,  the  Housing  Corporation  hereby 
agrees  to  advance  to  the  Company  the  further  sum  of 
twenty-four  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  (24,1G5) 
dollars  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  agree- 
ment. Said  further  advance  is  made  necessary  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty-five 
thousand  and  seven  (145,007)  dollars,  set  forth  in  said 
agreement  as  the  cost  of  certain  track  extensions  included 
the  cost  of  the  construction  of  a  track  on  Pratt  street,  from 
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Richmond  street  to  Thompson  street,  of  approximately 
ten  hundred  and  twelve  (1,012)  feet  at  twenty-eight  thous- 
and five  hundred  and  thirty-five  (28,5.35)  dollars  to  the 
construction  of  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  refused 
its  assent  due  to  the  narrow  width  of  said  street,  so  that 
it  has  become  necessary  to  construct  in  lien  thereof  a  track 
on  Thompson  street  of  approximately  twenty-six  hundred 
(2,600)  feet,  connecting  it  with  existing  tracks  on  Ortho- 
dox street  and  Bridge  street, 

"2.  In  lieu  of  the  deposit  of  two  hundred  (200)  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Real  Estate  Holding  Company, 
subject  to  the  assent  of  the  Union  Traction  Company  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  provided  for 
under  the  provisions  of  the  third  paragraph  of  said  agree- 
ment of  November  8,  1918,  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  the  sole  owner 
of  two  hundred  (200)  shares,  being  all  of  the  outstanding 
capital  stock  of  the  Motor  Real  Estate  Company,  a  corpor- 
ation organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
each,  with  authority  to  pledge  the  same  upon  receiving  the 
assent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  assent  the  Com- 
pany undertakes  to  secure.  The  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  agrees  to  deposit,  and  the  Housing  Cor- 
poration agrees  to  accept  said  shares  as  security  in  lieu 
of  the  shares  of  the  Real  Estate  Holding  Company,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  said 
contract  of  November  8,  1918.  In  all  other  respects  the 
provisions  of  the  third  paragraph  of  said  agreement  of 
November  8,  1918,  shall  apply  to  said  deposit  of  said 
securities. 

"3.  It  is  agreed  that  the  words  and  figures  five  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  thousand  (:»41,000)  dollars  when 
and  as  they  occur  on  page  2  of  the  contract  dated  Novem- 
ber 8,  1918,  be  corrected  to  read  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
fonr  thousand  ('554,000)  dollars,  this  being  the  sum  in- 
tended and  agreeing  with. the  total  figures  appearing  on 
page  3  of  said,  contract. 

"In  Witness  Whereof,  the  Housing  Corporation  and 
the  Company  have  caused  this  agreement  to  be  executed 
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in  triplicate  in  their  respective  corporate  names  by  their 
respective  presidents  and  have  affixed  hereunto  their  re- 
spective corporate  seals,  duly  attested,  the  day  and  year 
first  above  written.

ing Company,  as  security  for  the  performance  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  foregoing  contract  as  well  as

Service  Company  Law,  approved  July  26,  1913.

AX  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  grant 
permission  to  the  United  States  Government  to  lay  a 
water-pipe  from  the  intersection  of  Island  road  and 
Tinicum  Island  road  eastward  on  Tinicum  Island  road 
to  an  extension  of  Island  avenue,  to  a  point  adjacent  to 
the  Back  Channel  and  County  Line,  thence  eastward 
across  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now  held 
for  sewage  disposal  purposes,  and  thence  into  property 
of  the  United  States  Government,  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  City  water  to  the  naval  station  at  Fort  Mif- 
flin. 

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
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Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  permission  to 
the  United  States  Government  to  lay  a  six-inch  water-pipe 
from  the  intersection  of  Island  road  and  Tinicum  Island 
road,  eastward  in  Tinicum  Island  road  to  the  extension  of 
[sland  avenue,  thence  southward  on  the  said  extension  of 
Island  avenue  to  a  point  adjacent  to  the  Back  Channel  or 
County  Lino,  thence  eastward  across  the  property  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  held  for  sewage  disposal  purposes, 
generally  paralleling  the  Back  Channel  and  the  right  of 
way  of  the  Chester  and  Philadelphia  Branch  of  the  Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore  and  Washington  Eailroad,  about  5,900 
feet,  and  thence  into  the  property  of  the  United  States 
Government,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  City  water  to 
the  naval  station  at  Fort  Mifflin:  Provided,  That  the  said 
water-pipe  shall  be  laid  under  and  subject  to  the  followT- 
ing  conditions : 

First:  That  the  said  water-pipe  shall  be  laid  under  the 
supervision  of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Second :  That  the  United  States  Government  shall  pay 
the  regular  meter  rates  now  in  force,  or  which  at  any  time 
may  be  inaugurated  by  Councils. 

Third :  Should  the  City  of  Philadelphia  provide  by  any 
other  route,  by  public  road  or  street,  for  the  extension  of 
the  water  system  to  a  point  more  accessible  to  Fort  Mif- 
flin, the  United  States  Government  shall  make  connections 
thereto  and  abandon  and  remove  that  portion  of  the  pipe 
herein  authorized  across  property  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, held  for  sewage  disposal  "purposes. 

Fourth :  Upon  the  abandonment  of  that  portion  of 
the  pipe  through  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
held  for  sewage  disposal  purposes,  the  pipe  which  is  here- 
in authorized  to  be  laid  in  the  extension  of  Island  avenue 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Fifth :  The  pipe  as  herein  authorized  shall  be  laid 
without  any  cost  or  expense  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  shall  be  maintained  until  such  a  time  as  the  third  and 
fourth  conditions  herein  become  operative,  by  the  United 
States  Government. 
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Sixth:  That  plans  showing  the  location  of  this  pipe 
shall  be  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureaus 
of  Surveys  and  Water. 

Seventh:     The  acceptance  of  the  permit  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  taken  and  construed  by  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia as  an  acquiescence  upon  the  part  of  the  United  Stair. 
Government  to  all  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordi 
nance.

are  now  occupied  and  it  is  expected  that  all  of  them  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  May,  1919 ; 

Ami  Wiif.rkas,  It  is  to  the  public  interest  that  the  streets 
upon  which  said  dwelling  houses  front  shall  be  paved  with- 
out undue  delay,  with  improved  paving  to  be  laid  under 
the  supervision  of  and  in  conformity  with  the  latest  speci- 
fications of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  there  are 
at  present  no  funds  of  the  City's  available  for  paving  the 
intersections  or  for  paving  in  front  of  non-assessable  prop- 
erty; therefore, 
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"Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
<  'il//  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  United  States  Housing  Corpor- 
ation whereby  the  said  corporation  will  proceed  forthwith, 
at  its  own  expense,  but  under  the  supervision  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  latest  specifications  of  that  department,  to 
pave  the  following  streets  with  the  best  quality  of  refined 
natural  asphalt,  using  vitrified  brick  gutters  when  and 
where  deemed  necessary  by  the  Director  of  said  Depart- 
ment, viz. :  Johnston  street,  from  Thirteenth  street  to  a 
point  seventy  (70)  feet  east  of  the  east  side  of  Seventh 
street ;  Iseminger  street,  Twelfth  street,  Marvine  street, 
Eleventh  street,  Alder  street,  Tenth  street,  Hutchinson 
street,  ISTinth  street,  Darien  street.  Eighth  street,  Beulah 
street  and  Seventh  street,  said  streets  to  be  paved  from 
Johnston  street  to  Oregon  avenue ;  Mollbore  terrace,  be- 
tween Iseminger  street  and  Twelfth  street;  Mollbore  ter-

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1919,  all  curb  setters  or  other  persons  engaged  in  curb  or 
footway  work  shall  be  required,  in  addition  to  registering 
and  qualifying  annually  as  curb  setters  with  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  to  file  a  bond  annually  in  the  sura  of  two 
hundred  (200)  dollars  with  the  Department  of  Law  to  in- 
demnify the  City  and  property-owners  against  loss  by  rea- 
son of  defective  work  having  to  be  done  over,  either  at  the 
expense  of  the  City  or  of  the  property-owner  by  order  of 
the  City.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
shall  have  the  privilege  to  allow  the  projection  of  footings 
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of  walls,  piers  or  columns  three  feet  beyond  the  building 
line:  Provided,  That  on  streets  used  or  proposed  to  be 
used  for  subways,  elevated  railways  or  other  public  im- 
provements necessitating  the  use  of  the  bed  of  the  street, 
sueh  footings  shall  be  constructed  within  the  building 
line:  And  provided  further,  That  in  the  event  of  any 
future  public  improvements  necessitating  the  reclaiming 
of  the  bed  of  any  street  by  the  City,  any  such  projections 
which  may  have  been  constructed  shall  be  removed  by 
the  owner  of  the  property  affected,  at  his  expense. 

Sect.  2.  The  term  "footings"  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  the  spreading  courses  at  the  base 
of  a  foundation  wall,  pier  or  column. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  or  persons,  firms  or  corporations, 
whether  owner,  builder,  contractor,  architect  or  workman, 
who  shall  construct  any  footings  in  violation  of  any  of 
the  terms  of  this  ordinance  and  who  shall  omit,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  said  ordinance  within  thirty  days 
after  notice  to  that  effect,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each 
violation  the  sum  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  and  the 
further  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  every  period  of  one 
month  for  which  the  said  person  or  persons  shall  omit, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply.  All  the  aforesaid  penalties 
to  be  recovered  as  penalties  of  equal  amount  are,  or  shall 
be  recoverable,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the 
City,  and,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
thereof. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  in- 
stitute the  necessary  proceedings,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
for  the  assessment  of  damages  upon  the  properties  herein 
selected  and  appropriated,  said  damages  to  be  charged 
against  the  proper  item  of  the  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of  City  Transit  by  ordinance  approved  July  20, 
1916. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  continuation  of  the  Cobbs  Creek  Inter- 
cepting Sewer  S}rstem  in  Sixty-ninth  street  and  connec- 
tions thereto,  and  to  amend  an  ordinance  of  July  27, 
1916,  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  Indian  Creek 
Storm  Sewer. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  "Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  continuation  of  the  Cobbs 
Creek  Intercepting  Sewer  System  in  Sixty-ninth,  street, 
from  the  present  sewer  near  Lansdowne  avenue  to  Malvern 
avenue,  and  the  necessary  connections  thereto,  from  pres- 
ent sewers  in  Lansdowne  avenue,  Lebanon  avenue  and  Mal- 
vern avenue. 
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Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  for  proposals  and  award  contracts 
in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  ordinances  and  plans 
and  specifications  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  Any  excess  over  the  assessment  of  property  for 
the  construction  of  said  sewers  shall  be  charged  to  Item 
190  Loan  for  the  construction  of  main  sewers  in  the  appro- 
priation to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of 
Surveys),  and  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000) 
dollars  is  hereby  set  aside  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  herein  authorized :  Provided,  That  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  appoint 
assistants  and  inspectors  as  may  be  requisite  and  pay  all 
expenses  for  salaries,  inspection,  borings,  transportation 
and  expenses  incidental  to  the  work  from  the  aforesaid 
item.

Storm  (Sewer  in  Sixty-ninth  street,  from  south  of  Giirard 
avenue  to  Malvern  avenue,"  and  from  Section  2,  lines 
twenty-three  and  twenty-four,  the  words  "Indian  Creek 
Storm  Sewer,  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars."

To  amend  Sections  3  and  4  of  an  ordinance  approved  the 
twenty -ninth  day  of  Jnne,  1916,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  in  the 
sum  of  sixty-seven  million  one  hundred  thousand  (67,- 
100,000)  dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  construction  and 
improvement  of  wharves  and  docks,"  etc.,  and  "toward 
the  construction  and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels, 
railways,  elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facilities," 
etc.,  by  changing  the  rate  of  interest  upon  said  loan  or 
loans  from  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per 
annum  to  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  increasing  the  tax  levied  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  of  said  loan  or  loans  from 
five  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificates  to 
five  and  one-half  per  centum. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  3  of  an  ordi- 
nance approved  the  twenty -ninth  day  of  June,  1916,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan 
or  loans  by  the  'City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  sixty- 
seven  million  one  hundred  thousand  (67,100,000)  dollars, 
to  be  used  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of 
wharves  and  docks,"  etc,  and  "toward  the  construction  and 
improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  railways,  elevated  rail- 
ways and  other  transit  facilities,"  etc.,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "four  per 
centum"  and  inserting  the  words  "four  and  one-half  per 
centum,"  and  that  Section  4  of  said  ordinance  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "five  per  centum,"  and  insert- 
ing the  words  "five  and  one-half  per  centum,"  so  that  said 
sections  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of 
the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal 
agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  'Certificates  of  the 
said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usnal  form,  in  such  amounts  as 
the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100) 
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dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  forms, 
and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that  the 
loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  fifty  years  after  date 
thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  loans 
are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  free 
from  all  taxes. 

"Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  vir- 
tue of  this  ordinance  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  force  hereof  an- 
nually out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  loan  as  issued,  during  the 
period  of  the  construction  of  the  work  for  which  such 
loan  shall  be  created  and  one  year  after  the  completion  of 
said  work  of  construction,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  in- 
stalments due  the  Sinking  Fund  and  required  for  the  dis- 
charge within  fifty  (50)  years  of  the  principal  of  such 
loan.  And  there  is  further  hereby  appropriated  annually 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  out  of  the  said 
proceeds,  during  such  period  of  construction  and  one  year 
thereafter,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
loan.  And  the  said  'Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
with  the  assent  of  the  City  Controller,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  fix,  deduct  and  set  aside  such  sum 
or  sums  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loans  so  issued  as  may  be 
required  and  sufficient  for  the  foregoing  purposes.  And 
after  the  lapse  of  one  year  from  the  completion  of  said 
work  of  construction,  there  is  hereby  levied  an  annual  tax 
of  five  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  par  value 
of  the  certificates  so  issued,  to  pay  the  interest,  also  tho 
principal  of  such  loan  within  fifty  (50)  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  thereof.  And  there  is  hereby  annually  appro- 
priated to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  out  of 
the  tax  so  levied  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
loan,  also  the  principal  thereof,  within  fifty  (50)  years 
and  as  the  same  becomes  payable;  the  appropriation  for  the 
interest  to  be  paid  semi-annnually,  and  for  the  Sinking 
Fund  quarterly  to  the  said  Commiissioners."

To  provide  for  the  method  of  refunding  of  twice  paid, 
overpaid  or  erroneously  paid  taxes  and  water  rents,  as- 
sessments and  claims  not  provided  for  in  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly of  March  30,  1859,  P.  L.  302,  and  May  11,  1901, 
Pi  L.  174. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  when  a  taxpayer  desires  to 
have  refunded  taxes  or  water  rent  paid  on  the  wrong  prop- 
erty ;  personal  taxes  or  twice  paid  taxes  or  water  rent,  or 
any  other  taxes,  assessments  and  claims  to  which  the  ap- 
plicant is  entitled  to  a  refund  and  not  provided  for  in 
Acts  of  Assembly  of  March  30,  1859,  P.  L.  302,  and  May 
11,  1901,  P.  L.  174,  he  shall  make  application  therefor 
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to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  on  a  blank  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  which  blank  shall  be  filled  out  by  said 
applicant  and  contain  all  information  pertaining  to  each 
particular  case ;  and  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  make  no- 
tation on  such  blank  of  such  amount  overpaid  and  not  pro- 
vided to  be  refunded  by  said  Acts  of  Assembly  of  March 
30,  1859,  and  May  11,  1901,  according  to  the  books  of 
his  office,  and  in  the  matter  of  real  estate  and  personal 
taxes  shall  forward  same  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  for  examination,  and  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  shall  certify  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  the 
specific  amount  to  be  returned  to  said  applicant;  and  in 
the  matter  of  water  rents  shall  forward  the  same  to  the 
Bureau  of  Water  for  examination,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Water  shall  certify  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  the  proper 
amount  to  be  returned  to  the  said  applicant;  and  in  the 
matter  of  other  assessments  and  claims,  shall  forward  the 
same  to  the  appropriate  department,  bureau,  board  or 
office  of  the  City,  which  department,  bureau,  board  or 
office  shall  certify  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  the  proper 
amount  to  be  returned  to  the  said  applicant. 

Sect.  2.  Such  claims  shall  be  arranged  and  collated 
and  be  submitted  semi-annually  to  Councils  by  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes,  for  action  by  Councils  for  payment  there- 
of.

motor  launches,  for  purchasing  new  and  motorizing  pres- 
ent fire  apparatus,   for  remodelling  of  boats   for   lire 
purposes,  for  the  purchase  of  ground  for,  the  erection, 
construction,  remodelling  and  equipment  of  police  and 
fire  stations,  including  installation  of  a  fire  preventive 
system  in  Independence'  Hall,  for  improvements  and  ex- 
tensions, Electrical  Bureau;  for  improvements,  exten- 
sions, etc.,  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Contagious    Dis- 
eases; for  improvements  and  extensions,    Philadelphia 
General  Hospital;  toward  the  construction  of  buildings 
for  the  Juvenile  and  Domestic  Relations  bran. dies  oi  the 
Municipal  Court,  and  the  payment  of  mandamus  s. 
Section  1.      The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of   Philadelphia   do  ordain,  That  the    .Mayor.   City 
Controller  and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  he  and 
they  are  herebv  authorized  to  borrow  at  such  times  ami  m 
such  proportions  as  in  their  judgment  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders, 
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by  advertisement  or  by  popular  subscription,  at  not  less 
than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggregate  shall  not 
exceed  twelve  million  nine  hundred  and  seventy  thousand 
(12,970,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in 
the  second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  au- 
thorized by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  used 
for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit:  For  the  construction  of 
main  sewers,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  the  con- 
struction of  branch  sewers,  one  million  five  hundred  thou- 
sand (1,500,000)  dollars;  for  the  erection  of  new  bridges, 
two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Parkway,  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(350,000)  dollars;  for  the  maintenance  of  asphalt  streets, 
one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  paving  of  streets,  four 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (450,000)  dollars;  for  repav- 
ing  of  streets,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  im- 
provement of  country  roads,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (150,000)  dollars;  for  grading,  five  hundred  thousand 
(  500,000)  dollars;  for  the  improvement  of  the  water  sup- 
ply, three  million  (i3, 000,000)  dollars ;  for  extension  and 
improvement  of  water  service  and  distribution  mains,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars;  for  the 
purchase  of  motor  apparatus,  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dol- 
lars; for  the  purchase  of  police  motor  launches,  ten  thou- 
sand (10,000)  dollars;  for  purchasing  new  and  motorizing 
present  fire  apparatus,  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
dollars;  for  remodelling  of  boats  for  fire  purposes,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars;  for  the 
purchase  of  ground  for  and  the  erection,  construction,  re- 
modelling and  equipment  of  police  and  fire  stations,  in- 
cluding installation  of  a  fire  preventive  system  in  Inde- 
pendence Hall,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars; 
for  improvements  and  extensions,  Electrical  Bureau,  one 
hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  for  the  construction, 
erection  and  equipment,  including  additions,  extensions 
and  improvements  to  buildings,  roads,  grounds,  fences, 
bridges,  etc.,  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Contagious  Dis- 
eases, three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars;  for  the 
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cons! ruction,  erection,  equipment,  additions,  extensions  and 
improvements  to  buildings,  roads,  grounds,  etc.,  including 
the  erection  of  a  Children's  Hospital,  and  the  completion 
of  the  power  plant  at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital, 
four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (450,000)  dollars;  to- 
ward the  construction  of  buildings  for  the  Juvenile  and 
Domestic  Relations  branches  of  the  Municipal  Court,  five 
hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  and  for  the  payment 
of  mandamuses,  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,- 
000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  one-half  (4J)  per  centum  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the 
months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal 
agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the 
said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as 
the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sums  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  form, 
and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that  the 
loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  fifty  (50)  years 
after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on 
said  loan  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  an 
annual  tax  levied  of  six  (6)  per  centum  on  the  par  value 
of  such  certificates  so  issued  to  pay  the  interest,  also  the 
principal,  of  such  loan  within  fifty  (50)  years,  and  there 
is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund,  out  of  the  tax  so  collected,  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the  principal 
thereof,  within  fifty  (50)  years  and  as  the  same  become 
payable.  The  appropriation  for  the  interest  to  be  paid 
semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund  quarterly  to  the 
said  commissioners.

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
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Public;  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  to  place 
upon  the  City  plan  Coleman  street,  of  the  width  of  sixty 
feet,  from  Fifty-eighth  to  Fifty-ninth  street;  Commis- 
sioner street,  of  the  width  of  twenty-five  feet,  from  Collins 
to  Martha  street;  Durham  street,  of  the  width  of  sixty-six 
feet,  from  Sprague  to  Ardleigh  street,  with  an  additional 
width  at  the  Sprague  street  entrance;  Sydenham  street,  of 
the  width  of  forty  feet,  from  Lindley  to  Duncannon 
avenue,  and  William  street,  of  the  width  of  twenty-five 
feet,  from  Thirteenth  street  to  Park  avenue:  Provided, 
That  before  said  Coleman,  Durham  and  Sydenham  streets 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  City  plan  the  owners  of  property 
within  the  lines  thereof  shall,  within  one  year  from  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  dedicate  the  beds  of  the  same 
to  the  City  on  the  lines  and  grades  confirmed  by  the  Board 
of  Surveyors,  or  shall  indemnify  the  City  against  all  dam- 
ages or  claims  for  damages  which  may  arise  from  placing 
the  said  street  on  the  plan  and  its  subsequent  opening  to 
the  confirmed  lines  and  grades,  and  before  said  Commis- 
sioner street  shall  be  placed  upon  the  City  plan,  satisfac- 
tory evidence  shall  be  furnished,  within  one  year,  of  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  that  the  said  street  has  been 
opened  to  public  use  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years  at 
least,  except  the  portion  on  the  northeast  side  thereof  at 
the  distance  of  fifty-two  feet  two  and  one-half  inches  south- 
east from  Collins  street,  being  twelve  feet  and  three 
inches  long  and  two  feet  and  six  inches  wide:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of 
April  S,  1890,  relative  to  streets  running  in  a  straight  line 
and  of  that  of  April  2,  1906,  relative  to  the  width  of 
streets,  shall  not  apply  to  said  Commissioner  street,  and

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  execution  of  a  contract  between  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holmes- 
burg  Street  Railway  Company  (formerly  the  Holmes- 
burg,  Tacony  and  Frankford  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany)  with  respect  to  the  maintenance  of  streets  tra- 
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versed  by  the  lines  of  said  company,  and  with  reference 
to  anv  alteration  in  the  location  thereof  between  Bridge 
and  Rhawn  streets,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  accordance  with  the  powers  granted  by  the 
Act  of  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  approved  April 
15,  1907,  and  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  contracts  be- 
tween cities,  boroughs  or  townships,  of  the  one  part,  and 
street  passenger  railway  companies,  surface,  elevated  or 
underground,  or  motor  power  companies  leasing  and  oper- 
ating the  franchises  and  property  of  such  companies,  of 
the  other  part,  affecting,  fixing  and  regulating  the  fran- 
chises, powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  such  companies, 
the  management  of  the  same,  the  relations  and  respective 
rights  of  the  contracting  parties,  and  the  ultimate  acquisi- 
tion by  such  cities,  boroughs  and  townships  of  the  prop- 
erty, leaseholds  and  franchises  of  said  contracting  compan- 
ies," as  well  as  all  other  powers  inherent  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Frank- 
ford,  Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Street  Railway  Company 
as  owner  and  operator  of  surface  railways  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  which  shall  be  in  the  form  following,  for 
the  purpose  of  accomplishing  the  objects  set  out  in  the  re- 
citals and  covenants  therein  contained: 

"Agreement    entered    into   this  day  1919,   be- 

tween the  City  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  one  part  (herein- 
after called  the  'City')  and  the  Frankford,  Tacony  and 
Holmesburg  Street  Railway  Company  of  the  other  part 
(hereinafter  called  the  'Company'). 

"Whereas,  by  ordinance  approved  the  23d  day  of  De- 
cember, A.  D.  1892,  permission  was  granted  to  the  Holmes- 
burg, Tacony  and  Frankford  Electric  Railway  Company 
to  lay  tracks  and  operate  electric  cars  on  said  tracks  on 
certain  streets  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia ; 

"And  Whereas,  said  ordinance  provided,  inter  alia, 
that  the  said  Holmesburg,  Tacony  and  Frankford  Electric 
Railway  Company,  before  any  permit  should  be  granted 
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to  it,  should  enter  into  an  agreement  or  contract  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  (who  was  thereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  or  con- 
tract was,  amongst  other  things,  to  provide  that  the  privi- 
leges by  said  ordinance  authorized  or  granted  should  not 
bo  leased,  sold  or  in  any  way  transferred  to  or  be  operated 
by  any  other  company  or  corporation,  and  that  'the  said 
Railway  Company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order,  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or 
unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its 
lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system' ; 

"And  Whereas,  the  said  Holmesburg,  Tacony  and 
Frankford  Electric  Railway  Company  did  enter  into  an 
agreement  bearing  date  the  23d  day  of  December,  A.  D. 
1892,  with  the- City  of  Philadelphia,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  said  ordinance ; 

"And  Whereas,  by  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage  or  deed 
of  trust  executed  by  the  said  Holmesburg,  Tacony  and 
Frankford  Electric  Railway  Company,  bearing  date  the 
first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1895,  all  of  the  property  rights, 
and  franchises  of  the  said  Company  were  sold,  and  were 
purchased  by  certain  persons  representing  the  holders  of 
bonds  secured  by  said  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage,  who,  un- 
der the  terms  of,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  of  April  17,  1878,  P.  L.  22,  were  created 
and  constituted  a  corporation,  with  all  of  the  rights,  im- 
munities and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  of  the  restric- 
tions and  liabilities  of  the  said  Holmesburg,  Tacony  and 
Frankford  Electric  Railway  Company,  under  the  name  of 
Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany ; 

"And  Whereas,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  pur- 
chase and  the  ownership  of  the  property  formerly  of  the 
Holmesburg,  Tacony  and  Frankford  Electric  Railway 
Company,  the  Company  is  occupying  the  following  streets: 

"Frankford  avenue,  from  Bridge  street  to  County  line; 
State    road    (or   Tacony   street),    from   Bridge   street   to 
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Rhawn  street;  Rhawn  street  from  State  road  (or  Tacony 
street),  to  Frankford  avenue; 

"And  Whereas,  A  question  has  been  raised  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  Conipany  to  keep  and  perform  the  said 
contract  of  the  23d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1892,  and  it 
is  desirable  for  the  interest,  both  of  the  Company  and  the 
City,  that  said  question  should  be  settled  and  determined ; 

"And  Whereas,  The  original  track  still  in  service  was 
laid  in  a  temporary  location  of  such  rail  section  not  suit- 
able for  use  in  a  paved  street  and  the  obligation  of  the 
Company  for  placing  the  rails  in  a  permanent  location  of 
such  cross  section  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Surveyors,  as  provided  in  the  ordinance  granting  the  right 
to  construct  these  lines,  is  recognized  and  accepted  as  far 
as  relates  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets  traversed,  and 
the  right  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  construct  an  ele- 
vated railway  over  the  bed  of  Frankford  avenue  from 
Bridge  street  to  Rhawn  street  without  prejudice  is  con- 
ceded, although  the  right  of  the  Company  to  lay  claim  for 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  reason  of  the  adjust- 
ment of  its  tracks  for  the  elevated  railroad  construction  is 
maintained ; 

"And  Whereas,  The  present  conditions  of  said  streets 
and  roads  above  mentioned  is  such  that  it  is  desirable  that 
arrangements  should  be  made  requiring  the  direct  pay- 
ment into  the  City  Treasury  of  a  fixed  sum  or  sums  which 
may  be  used  by  the  City  for  repairing  said  streets  occu- 
pied by  the  tracks  of  the  said  company  and  for  keeping  the 
same  in  repair  in  order  to  enable  the  City  to  have  control 
over  the  work  of  repairs  when  the  same  may  be  required ; 

"Now,  Therefore,  In  consideration  of  the  mutuality 
hereof,  and  of  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Company 
to  the  City,  and  of  the  adjustments  of  the  respective  rights 
of  the  'City  and  of  the  Company  in  the  premises,  it  is 
covenanted  and  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  as  fol- 
lows: 

"1.  Beginning  May  1,  1919,  the  Company  shall  pay 
to  the  City  annually  the  sum  of  $4,000  on  the  first  day  of 
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May  in  each  and  every  year,  until  and  including  the  first 
<];i,v  of  May,  1924,  which  sum  shall  be  used  by  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said 
City  to  and  towards  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
said  streets  traversed  by  the  lines  of  the  Company. 

"2.  Beginning  May  1,  1925,  and  on  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter  until  and  including 
the  first  day  of  May,  1930,  the  Company  shall  pay  to  the 
City  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned,  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

"3.  Beginning  May  1,  1931,  and  on  the  first  clay  of 
May  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  so  long  as  the 
Company  or  its  successors  shall  occupy  said  streets,  the 
Company  shall  pay  to  the  City  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned the  sum  of  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars,  or  in  lieu 
thereof  two  per  centum  of  the  annual  gross  receipts  of  the 
Company  for  the  preceding  calendar  year,  provided  that 
the  amount  so  paid  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  (6,000)  dollars. 

"4.  At  or  before  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  said 
contracts,  the  said  Company  shall  furnish,  execute  and 
deliver  a  bond,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars,  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  performance  and  carrying  out  of  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  of  the  con- 
tract herein  provided  for,  which  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  City  and  the  amount  thereof  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agree- 
ment: Further,  That  all  the  other  terms,  conditions  and 
stipulations  of  the  said  ordinance  approved  December  23, 
1892,  and  of  the  agreements  entered  into  in  pursuance 
thereof,  shall  remain  and  continue  in  full  force  and  effect 

"5.  The  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Company  under 
this  ordinance,  and  the  contract  to  be  made  pursuant 
hereto,  shall  constitute  a  settlement  of  the  claims  of  the 
City  against  the  Company,  and  all  claims  now  existing  or 
asserted  by  the  City  shall,  at  the  execution  of  the  said  con- 
tract, be  deemed  to  be  settled  and  ended ;  and  all  actions 
heretofore  brought  by  the  City  against  the  Companv  shall 
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be  settled,  ended  and  discontinued  of  record  immediately 
upon  the  execution  of  said  contract. 

•'I!.  In  the  event  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  finds  it 
necessary  to  widen,  grade,  pave  or  repave  any  of  the  streets 
occupied  by  said  railway  line,  said  railway  company  shall 
con  form  as  provided  by  the  ordinance  authorizing  its  con- 
si  ruction  to  said  grade  or  pavement  by  laying  in  the  per- 
manent location,  rails  to  conform  to  the  type  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Surveyors.  The  obligations  in  this  contract 
undertaken  by  the  Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holmesburg 
Street  Railway  Company,  shall  be  in  lieu  and  stead  of 
any  and  all  obligations  on  its  part  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order  and  repair  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  tra- 
versed by  its  lines  of  railway  or  its  trolley  system,  under 
the  said  ordinance  of  December  23,  1892,  and  the  agree- 
ment pursuant  thereto,  and  if  when  the  said  proposed  ele- 
vated railway  between  Bridge  street  and  Rhawn  street  upon 
{■':  auki'ord  avenue  be  constructed,  it  reserves  the  right  to 
secure  from  the  City  an  adjustment  of  any  expense  which 
it  may  be  put  to  for  temporary  alteration  or  relocation  of 
its  tracks,  whether  in  a  temporary  or  permanent  position. 

"In  Witness  Whekeof,  The  parties  have  caused  these 
presents  to  be  duly  sealed  and  delivered  this  day  of 

A.  D.  1919." 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  said  contract  on 
behalf  of  the  City  (which  contract  shall  be  recorded),  and 
to  rill  in  the  blank  left  for  the  date  in  the  above  agreement.

be  required  for  public  use :  Provided,  however,  that  before 
the  said  notices  shall  be  issued,  a  bond  or  agreement  in 
form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor  shall  be  filed  pro- 
tecting- the  City  from  damages  by  reason  of  the  opening 
of  the  said  portion  of  Fifty-fourth  street.

Howard  Wilson  and  Emilio  Pascnzzi  from  all  benefits 
upon  the  above  described  tracts  of  ground:  Provided,  They 
dedicate  so  much  of  the  bed  of  Luzerne  street  as  shall  lie 
within  the  lines  of  the  above  described  tracts;  now,  there- 
fore, 

Sectiox  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  ths 
dfi/  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
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Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the 
owners  of  property  through  which  Luzerne  street,  from 
Nicetown  lane  to  L  street,  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration 
of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  said  street 
will  be  required  for  public  use,  to  its  full  width,  as  now  on 
the  City  plan:  Provided,  That  before  said  notice  is  given, 
J.  Howard  Wilson  and  Emilio  Pascuzzi  shall  dedicate  so 
much  of  the  property  hereinabove  described  as  shall  lie  in 
the  bed  of  Luzerne  street,  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
J.  Howard  Wilson,  Emilio  Pascuzzi,  Charles  A.  Sherzlinc 
and  Eugene  Raymond,  Jr.,  shall  tile  an  agreement,  satis- 
factory to  the  City  Solicitor,  indemnifying  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  against  all  damages  for  the  opening  of  said 
street  of  the  present  established  grade  regulation:  And,

ered and  directed  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  par- 
ties so  dedicating  and  agreeing,  releasing  them  and  all 
lands  owned  by  them  abutting  on  said  street  from  any  and 
all  claims  for  benefits  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said 
street,  and  agreeing  that  no  benefits  shall  be  assessed  upon 
the  property  of  the  parties  so  dedicating  and  agreeing,  so 
far  :is  the  same  shall  abut  upon  and  be  bounded  by  the 
said  Luzerne  street. 

Shot.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may 
lie  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  street;  upon 
the  filing  of  said  bond,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  street.

licitor for  collection  from  the  said  Beading  Transit  and 
Light  Company,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said 
agreement  and  ordinance  of  March  28,  1894.

the  contract  prices. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  contract  for  paving  shall  contain  a  condition  that

the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys), 
and  is  also  authorized  to  appoint  assistants  and  inspectors 
as  may  be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries, 
soundings,  inspections,  tests,  transportation  and  incidental 
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expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  cost  of  said  bridges,  and  is  authorized* to  join 
in  contract  with  any  persons  or  corporations  in  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  said  bridges  for  which  said  persons  or 
corporations  shall  contribute  a  portion  of  the  cost.

March,  1919,  and  with  the  like  condition  that  in  the  event 
of 'delay  due  to  failure  to  obtain  right-of-way  for  rail- 
roads required  or  to  be  constructed,  or  to  strikes,  injunc- 
tions or  other  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  railroad 
companies  or  the  City,  or  to  the  delay  of  the  City  in  mak- 
ing sufficient  appropriations,  further  suitable  extension 
shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  'City  and  the  railroad  com- 
panies.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  at  2  o'clock  ante- 
meridian of  the  last  Sunday  of  March  in  each  year  the 
standard  time  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  ad- 
vanced one  hour,  and  at  2  o'clock  ante-meridian  of  the 
last  Sunday  of  October  in  each  year  the  standard  time  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall,  by  the  retarding  of  one 
hour,  be  returned  to  the  mean  astronomical  time  of  the 
degree  of  longitude  governing  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
so  that  between  the  last  Sunday  in  March  at  2  o'clock 
ante-meridian  and  the  last  Sunday  in  October  at  2  o'clock 
ante-meridian  in  each  year,  the  standard  time  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  be  one  hour  in  advance  of  the  mean 
astronomical  time  of  the  degree  of  longitude  governing  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  ic 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

the  purchase  of  police  and  fire  motor  apparatus,  for 
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purchasing  boats  for  fire  purposes,  for  the  purchase  of 
grounds  for  and  the  erection  and  construction  of  police 
and  fire  stations,  including  installation  of  a  fire-pre- 
ventive system  in  Independence  Hall,  for  improvements 
and  extensions,  Electrical  Bureau;  for  improvements, 
extensions,  etc.,  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Contagious 
Diseases ;  for  improvements  and  extensions,  Philadel- 
phia General  Hospital;  toward  the  construction  of 
buildings  for  the  Juvenile  and  Domestic  Relations 
branches  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  for  tlie  payment 
of  mandamuses  for  the  taking  of  land  and  the  opening, 
widening  and  change  of  grade  of  streets;  being  sup- 
plementary to  an  ordinance  approved  July  11,  1919, 
authorizing  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  twelve  million  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventy  thousand  (12,970,000)  dollars. 

Whereas,  On  July  11,  1919,  the  Mayor  approved  an 
ordinance  duly  passed,  authorizing  the  Mayor,  City  Con- 
troller and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  borrow 
at  such  times  and  in  such  proportions  as  in  their  judg- 
ment the  best  interests  of  the  City  demanded,  the  sum  of 
twelve  million  nine  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  (12,- 
970,000)  dollars  for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth; 

A\]>  Whereas,  A  taxpayer's  bill  was  filed  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Mayor,  City  Solicitor,  Con- 
troller and  Treasurer,  to  enjoin,  inter  alia,  all  further 
proceedings  on  the  aforesaid  ordinance; 

And  Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court,  by  opinion  filed 
November  5,  1919,  decided  that  under  Article  XVII, 
Section  8,  of  the  new  Charter  Act,  no  money  could  be 
borrowed  under  the  aforesaid  ordinance  for  the  current 
expense  items  therein;  and  that,  as  to  the  items  for  per- 
manent improvements  and  capital  outlay,  supplementary 
ordinances  should  be  passed  authorizing  the  City  officials, 
when  so  certified  by  the  City  Controller,  to  borrow  money 
in  accordance  with  said  opinion; 

Axd  Whereas,  There  has  been  removed  from  the  afore- 
said ordinance  all  items  for  current  expenses;  therefore, 
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Section  1.  The  Select  and  ('mm, ton  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  Thai  the  Mayor,  City 
Controller,  and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  such  limes 
and  in  such  proportions  as  in  their  judgment  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or 
bidders,  by  advertisement,  at  not  loss  than  par,  on  the 
faith  and  credit  of!  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  or 
sums,  which  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed  twelve  mil- 
lion four  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  (12,460,000)  dol- 
lars, to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  au- 
thorized by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
used  for  the  following'  purposes,  to  wit:  For  the  con- 
si  ruction  of  main  sewers,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dol- 
lars; for  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,  one  million 
five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars;  for  the  erec- 
tion of  new  bridges,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dol- 
lars; for  the  completion  of  the  Parkway,  three  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (350,000)  dollars;  for  paving  of 
streets,  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (450,000)  dol- 
lars ;  for  improvement  of  country  roads,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars;  for  grading,  five  hun- 
dred thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  for  the  improvement  of 
the  water  supply,  three  million  (3,000,000)  dollars;  for 
extension  and  improvement  of  water  service  and  distribu- 
tion mains,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000) 
dollars;  for  the  purchase  of  police  motor  apparatus, 
sixty  thousand  (00,000)  dollars;  for  purchasing  new 
motor  fire  apparatus,  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
dollars;  for  purchasing  boats  for  fire  purposes,  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars;  for  the  pur- 
chase of  ground  for  and  the  erection  and  construction  of 
police  and  fire  stations,  including  installation  of  a  fire- 
preventive  system  in  Independence  Hall,  two  hundred 
thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  for  improvements  and  ex- 
tensions. Electrical  Bureau,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,- 
000)  dollars;  for  the  construction,  erection  and  equip- 
ment, including  additions,  extensions  and  improvements 
to  buildings,  roads,  grounds,  fences,  bridges,  etc.,  Phila- 
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delphia  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases,  three  hundred 
thousand  (300,000)  dollars;  for  the  construction,  erec- 
tion, equipment,  additions,  extensions  and  improvements 
to  buildings,  roads,  grounds,  etc.,  including  the  erection 
of  a  Children's  Hospital,  and  the  completion  of  the  power 
plant  at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital,  four  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (450,000)  dollars;  toward  the  con- 
struction  of  buildings  for  the  Juvenile  and  Domestic  Re- 
lations brandies  of  the  Municipal  Court,  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  and  for  the  payment  of  man- 
damuses for  the  taking  of  land  and  the  opening,  widening 
and  change  of  grade  of  streets,  three  million  (3,000,000) 
dollars. 

Slot.  3,  Interest  on  said  loan,  at  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing four  and  one-half  (4r§)  per  centum,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days 
of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the 
fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of 
the  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts 
as  the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sums  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon 
form,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificate  that 
the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  fifty  (50)  years 
after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on 
said  loan  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
Stales,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  J.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  vir- 
tue of  this  ordinance  there  is,  by  force  of  this  ordinance, 
an  annual  tax  levied  of  six  (6)  per  centum  on  the  par 
value  of  such  certificates  so. issued  to  pay  the  interest,  also 
the  principal,  of  such  loan  within  fifty  (50)  years,  and 
there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  Sinking  Fund,  out  of  the  tax  so  collected,  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the  prin- 
cipal thereof,  within  fifty  (50)  years  and  as  the  same  be- 
come payable.  The  appropriation  for  the  interest  to  be 
paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund  quarterly 
to  the  said  Commissioners.

To  authorize  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  a  por- 
tion of  City  Plan  ]\To.  177  and  to  place  thereon  a  public 
park  under  the  name  of  Awbury  Arboretum. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  the  portion 
of  City  Plan  No.  177  bounded  by  Washington  lane,  S ten- 
ton  avenue,  Haines  street  and  Ardleigh  street  and  to  place 
thereon  as  a  public  park  under  the  name  of  Awbury  Arbor- 
etum the  tract  of  land  bounded  by  Haines  street,  Ardleigh 
street,  Tulpehocken  street,  Stenton  avenue,  the  property 
line  in  the  bed  of  the  present  Walnut  lane  and  the  prop- 
erty line  extending  southeastward  therefrom  to  Haines 
street,  constituting  the  northeast  boundary  of  the  tract  of 
about  six  (6)  acres  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  as  herein- 
after mentioned:  Provided  (1),  That  the  tract  of  land, 
containing  about  six  acres,  beginning  at  a  point  on  the 
northwest  side  of  Haines  street  at  the  distance  of  five 
hundred  and  eleven  feet  six  and  a  quarter  inches 
southwest  of  Stenton  avenue,  thence  extending  along  said 
side  of  Haines  street  southwestward  twenty-four  perches 
to  a  point,  thence  by  a  line  at  right  angles  to  Haines  street 
northwestward  thirty-six  and  two-tenths  perches  to  a  point 
in  the  bed  of  Walnut  lane,  as  now  laid  out  on  the  City 
plan  but  unopened,  thence  by  a  line  parallel  with  Haines 
street  northeastward  twenty-five  and  seventy-five  hun- 
dredths perches  to  a  point  and  thence  south  forty-three 
degrees  fifty-five  minutes  east  thirty-six  and  twenty-five 
hundredths  perches  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance  be  conveyed  with- 
out cost  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  fee  simple  for  a 
public  park  and  arboretum:  And  provided  (2),  That, 
upon  the  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  of  the 
plan  of  revision,  including  said  Awbury  Arboretum,  author- 
ized by  this  ordinance,  the  tract  of  land,  containing  about 
fourteen  (14)  acres,  bounded  by  Haines  street,  Ardleigh 
street,  the  property  line  in  the  bed  of  Walnut  lane,  as  now 
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on  the  City  plan,  and  the  southwest  boundary  line  of  the 
tract  of  about  six  (6)  acres  above  described,  shall  be  con- 
veyed to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  fee  simple  for  a  public 
park  and  arboretum  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars  an  acre;  And  provided  (3),  That,  upon 
the  confirmation  of  said  plan  of  revision  as  aforesaid, 
tracts  of  land,  containing  about  seven  (7)  acres,  lying 
between  Ardleigh  street  and  the  existing  arboretum  south- 
west of  Sprague  street  in  the  neighborhood  of  Walnut  lane 
and  connecting  the  proposed  arboretum  therewith,  shall  be 
conveyed  to  the  City  Parks  Association  of  Philadelphia  in 
fee  simple. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  vesting  of  title  to  the  tracts  of  six 
(6)  acres  and  fourteen  (14)  acres  respectively  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  forthwith  be  placed 
under  the  care  and  management  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Fairmount  Park,  excepting  therefrom,  however,  the  land 
within  the  bed  of  Ardleigh  street,  a  drainage  street  to 
extend  from  the  neighborhood  of  Haines  and  Crittenden 
streets  to  the  neighborhood  of  Walnut  lane  and  Stenton 
avenue,  Mechanic  street,  High  street  and  Walnut  lane,  as 
they  may  be  laid  out  on  said  plan  of  revision  and  be  con- 
firmed as  aforesaid.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1920. 

(Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  (lie 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
with to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the 
assessors  as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1919  (except 
such  as  are  marked  agricultural  and  farm  lands,  and  rural 
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or  suburban),  a  tax  of  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifteen   I  L5) 
cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  fbr  the  year  1920 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and  for 
the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  forty  (40)  cents. 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
four  (  1)  cents. 

For  health,  the  sum  of  twelve  (12)  cents. 

For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  twenty 
(20)  cents. 

For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eleven  (11)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum  of 
four  (4)  cents. 

For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-five   (25)   cents. 

For  fire,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents. 

For  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  City  Commissioners,  the  sum 
of  fifteen  (15)  cents. 

For  supplies,  the  sum  of  twenty- five  (25)  cents. 

For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,  the 
sum  of  thirty-one  (31)  cents. 

Said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  properly 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands''  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  taxes  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such 
portions  marked  "rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided, 
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as  required  by  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 2.  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  January, 
February  and  March  a  discount  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed ;  during  the  month  of  April  a  discount  at  the 
rate  of  three-fourths  (f)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  al- 
lowed ;  during  the  month  of  May  a  discount  at  the  rate 
of  one-half  (-|)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed;  dur- 
ing the  month  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one-fourth 
(;p)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed.  During  July 
and  August  no  discount  shall  be  allowed  and  no  penalty 
shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August  and  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  September, 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  im- 
posed; if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  October 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  (2)  per  cent, 
imposed ;  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  No- 
vember there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  (3) 
per  cent,  imposed ;  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four 
(4)  per  cent. , imposed,  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  un- 
paid on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  (5)  per  cent,  and  the  cost 
of  advertising  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  dis- 
play from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspic- 
uous place  in  the  Tax  Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or 
penalty  fixed  by  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

For  the  adoption  of  a  Financial  Program  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  year  1920,  and  making  appropria- 
tions to  carry  such  program  into  effect. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  having 
furnished  to  the  Councils,  in  the  form  and  detail  deter- 
mined by  them,  a  statement  of  the  estimated  receipts  other 
than  from  taxation,  and  of  liabilities  of  every  kind,  for 
the  calendar  year  1920,  and  the  estimated  expenditures 
for  such  year  of  all  departments,  officers,  boards,  com- 
missions, trusts,  committees  or  other  agencies  whose  finan- 
cial requirements  are  to  be  met  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
taxes  levied  by  the  Councils,  or  out  of  any  other  funds 
over  which  the  Councils  have  control,  designating  which 
of  such  liabilities  and  expenditures  should  be  met  from 
current  receipts  and  which  should  be  met  from  loan  funds, 
in  accordance  with  -Section  1  of  Article  XVII  of  the  act 
entitled  "An  Act  for  the  better  government  of  cities  of 
the  first  class  of  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  June 
25,  1919;  immediately  after  the  receipt  of  which  state- 
ment the  same  was  considered  in  open  session  by  these

Selecting  and  appropriating  plot  of  ground  situate  in  the

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  in  the  sum 
of  sixty-two  million  one  hundred  thousand  (62,100,- 
000)  dollars,  being  the  unissued  portion  of  a  loan  for 
the  sum  of  sixty-seven  million  one  hundred  thousand 
(67,100,000)  dollars  provided  for  by  an  ordinance 
approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  1916,  this 
ordinance  being  supplementary  to  the  said  ordinance 
of  June  29,  1916,  the  said  sixty-two  million  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (62,100,000)  dollars  to  be  used  for  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  wharves  and  docks, 
including  the  acquisition  of  land  upon  which  to  erect 
them ;  the  construction  of  bulkheads,  and  for  the  recla- 
mation of  land  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of 
wharves  and  docks ;  toward  the  construction  and  im- 
provement of  subways,  tunnels,  railways,  elevated  rail- 
ways and  other  transit  facilities,  to  wit :  On,  under  or 
above  Broad  street,  Front  street,  Kensington  avenue, 
Frankford  avenue,  Oxford  avenue,  Castor  road,  Bus- 
tleton  avenue,  Verree  road,  as  proposed ;  Worthington 
road,  Southampton  road,  from  Thirtieth  and  Market 
or  Chestnut  streets  to  Darby ;  Parkway,  Fairmount 
Park,  Twenty-ninth  street,  Henry  avenue  or  street, 
with  extension  to  Roxborough ;  Arch  street,  Eighth 
street,  Locust  street  and  Chestnut  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor,  City 
Controller  and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  such  times  and  in 
such  proportions  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders 
by  advertisement,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  or  sums  which 
in  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed  sixty-two  million  one 
hundred  thousand  (62,100,000)  dollars,  being  the  unis- 
sued portion  of  a  loan  for  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  million 
one  hundred  thousand  (67,100,000)  dollars  provided  for

incurred),  nine  million  (9,000,000)  dollars;  toward  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  rail- 
ways, elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facilities  (in- 
cluding the  amounts  necessary  for  the  payment  of  interest 
and  sinking  fund  charges  accruing  and  which  may  accrue 
thereon  throughout  the  respective  periods  of  construction, 
and  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  completion 
of  the  work  for  which  such  indebtedness  shall  have  been 
incurred),  fifty-three  million  one  hundred  thousand  (53,- 
100,000)  dollars,  to  be  used,  applied  and  expended  as  fol- 
lows: First,  toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of 
a  subway  railway  in  Broad  street,  from  League  Island 
to  Olney  avenue,  with  four-track  capacity  between  McFer- 
ran  and  Spruce  streets,  with  the  necessary  branch  lines 
northeast  and  northwest  from  Broad  street,  twenty-four 
million  two  hundred  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-two  (24,201,892)  dollars  and  nine  (9)  cents;  sec- 
ond, toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of  an  ele- 
vated railway  from  Front  and  Arch  streets  to  Rhawn 
street  via  Front  street,  Kensington  avenue  and  Frankford 
avenue  to  Rhawn  street,  three  million  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-three 
(3,136,383)  dollars  and  ninety-one  (91)  cents;  third,  to- 
ward the  construction  and  improvement  of  a  double-track 
surface  passenger  railway,  beginning  at  or  near  Frankford 
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avenue  and  Oxford  avenue ;  thence  along  Oxford  avenue, 
Castor  road,  Bustleton  avenue  to  Verree  road ;  thence  from 
the  intersection  of  Bustleton  avenue  and  Verree  road 
through  private  property  along  a  proposed  extension  of 
Verree  road  to  the  intersection  of  Byberry  road  and 
Worth ington  road  ;  thence  along  Worthington  road  and 
Southampton  roatl  to  the  Byberry  and  Bensalem  pike, 
with  all  necessary  curves,  switches,  grading  and  widening 
of  roads,  construction  of  bridges  and  purchase  of  private 
property  in  connection  therewith,  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
three  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen  (943,516)  dol- 
lars and  eighty-seven  (87)  cents;  fourth,  toward  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  an  elevated  railway,  begin- 
ning at  or  near  Thirtieth  and  Market  streets,  or  at  or  near 
Thirtieth  and  Chestnut  streets,  and  extending  thence  to 
Darby,  four  million  two  hundred  thousand  (4,200,000) 
dollars ;  fifth,  toward  the  construction  and  improvement 
of  a  subway  railway  extending  beneath  the  Parkway  from 
a  point  of  connection  with  the  Broad  Street  Subway  at 
or  near  the  City  Hall,  into  Fairmount  Park  near  the 
Green  street  entrance,  and  an  elevated  railway  connecting 
with  the  same,  extending  north  over  Twenty-ninth  street, 
thence  to  Henry  avenue  or  street,  together  with  an  exten- 
sion thereof  to  Roxborough,  which  extension  may  be  in 
whole  or  in  part  either  elevated  or  open  subway,  seven 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (7,500,000)  dollars;  sixth 
toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of  a  subway 
railway  in  Arch  street,  Eighth  street  and  Locust  street, 
forming  a  delivery  loop  and  connecting  with  the  Broad 
Street  Subway  at  or  near  Arch  street,  and  at  or  near 
Locust  street,  six  million  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  (6,197,511)  dol- 
lars and  ninety-two  (92)  cents;  seventh,  toward  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  a  subway  railway  if  Coun- 
cils should  hereafter  determine  that  the  same  should  be 
erected,  as  a  connection  between  the  elevated  railways 
leading  to  Frankford  and  to  Darby,  such  subway  to  be 
mainly  under  Chestnut  street,  five  million  (5,000,000) 
dollars ;  eighth,  toward  the  acquisition  of  real  estate  and 
real  estate  easements  in  connection  with  the  construction 
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and  improvement  of  the  aforegoing  subway  and  elevated 
railways  and  other  transit  facilities,  one  million  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(1,920,695)  dollars  and  twenty-one  (21)  cents;  ninth, 
any  surplus  or  balance  remaining  in  any  of  the  aforegoing 
paragraphs  of  this  transit  item,  after  the  completion  of 
the  work  herein  specified,  shall  be  used  toward  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  in  any  of  the  other  paragraphs  therein 
where  there  has  not  Been  sufficient  money  provided  to 
complete  that  particular  work. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  lean  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  a  half  (4£)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days 
of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the 
fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of 
the  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts 
as  the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon 
forms,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates 
that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  fifty  years 
after  date  thereof  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on 
said  loans  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  force  hereof  annually 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  loan  as  issued,  during  the 
period  of  construction  of  the  work  for  which  such  loan 
shall  be  created  and  one  year  after  the  completion  of  said 
work  of  construction,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  instal- 
ments due  the  sinking  fund  and  required  for  the  discharge 
within  fifty  (50)  years  of  the  principal  of  such  loan.  And 
there  is  further  hereby  appropriated  annually  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  out  of  the  said  proceeds, 
during  such  period  of  construction  and  one  year  there- 
after, an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan. 
And  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  with 
the  assent  of  the  City  Controller,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  fix,  deduct  and  set  aside  such  sum  or  sums 
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out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loans  so  issued  as  may  be  re- 
quired and  sufficient  for  the  foregoing  purposes.  And 
after  the  lapse  of  one  .year  from  the  completion  of  said 
work  of  construction  there  is  hereby  levied  an  annual  tax 
of  five  and  one-half  (5-|)  per  centum  per  annum  on  the 
par  value  of  the  certificates  so  issued,  to  pay  the  interest, 
also  the  principal,  of  such  loan  within  fifty  (50)  years 
from  the  date  of  issue  thereof.  And  there  is  hereby  an- 
nually appropriated  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  out  of  the  tax  so  levied  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  loan,  also  the  principal  thereof,  within 
fifty  (50)  years  and  as  the  same  becomes  payable;  the 
appropriation  for  the  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually 
and  for  the  sinking  fund  quarterly  to  the  said  Commis- 
sioners.

vard, Plaza,  League  Island  Park  and  Government  avenue, 
five  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  (520,000)  dollars; 
toward  the  construction  of  a  convention  hall  supplement- 
ing money  borrowed  under  an  ordinance  approved  June 
19,  11)11,' twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars;  toward  the 
acquisition  of  land,  erection,  construction  and  equipment 
of  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital,  Nurses'  Home  and 
the  other  buildings  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  two  hun- 
dred thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  toward  the  erection  of 
an  Art  Museum,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars. 
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Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  one-half  (4£)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  half  yearly,  on  the  first 
days  of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office 
of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Cer- 
tificates of  the  said  loan  shall  be  in  usual  form,  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lender  may  require  in  the  sums  of  one 
hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered 
or  coupon  forms,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  cer 
tificates  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  in 
thirty  years  after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal 
and  interest  on  said  loan  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of 
the  United  States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  an 
annual  tax  levied  of  six  and  one-half  (6|)  per  centum  on 
the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued  to  pay  the  inter- 
est, also  the  principal,  of  such  loan  within  thirty  years, 
and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  out  of  the  taxes  so  collected, 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the 
principal  thereof,  within  thirty  years  and  as  the  same 
becomes  payable.  The  appropriation  for  the  interest  to 
be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund  quar- 
terly to  the  said  Commissioners.

Railroad  Company  then  led  to  an  agreement  by  the  cor- 
porate management  of  the  said  Company  to  enter  into  the 
contracts  and  pay  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  said  bridge 
and  its  appurtenant  work  provided  that  the  grade  of 
Forty-ninth  street  be  raised  for  the  benefit  of  railroad 
traffic; 

And  Whereas,  The  entry  of  the  United  States  into  the 
war  made  it  impossible  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
of  this  bridge,  or  at  the  present  time  to  construct  it  for 
the  originally  estimated  cost ; 

And  Whereas,  The  increase  of  vehicular  travel  makes 
it  necessary  to  proceed  without  further  delay  with  the 
construction  of  the  bridge  and  the  appurtenant  work ; 

And  Whereas,  By  ordinance  approved  December  30, 
1916,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  was  authorized  to  revise 
and  has  revised  the  lines  and  grades  of  Forty-ninth  street 
between  Paschall  avenue  and  the  Chester  branch  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  and  of  Gray's  avenue, 
between  Forty-ninth  street  and  Fifty-second  street ; 

And  Whereas,  The  grading,  improvement  and  appur-

It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligations  of  this 
ordinance  or  of  the  contracts  authorized  therein,  if  and 
when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  impair  or 
in  anywise  affect  the  exercise  by  said  Commission  of  any 
of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company 
Law,  approved  July  26,  1913.

Whereas.,  The  greatly  increased  amount  of  traffic  upon 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  resulting  in  con- 
gestion and  delays  and  requires  regulation  in  order  to  in- 
sure the  safety  of  the  public  to  get  the  greatesl  service 
from  the  use  of  the  highways  and  permit  a  prompt  and 
regular  transportation  of  passengers  along'  the  various 
Street  ear  lines  ;   therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  Thai  in  the  district  lying 
between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  and  between 
Grirard  avenue  and  South  street,  excepting  Fairmount 
avenue,  west  of  Broad  street,  and  Chestnut  street,  east  of 
Third  street,  all  streets  over  which  a  single  line  of  street 
railway  cars  is  operated  shall  he  one-way  streets,  and  all 
vehicular  traffic  upon  every  such  street  shall  he  in  the  direc- 
tion in  which  the  street  car  line  is  thereon  operated.  On 
all  such  streets  within  the  said  district,  except  streets  here- 
after designated  as  no  parking  streets,  parking  of  vehicles 
shall  be  confined  to  one  side  of  the  street  only.  All  streets 
within  the  territory  hounded  by  Race,  Pine,  Seventh  and 
Sixteenth  streets,  including  said  streets,  and  on  Broad 
street,  from  South  street  to  Columbia  avenue,  are  hereby 
declared  non-parking  streets,  and  no  vehicle  shall  he  al- 
lowed to  park  or  stand  thereon  for  a  longer  period  than  is 
necessary  to  expeditiously  discharge  or  take  on  passengers 
or  freight,  between  the  hours  of  7  A.  M.  and  <>  P.  M.,  and 
in  no  case  shall  any  vehicle  stand  in  such  position  as  to 
block  or  interfere  with  the  free  passage  of  street  railway 
cars.  All  vehicles  moving  along  said  streets,  except  upon 
the  streets  hereinbefore  excepted,  shall  move  on  the  free 
or  non-parking  side  thereof,  leaving  sufficient  space  for 
the  passage  of  street  cars.  On  all  streets  occupied  by 
double  tracks  vehicular  traffic  shall  move  to  the  right  of 
the  track  on  which  cars  are  operated,  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, and  there  shall  he  no  parking  or  stopping  of  vehicles 
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on  cither  side  of  the  said  streets  in  such  maimer  as  to  in- 
terfere with  the  free  passage  of  street  cars  along  the  said, 
tracks.  All  street  railway  cars  shall  at  all  times  have  the 
right  of  way  upon,  over  and  along  the  tracks  on  which 
they  are  being  operated,  and  upon  the  sounding  of  a  gong 
by  the  motornian  upon  a  car  moving  in  the  same  direction 
as  the  vehicle  upon  the  track  the  driver  must  immediately 
leave  the  track. 

Sect.  2.  The  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  enforced  by  and  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  3.  Permits  for  the  moving  upon  any  street  on 
which  street  railway  cars  are  operated  of  any  object  whose 
movement  on  snch  streets  will  interrupt  the  operation 
of  street  cars  thereon  shall  be  issued  only  for  the  hours 
from  8  P.  M.  to  5  A.  M.,  and  all  such  work  shall  be  so 
carried  out  as  to  free  the  street  railway  tracks  from  ob- 
struction as  promptly  as  possible  and  within  the  said 
period.  Provided,  That  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
any  public  utility,  private  corporation  or  individual  who 
shall  find  it  necessary  to  open  any  of  the  streets  referred 
to  in  Section  1,  for  the  purpose  of  making  extensions, 
alterations,  repairs  or  any  other  necessary  work  upon  said 
streets. 

Sect.  4.  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  ordinance  and  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  the  first  offense, 
ten  dollars  for  the  second  offense  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for.  each  subsequent  offense.  That  said  fine  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  like  fines  are  now  levied  and  collected  by 
law,  and  that  any  police  officer  is  authorized  to  arrest  the 
owner,  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  snch  vehicle  for 
any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor 
upon  being  furnished  with  evidence  of  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to  sue  before  any  magis- 
trate, justice  of  the  peace  or  court  having  lawful  juris- 
diction, and  to  collect  and  recover  for  the  use  of  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia,  the  fine  or  fines  for  such  violation  in  the 
same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recovered. 

Sect,  6.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  7.  The  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company 
shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  carry  into  effect  the  act  of  Assembly  approved  June 
25,  1919.  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  hotter  government 
of  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Commonwealth." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  ihe 
Cih/  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  L920,  the  executive  power  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and 
the  departments  authorized  by  the  act  of  Assembly  ap- 
prove.1  dune  25,  1919,  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  better 
government  of  the  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Common- 
wealth." 
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Sect.  2.  The  following  departments  are  hereby  estab- 
lished in  accordance  with  said  act: 

I.  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

II.  Department  of  Public  Works. 

III.  Department  of  Public  Health. 

IV.  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

V.  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries. 

VI.  Department  of  City  Transit. 

VII.  Department  of  Cit}T  Treasurer. 

VIII.  Department  of  City  Controller. 

IX.  Department  of  Law. 

X.  Department  of  Civil  Service  Commission. 

XL  Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  3.  The  Department  of  Public  -Safety  shall  be 
under  the  charge,  direction,  control  and  administration  of 
one  Director,  who  shall  be  the  head  thereof.  He  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  term 
for  which  the  "Mayor  appointing  him  was  elected  and  un- 
til his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

He  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant  direc- 
tor, who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  Director  to 
act,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  Director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the 
Director  is  removed,  or  until  a  new  Director  is  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  Director  shall  also  appoint  such  other 
officers  and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordi- 
nance. 

The  department  shall  have  the  care,  management,  ad- 
ministration and  supervision  of  the  police  force  and  all 
matters  relating  to  the  fire  and  police  forces,  electrical 
service,  erection  of  fire  escapes  and  the  inspection  of 
buildings,  elevators,  engines  and  boilers.  Xo  person  shall 
be  employed  in  the  department  as  a  policeman  or  fireman 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  has  been 
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convicted  of  a  crime,  unless  pardoned,  or  who  cannot 
rend  or  write  understandingly  in  the  English  language, 
or  who  shall  no1  have  resided  within  the  State  at  least  one 
year  preceding  bis  appointment; 

The  department  shall  make  suitable  regulations  un- 
der which  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  and  police 
forces  shall  be  required  to  wear  appropriate  uniforms 
It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  tine  not  exceed 
ing  live  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  any 
person  falsely  to  personate  by  uniform,  insignia,  or  other- 
wise, any  officer  or  member  of  the  department. 

The  Director  of  Public  Safety  may  appoint  and  cause 
to  he  sworn  in  any  number  of  additional  patrolmen,  to 
do  duty  at  any  place  in  the  City,  designated  by  and  at 
the  charge  and  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  who  may 
ask  lor  such  appointment.  They  shall  he  subject  to  and 
obey  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department 
and  conform  to  the  general  discipline  and  special  regula- 
tions thereof. 

Department  of  Public  Works. 

Six't.  4.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  he 
under  the  charge,  direction,  control  and  administration  of 
a  Director,  who  shall  he  the  head  thereof.  He  shall  he 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  term 
for  which  the  Mayor  appointing  him  was  elected  ami  un- 
til his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

He  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant  direc- 
tor, who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  Director  to 
ad,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  Director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability 
of  the  Director  is  removed,  or  until  a  new  Director  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified.  The  Director  shall  also  appoint 
such  other  officers  and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for 
by  ordinance. 

The  department  shall  have  the  care,  management,  ad- 
ministration and   supervision  of  water  works,  gas  works 
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and  other  public  utilities  (excepl  as  otherwise  provided 
by  act  of  Assembly)  owned  or  controlled  by  the  City,  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  water  and  gas,  the  grading, 
paving,  repairing,  cleaning  and  lighting  (except  electric 
lighting)  of  streets,  alleys  and  highways,  including  foot- 
ways; the  construction,  protection,  maintenance,  opera- 
tion and  repair  of  public  buildings,  bridges  and  structures 
of  every  kind  for  public  use,  public  squares,  real  estate 
(except  as  otherwise  provided  by  act  of  Assembly,  or  as 
is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  ordinance),  sur- 
veys, engineering,  sewage,  drainage  and  all  matters  and 
things  in  any  way  relating  to  or  affecting  the  highways 
or  footways  of  the  City. 

The  Board  of  Surveyors  shall  consist  of  a  chief  en- 
gineer and  surveyor,  who  shall  be  president  thereof;  an 
assistant  chief  engineer  and  surveyor,  who  shall  be  vice- 
president  thereof,  and  the  surveyors  and  regulators  of  the 
several  survey  districts.  The  Council  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  divide  the  City  into  survey  districts 
and  to  increase  or  reduce  the  number  thereof.  The  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  shall  appoint  the  chief  engineer 
and  surveyor,  the  assistant  chief  engineer  and  surveyor 
and  a  surveyor  and  regulator  for  each  survey  district. 
The  chief  engineer  and  surveyor  shall  be,  at  the  time  of 
appointment,  a  civil  engineer  of  at  least  five  years'  ex- 
perience. The  assistant  chief  engineer  and  surveyor,  and 
the  district  surveyor  and  regulator  shall  each  have  had 
at  the  time  of  appointment  at  least  live  years'  experience 
in  surveying  and  regulating.  The  Board  of  Surveyors 
shall  be  attached  to  and  be  a  part  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  shall  continue  to  have  the  powers  and 
duties  now  vested  in  it  bv  law. 


Department  of  Public  Health. 

Sect.  .">.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  shall  be 
under  the  charge,  direction,  control  and  administration 
of  a  Director,  who  shall  be  the  head  thereof.  He  shall 
lie  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent   of  the   Council,   and   shall   hold   office  during  the 
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term   for   which    the    Mayor  appointing   him   was  elected 
and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

He  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant  direc- 
tor, who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  Director  to 
act,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  Director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the 
Director  is  removed,  or  until  a  now  Director  is  ap-

The  department  shall  also  have  power  to  create,  or- 
ganize, manage  and  supervise  the  various  playgrounds, 
recreation  centers,  municipal  floating  baths,  bathing 
grounds  and  recreation  piers  which  may  be  established 
at  the  present  time  or  from  time  to  time  authorized  by 
Council,  or  given  by  private  individuals  or  associations 
and  accepted  by  such  City,  and  to  plan  and  recommend 
by  regular  reports  to  the  Mayor,  and,  after  appropriate 
action  by  ordinance,  to  create  and  develop  an  adequate 
and  complete  system  of  playgrounds  and  recreation  cen- 
ters and  related  activities.  It  shall  also  care  for,  con- 
duct, manage  and  supervise  such  public  bath  houses  and 
related  activities  as  may  form  constituent  parts  of  or  be 
used  in  connection  with,  or  be  used  as  auxiliaries  to,  a 
recreation  center. 

The  department  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  over  such 
other  matters  affecting  the  public  welfare  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  by  ordinance. 

The  department  may.  mi  its  own  initiative,  take  charge 
of  any  grounds,  with  buildings  thereon  erected,  the  use 
of  which  is  offered  to  it  temporarily  by  individuals  or 
corporations  for  the  purpose  of  using  such  grounds  for 
public  playgrounds  and  recreation  activities.  It  may 
assume  the  charge  and  care  of  school  playgrounds  dur- 
ing vacation  periods,  if  so  requested  by  resolution  of  the 
proper  school  authorities. 

This  section  shall  not  limit  or  affect  in  anv  wav  the 
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authority  heretofore  conferred  by  law  upon  any  commis- 
sion to  lay  out  and  improve  any  public  park  in  such  City 
now  under  the  control  of  such  commission,  nor  shall  it 
restrict  in  any  way  the  full  discretion  of  any  commission 
in  the  execution  of  any  trust  created  by  deed  or  will. 
Any  such  commission  may  delegate  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  and  it  may  accept,  the  management  of 
any  grounds  under  the  control  of  such  commission  to  be 
used  for  playgrounds  and  recreation  purposes.

Sect.  7.  The  Department  of  Wharves.  Docks  and 
Ferries  shall  he  under  the  charge,  direction,  control  and 
administration  of  a  Director,  who  shall  he  the  head 
thereof.  lie  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  and  shall  hold 
office  during  the  term  for  which  the  .Mayor  appointing 
him  was  elected  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

lie  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant  direc- 
tor, who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  id'  the  Director  to 
act,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  Director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the 
Director  is  removed,  or  until  a  new  Director  is  appointed 
and  qualified.

He  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  .Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  eon- 
sent  of  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  term 
for  which  the  .Mayor  appointing  him  was  elected  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
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lie  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant  direc- 
tor, who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  Director  to 
act,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  Director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the 
Director  is  removed,  or  until  a  new  Director  is  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  Director  shall  also  appoint  such  other 
officers  and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordi- 
nance. 

The  department  shall  have  the  care,  management,  ad- 
ministration and  supervision  of  any  and  all  transit  facil- 
ities purchased,  leased,  located,  constructed  or  otherwise 
acquired,  equipped,  owned,  maintained,  used  or  operated 
by  such  City.  Such  transit  facilities  shall  include  rail- 
ways and  extensions  thereof  for  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons and  property  over,  under,  upon,  through  and  across 
any  streets,  highways,  avenues,  bridges,  viaducts,  rivers, 
waters  and  public  and  private  lands,  or  partly  over,  1111 
der,  upon,  through  and  across  all  or  any  of  the  same. 
They  shall  also  be  taken  to  mean  and  to  include  tunnels, 
subways,  bridges,  elevated  structures,  tracks,  poles,  wires, 
conduits,  power  houses,  sub-stations,  lines  for  the  trans- 
mission of  power,  car  barns,  shops,  yards,  sidings,  turn- 
outs, switches,  stations  and  approaches  thereto,  cars  and 
motive  equipment,  and  all  works,  buildings,  appliances 
and  appurtenances  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
proper  construction,  equipment,  maintenance  ami  opera- 
tion of  such  transit  facilities  or  any  one  or  more  of  them. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  take  the  necessary 
action  to  enforce  and  carry  into  effect  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  and  ordinances  of  such  City  pertaining  to 
transit  facilities,  as  defined  by  this  section.  The  Direc- 
tor shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  recommendation 
to  the  Council  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper  for  the  im- 
provement and  development  of  the  facilities  for  trans- 
portation of  persons  and  property  within  the  City. 

Department  of   City  Treasurer, 

Section  9.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  be  the  head  of 
of  this  department:  He  shall  be  elected  and  give  bond, 
as  now  provided  by  law,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
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four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
The  duties  of  the  City  Treasurer  shall  remain  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  and  ordinance,  except  as  modified  by  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  June  25,    1919. 

He  shall  appoint  an  assistant  treasurer,  who,  in  the 
absence  or  incapacity  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  act,  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
City  Treasurer  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the 
City  Treasurer  is  removed,  or  until  a  new  City  Treas- 
urer is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified.  The  City 
Treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  such  assistant.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  ap- 
point such  other  officers  and  employes  as  may  be  provided 
for  by  ordinance. 

Department  of  City  Controller. 

Sect.  10.  The  City  Controller  shall  be  the  head  of 
this  department.  He  shall  be  elected  and  give  bond  as 
now  provided  by  law,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
He  shall  perform  the  duties  as  now  prescribed  by  Law  or 
ordinance. 

He  shall  appoint  a  deputy  controller,  who  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  in  all  matters 
relating  to  accounts  against  the  City,  and  who.  in  the 
absence  or  incapacity  of  the  City  Controller  to  act.  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
City  Controller  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the 
City  Controller  is  removed,  or  until  a  new  City  Control- 
ler is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified. 

The  City  Controller  shall  be  responsible  for  the  acts  of 
such  deputy.  The  City  Controller  shall  also  appoint  such 
other  officers  and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance. 

Department  of   Law. 

Sect.  11.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  he  the  head  of  this 
department.  He  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  and  shall 
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hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the  Mayor  appoint- 
ing- him  was  elected  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  appoint  as  many 
assistants  and  other  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance.  The  City  Solicitor  and  assistant  solicitors 
shall  be  attorney s-at-law,  admitted  and  qualified  to  prac- 
tice in  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  City  Solicitor  shall  appoint  from  the  number  of 
his  assistants  allowed  by  law  or  ordinance  one  of  said 
assistants  as  his  first  assistant,  who  shall,  in  the  absence 
of  the  City  Solicitor  from  such  City,  or  when  he  shall  be 
unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  through  illness 
or  other  disability,  be  vested  with  all  the  duties,  powers 
and  privileges  given  by  law  to  the  City  Solicitor.  Such 
first  assistant  City  solicitor  shall  be  removable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  City  Solicitor. 

Whenever  the  office  of  the  City  Solicitor  shall  become 
vacant  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  office,  or  other- 
wise, such  first  assistant  City  Solicitor  shall  discharge  the 
duties  imposed  by  law  upon  the.  City  Solicitor  until  a 
new  City  Solicitor  is  appointed  and  qualified;  Provided, 
That  before  assuming  the  duties  of  said  office  he  shall 
give  bond,  as  required  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall 
take  the  oath  of  office  required  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
until  a  new  City  Solicitor  is  appointed  and  qualified, 
such  first  assistant  City  solicitor  shall  receive  the  salary 
provided  for  by  law  or  ordinance  to  be  paid  to  the  City 
Solicitor. 

The  City  Solicitor  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  and  act 
as  attorney  and  counsel  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
for  all. branches  of  the  City  Government,  and  for  all  de- 
partments and  officers  of  the  City.  The  authorization  in 
writing  of  the  Mayor  in  all  cases  shall  be  sufficient  war- 
rant of  attorney  for  representing  the  City,  its  depart- 
ments and  officers. 

He  shall  prepare  all  contracts  to  be  made  with  the  City, 
or  any  of  its  trusts  and  departments,  and  indorse  on  each 
his  approval  of  the  form  thereof  before  the  same  shall 
take  effect,  and  he  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  such 
papers   and   records   as   may   be   designated   and   perform 
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such  other  duties  appertaining  to  his  department  as  may 
be  required  by  law  or  ordinance. 

Be  shall  make  a  return  daily  to  the  City  Controller 
of  cadi  item  of  money  received  by  or  through  him  or  his 
assistants,  including  all  fees  and  perquisites  for  the 
preparation  of  contracts,  bonds  or  other  instruments  of 
writing,  or  such  as  may  be  derived  from  any  other  sub- 
ject matter  connected  with  the  City  or  its  affairs,  and 
shall  pay  daily  such  amount  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

All  contracts,  bonds  and  other  instruments  of  writing 
in  which  the  City  is  concerned,  shall  be  prepared  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and  lie  shall  receive  for  the 
City  a  reasonable  fee  from  the  persons  for  whom  such 
contracts,  bonds  or  instruments  may  be  drawn,  to  be  fixed 
by  ordinance,  and  he  shall  approve  all  security  required 
to  be  given  for  the  protection  of  the  City,  and  a  proper 
registry  shall  be  kept  by  him  of  all  such  contracts,  bonds 
and    instruments. 

\o  department  of  the  City  shall  employ  any  other 
solicitor,  but  assistant  counsel  may  be  employed  in  any 
particular  matter  or  cause  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council;  but  he  shall  be  selected  by  the  City 
Solicitor. 

Department   of   Civil   Service    Commission. 

Sect.  12.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  con- 
sisl  of  three  Commissioners.  They  shall  be  elected  by 
the  City  Council  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members 
elected  thereto,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four 
years  and  until  their  successors  are  severally  elected  and 
qualified.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission shall  in  like  manner  be  filled  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term.  The  Commissioners  shall  elect  from  among 
their  own  number  a  president  and  secretary.  Each  Com- 
missioner shall  qualify  by  tiling  with  the  Mayor  an  oath 
to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  faithfully,  and  without 
fear  or  favor,  and  by  giving  bond  in  the  usual  form  in 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  to  be 
approved  as  now  provided  by  law. 
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All  appointments,  transfers,  reinstatements,  promo- 
tions, reductions,  suspensions,  removals  and  dismissals 
in  the  Civil  Service,  and  all  other  things  done  in  the 
Civil  Service  of  the  City,  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  section  and  of  Ar- 
ticle XIX  of  the  act  of  June  25,  1919,  and  the  rules  pre- 
scribed thereunder. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  appoint  a  chief 
examiner  and  such  other  examiners  and  employes  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  ordinance  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  section.  Such  positions,  including  that  of  chief  ex- 
aminer, shall  be  in  the  classified  service.  The  Council 
and  other  officials  of  the  City  shall  provide  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  with  suitable  quarters  and  accommoda- 
tions for  carrying  on  its  work,  permit  the  use  of  public 
buildings  for  examinations  and 'other  official  purposes 
and  otherwise  assist,  without  compensation,  in  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  this  section  and  of  Article  XIX  of  the 
act  of  June  25,  1919. 

Department  of  Receives  of  Taxes. 

Sect.  13.  The  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  be  the  head 
of  this  department.  He  shall  be  elected  and  give  bond. 
as  now  provided  by  law,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
dollars  per  annum. 

All  officers  charged  with  the  duties  of  collecting  taxes 
and  the  receipt  and  collection  of  funds  derived  from  loans, 
licenses,  water  rents,  water  pipe  frontages,  permits  and 
rents  from  markets,  landings,  wharves  and  other  public 
property  and  interest  shall  be  attached  and  subordinate 
to  this  department  and  be  subject  to  its  supervision,  con- 
trol and  direction.  But  Boards  of  Directors  of  City 
Trusts  now  existing,  and  Boards  of  Revision  of  Taxes 
created  by  any  acts  of  Assembly  of  this  Commonweal tli 
shall  be  appointed  and  perform  their  functions  as  here- 
tofore. 

The  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  be  charged  by  the  Con- 
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troller  with  the  full  amount  of  all  tax  duplicates  of  the 
several  wards,  and  also  with  nil  oilier  accounts  placed 
in  his  hands  by  the  proper  officer  for  collection,  and  shall 
make  daily  returns  to  the  ('out  roller  of  all  moneys  paid 
and  by  whom  paid. 

The  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  furnish  the  City  Solicitor 
with  a  lisi  of  all  claims  unpaid  within  the  time  p] 
by  law  so   thai    liens  may   he  entered  and   the   interest   of 
the   City   protected. 

Purchasing  Agent. 

Sect.  If.  A  Purchasing  Agent  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council. 

He  shall  have  and  exercise  the  powers,  functions  and 
duties  heretofore  had  and  exercised  by  the  Director  of 
Supplies.  He  shall  appoint  such  employes  as  may  be 
provided  for  by  ordinance.  The  Purchasing  Agent  shall 
have  direction,  control  and  administration  of  the  purchase 
and  supply  of  all  articles  of  personal  property  for  the 
use  of  the  various  departments,  boards,  trusts,  commis- 
sions and  other  agencies  of  the  t  ity  government.  All 
such  departments  and  agencies  shall  obtain  such  articles 
by  requisition  on  the  Purchasing  Agent  and  not  by  direct 
purchase,  and  the  manner  and  form  of  such  requisition 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or,  in  default  thereof, 
by  a  standing  rule  of  the  Purchasing  Agent,  approved  by 
the  Mayor.  All  appropriations  of  money  for  the  pur- 
chase and  supply  of  such  articles  shall  be  made  to  and 
shall  be  expended  by  the  Purchasing  Agent,  and  all  con- 
tracts for  the  purchase  of  such  articles  shall  be  made  and 
entered  into  by  and  with  the  Purchasing  Agent  in  the 
manner  required  by  law. 

(  'it y  Architect. 

Sect.  15.  The  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  City  Architect. 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  lie 
shall  appoint  such  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City   Architect  to 
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prepare,  drafl  and  execute,  or  to  supervise  the  prepara- 
tion, drafting  and  execution  of  all  specifications,  draw- 
ings and  plans  of  public  buildings  to  be  erected  in  the 
City,  and  to  be  paid  for  by  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council,  except  in  cases  where,  on  account  of  the 
magnitude  or  character  of  the  work  to  be  done,  special 
architects  are  necessary  in  the  joint  opinion  of  the  head 
of  the  department  under  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the 
work  is  to  be  done,  and  of  the  City  Architect,  in  which 
case  such  special  architects  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City 
Architect,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  either  in  their 
discretion  or  after  such  competition  as  they  may  choose 
to  arrange. 

Akt  Jury. 

Sect.  16.  The  Art  Jury  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Mayor,  ex  officio,  and  eight  (8)  other  members  appointed 
by  him  as  now  provided  by  law.  In  all  matters  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Jury,  pertaining  to  work  under  the 
special  charge  of  a  bureau  in  any  department  of  the  City, 
the  head  of  such  bureau  shall,  also,  for  the  time  being  act 
as  a  member  of  the  Jury  ex  officio. 

The  members  of  the  Jury,  other  than  the  Mayor,  shall 
consist  of  a  painter,  a  sculptor,  an  architect,  a  member  of 
a  commission  having  control  of  a  public  park  in  said 
City,  not  holding  any  other  office  in  the  City  government, 
and  four  (4)  other  persons  not  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
the  profession  of  painting,  sculpture  or  architecture,  but 
at  least  three  of  whom,  at  the  date  of  their  appointment, 
shall  be  members  of  the  governing  body  or  teaching  force 
of  a  corporation  or  corporations  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth  and  conducting  a  school  of  art  or 
architecture  in  the  City.  One  of  such  members  shall  be 
an  experienced  business  executive. 

The  members  of  the  Jury  shall  elect  from  their  own 
number  a  president  and  a  vice-president,  to  serve  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  Jury 
si  mil  have  power  to  adopt  its  own  rules  of  procedure  and 
to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  submission  to  it  of  all  mat- 
ters within   its  jurisdiction.     Five  members  shall  consti- 
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nit''  a  quorum.     The  Jury  shall  have  power  to  employ  a 
secretary  and  sucb  clerks,  stenographers  and  other  a 
ants  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

The  Jury  shall  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  powers 
given  by  Article  [I,  Section  11  of  the  Act  of  June  25, 
1919. 

General  Pro  visions. 

Sect.  17.  The  salary  of  the  Mayor  and  all  other 
officers  and  employes,  exrept  as  otherwise  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance,  shall  be  in  the  amounts  fixed  and  appro- 
primed  by  the  Council. 

The  Directors  of  Public  Safety,   Public  Works.  Public 
Health,    Public    Welfare,    Wharves,    Docks    and    Perries 
City  Transit,  and  the  City  Solicitor  shall  each  give  bond, 
in    the   usual    form,    in    the    sum    of   twenty-live   thousand 
(25,000)  dollars,  to  be  approved  as  now  provided  by  law. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  herein-  repealed.

AX  ORDIXAXl  K 

To  provide  additional  compensation  for  certain  employes 
of  the  City  and  County  and  all  other  departments  paid 
l>y  appropriation  during  the  year  1920. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That,  during  the  year 
1920,  all  per  diem  employes  and  all  other  employes  of 
the  City,  County  and  other  departments  paid  by  appro- 
priations from  the  City  Treasury,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  receive  additional  compensation,  as  fol- 
lows: Twenty  per  cent,  to  all  those  receiving  $1500  per 
annum  or  less;  15  per  cent,  to  all  those  receiving  from 
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$1500  up  to  and  including  $2000  per  annum,  and  10  per 
cent,  to  all  those  receiving  over  $2000  up  to  and  including 
$4000  per  annum.  Provided,  That  said  employes  shall 
only  receive  said  additional  compensation  for  whatever 
time  they  shall  be  in  the  service  of  the  City,  County  or 
other  department.  Provided  further,  That  said  additional 
compensation  shall  not  be  given  to  those  whose  salaries  or 
wages  have  been  increased  in  the  annual  appropriations  for 
1920,  or  any  amendment  thereto,  or  whose  salaries  or 
wages  shall  be  increased  during  the  year  1920  in. the  posi- 
tions they  occupy,  but  this  shall  not  affect  employes  pro- 
moted from  one  position  to  another.  And  provided  fur- 
ther,  That  for  the  purposes  of  pension  fund  payments  by 
employes,  the  above-mentioned  bonuses  may  be  consid- 
ered as  increases  in  salary  or  wages  and  payment  be  made 
into  the  Municipal  and  other  pension  funds  upon  that 
basis. 

Sect.  2.  -  The  following  employes  are  hereby  excluded 
from  the  provisions  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  and 
they  shall  receive,  during  the  period  of  their  employment, 
additional  compensation  as  follows :  Bureau  of  Police : 
Pilots,  twelve,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars  each; 
engineers,  nine,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  each;  deck  la- 
borers, three,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  each.  Bureau  of 
Fire:  Steam  engineers,  two,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
(450)  dollars  each.  City  Commissioners:  Criers  and 
assistant  criers  in  Courts  raised  by  the  Judges  to  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  (2,250)  dollars;  one  hun- 
dred (100)  dollars  each. 

Sect.  3.  Warrants  except  as  hereinafter  provided  shall 
be  drawn  by  the  City  Treasurer  semi-monthly  against 
Item  15  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  his  department, 
for  the  year  1920,  in  favor  of  the  respective  heads  of  de- 
partments affected,  upon  presentation  of  a  certified  list, 
approved  by  the  City  Controller,  of  employes  sharing 
in  said  additional  compensation :  Provided,  That  addi- 
tional compensation  allowed  patrolmen  and  hosemen  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  items  in  the  annual  appropriations  set 
aside  for  the  payment   of   the  wages  of   said   employes. 
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All  additional  compensation  allowed  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  paid  semi-monthly,  at  the  same  time  the  salary  and  wage 
payments  are  made. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

,    Wm";1^-  The   Philadelphia    Rapid   Transit  Company 
has  made  request  for  tin-  consent  to  construct,  under  a 
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charter  to  be  known  as  the  Germantown  Lou])  Railway 
Company,  a  single-track  passenger  railway  upon  Mus- 
grave  and  Gorgas  streets,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as 
hereinafter  set    forth;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Com  man  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  consent  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  construction  of  a  single- 
track  railway,  beginning  at  a  point  on  Musgrave  street, 
one  thousand  and  eighty  feet,  more  or  less,  southeast  of 
Gorgas  street;  thence  northwest  on  Musgrave  street  to  the 
intersection  of  Musgrave  and  Gorgas  streets;  thence  south- 
west on  Gorgas  street  to  Germantown  avenue;  thence  re- 
turning over  the  same  route  to  the  place  of  beginning,  with 
the  necessary  poles  and  overhead  wires  for  the  operation 
of  the  same  by  the  overhead  electric  trolley  system ;  with 
the  further  right  to  connect  with  any  other  line  or  lines 
of  street  railway  which  it  may  intersect  or  join  ;  to  run  its 
tracks  into-  property  owned  or  used  by  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  to  construct  all  necessary 
switches,  curves  and  crossovers. 

Sect.  2.  This  consent  shall  be  exercised  by  a  corpora- 
tion to  be  chartered  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  known  as  the  Germantown  Loop 
Railway  Company,  as  part  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  system.  Work  shall  be  begun  upon  the 
same  as  soon  as  the  necessary  charter  is  granted  and  shall 
be  completed  and  in  operation  within  six  months  after  the 
charter  is  obtained. 

Sect.  3.  The  construction  of  said  track  and  of  said 
overhead  trolley  system  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  and 
at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  4.  The  cost  of  constructing  the  said  railway 
shall  be  provided  for  by  an  issue  of  full-paid  capital  stock. 
which  shall  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  out  of  moneys  which  it  has  here- 
tofore been  authorized  to  raise  for  corporate  purposes,  and 
without  that  Company  incurring  any  additional  or  further 
indebtedness.      The   said   railway,   when   completed,   shall 
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be  operated  by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company, 
under  lease,  as  a  part  of  its  general  system,  subject  in  all 
rcspeets  to  the  provisions  of  the  contracl  of  July  1.  1907, 
between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  Ir  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
contract,  if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Com-

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  communication 
from  your  Department  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  regarding 
the  assessment  of  property  owners  on  Germantown  ave- 
nue, between  Cresheim  creek  and  Southampton  avenue, 
for  the  construction  of  a  sev  reon,  under  the  ordi- 

nance of  July  31,  1916,  which  was  finished  August  10, 
1918,  I  think  you  should  notify  the  property  owners  of 
the  assessment  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  in  the 
regular  course  and  return  the  assessments  to  this  office 
in  due  season  for  the  filing  of  liens  as  usual,  in  all  cases 
in  which  payment  is  not  made  after  such  notice. 

Respecting  the  sewer  that  has  been  constructed  under 
the  ordinance  of  July  19,  1902,  alono;  Germantown  ave- 
nue,  from  Cresheim  creek  to  Moreland  street,  I  would 
further  advise  you  that  you  do  not  permit  the  property 
owners  to  connect  with  the  said  sewer  except  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  frontage  charges.     Any  questions  arising  as 


to  the  rights  of  the  City  in  the  premises  may  thus  be 
readily  made  the  subject  of  judicial  interpretation.  A 
copy  of  this  letter,  sent  by  you  to  the  Title  Companies, 
which  you  state  have  made  inquiries  on  the  subject,  will 
probably  be  a  sufficient  answer  thereto.

Non-payment  of  Meier   ]Yuter  Bents.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant, 
relative  to  penalties  for  non-payment  of  meter  water 
rents,  it  appears  that  although  the  time  for  payment  of 
such  bills  without  penalty  was  extended  to  December  16, 
1918,  the  bills  were  not  sent  out  until  a  much  later  date, 
and  consequently  it  was  not  within  the  power  of  property 
owners  to  pay  the  bills  within  the  limited,  period.  They 
therefore  have  tendered  payment  without  the  penalty  and 
you  ask  to  be  advised  whether  you  would  be  justified 
in  accepting  such  amounts. 

The  ordinance  of  December  2,'  1916,  page  499,  govern- 
ing water  rates,  provides  in  Section  7  as  follows: 

"All  meter  accounts,  including  water  consumed, 
repairs  to  meters,  furnishing  and  installing  meters. 
shall  be  payable  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  during  the 
months  of  February,  May,  August  and  November. 
The  accounts  for  consumption  of  water  shall  be 
made  tip  from  meter  statements  taken  quarterly  by 
the  Bureau  of  Water,  and  shall  be  rendered  under 
the  following  conditions : 


"The  February  bill  shall  include  the  yearly  min- 
imum charge.  Dills  shall  not  be  rendered  in  May 
and  August  unless  the  amount  of  the  bill  is  greater 
than  the  yearly  minimum  charge,  or  there  is  a 
charge  for  repairing  or  installing  a  meter,  in  which 
cases  the  consumer  shall  be  notified." 
That  ordinance,  on  page  513,  also  provides: 

"The  'Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  remit  the  penalties  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nances of  City  Councils  for  the  non-payment  of  bills 
for  water  on  or  before  certain  prescribed  dates  in 
any  case  where  such  penalties  accrue  against  a  prop- 
erty by  reason  of  failure  to  pay  bills  in  any  of  the 
following  cases : 

"First.     Removal  of  meter  for  test. 

"Second.  Adjustment  of  disputed  bill  because  of 
ascertained  error  or  overcharge. 

"Third.     Where,   by   existing  ordinances,   adjust- 
ments are  permitted  to  be  made  in  charges  for  water, 
either  under  meter  or  fixture  rate." 
From  these  provisions  of  the  ordinance  two  things  are 
quite  clear. 

First.  That  it  was  intended  that  the  bills  for  meter 
rating  which  are  payable  for  the  fourth  period  should  be 
rendered  in  [November,  in  order  that  the  users  of  metered 
water  may  be  advised  how  much  they  have  to  pay,  since 
they  have  no  other  means  of  ascertaining  this. 

Secondly.  That  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  is 
vested  with  wide  discretion  in  adjusting  matters  of  this 
character. 

Accordingly,  the  Law  Department  has  taken  up  this 
subject  with  that  official,  who  thoroughly  recognizes  the 
equities  of  the  property  owners  in  view  of  the  unavoidable 
circumstances  which  have  made  it  impossible  for  them  to 
pay  their  hills  at  the  time  designated.  He  therefore  asks 
us  to  inform  you  that  the  hills  in  question,  if  paid  on  or 
before  February  1st,  of  the  current  year,  may  be  ac- 
cepted without  penalty,  he  having  adjusted  the  disputed 
matter  on  that  basis. 


I  would  accordingly  advise  you  to  recognize  the  adjust- 
ment thus  made,  and  to  accept  payment  in  accordance 
therewith.

Cancellation  of  Contracts  Eos.  16,  201  and  203. 
Philadelphia,  January  8,  1919.

Dear   Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
January  6th  in  the  above  matter.    I  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  paragraph,  which  you  will  find  on  page  39 
of  the  Appendix  of  Common  Council,  No.  6,  as  follows: 
"As  the  period  of  suspension  is  indefinite,  it  is 
the   opinion   of   the   Director   that   the   construction 
work   should  be   completed   in  that   portion   of   the 
streets   which   had   been   opened   up,    amounting   to 
about  385  feet  on  Arch  street  and  528  ieet  on  Locust 
street,  or  about  23  per  cent,  of  the  contracts.     The 
closing  up  of  the  subway  work  will  require  several 
months,  and  since  work  cannot  continue  after  can- 
cellation of  the  contracts,  the  work  must  be  finally 
closed  up  before  the  cancellation  becomes  effective." 
Your  question  is,  whether,  after  the  work  is  completed 
as  specified  in  the  above  paragraph  and  the  contracts  can- 
celled, a  liability  will  remain  on  the  contractor  and  his 
surety  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work. 

When  the  agreement  on  the  subject  of  cancellation  was 
entered  into  and  was  subsequently  approved  by  Councils, 
it  was  the  understanding  of  the  parties  that  the  contracts 
should  be  cancelled  after  the  closing  up  of  the  work  on 


Locus!  street,  Arch  street,  and  Thompson  street,  and  on 
this  understanding  payments  have  heretofore  been  made 
to  the  contractor.    As  a  c<  Lee  (hereof  and  of  the  ac- 

tual cancellation  of  the  contracts,  the  surety  would  there- 
upon be  released  from  its  liability  to  the  'City.  This  would 
include  all  liability  of  cxcvy  character,  and  the  obliga- 
tion of  maintenance  and  general  care  of  the  work  would 
be  thereby  transferred  to  the  City.  This  could  only  be 
changed  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  City  and  the  con- 
tractor, together  with  .its  surety,  for  if  the  liability  for 
maintenance,  etc.,  were  to  continue  upon  the  contractor, 
the  contracts — at  least  to  that  extent — would  continue  in 
force;  and  that  they  should  do  so,  although  cancelled, 
implies  a  contradiction  in  terms.  Moreover,  while  the 
contracts  should  remain  thus  in  force,  any  readvertise- 
ment  for  new  contracts,  if  deemed  advisable,  would  be 
precluded. 

If  the  contractor  and  the  surety  would  agree  in  writ- 
ing to  protect  the  City  by  a  cancellation  subject  to  the 
continued  operation  of  the  maintenance  clauses  it  would, 
of  course,  be  advisable  for  the  City  to  obtain  the  benefit 
of  such  protection ;  .but  in  view  of  the  ordinance  ratifying 
the  settlement,  I  do  not  believe  they  could  be  compelled 
to  enter  into  such  an  agreement. 

You  state  that  Contract  No.  16  has  been  closed  up  un- 
der the  terms  of  the  agreement  of  last  July  and  that  you 
are  ready  to  make  final  payment.  Bearing  in  mind  the 
foregoing  suggestions.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  final  pay- 
ment should  not  be  made.

Deak  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  yoiir  letter  in  the 
above  matter.  Yon  ask  the  question:  If  the  unappro- 
priated funds  at  the  closing  of  the  year's  books  are  not 
sufficient  to  pay  the  temporary  loan  and  mandamuses, 
which  shall  take  precedence? 

Both  of  these  are  obligations  of  the  City  and  must  be 
met.  The  mandamuses  are  debts,  and  the  loan,  under  its 
creation,  must  be  payable  back  within  four  months,  and 
is  also  to  be  regarded  as  a  present  debt.  I  do  not  see  how, 
under  the  circumstances,  you  can  differentiate  one  from 
the  other  as  to  the  question  of  precedence,  for  both  must 
be  provided  for. 

I  would  suggest,  however,  before  anything  is  done  by 
your  office  in  relation  to  this  matter,  that  you  commu- 
nicate with  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  for 
it  may  be  that  some  provision  has  been  made  for  either  or 
both  of  these  obligations,  or  that  upon  such  consultation 
with  the  Chairman,  you  may  be  able  to  work  out  a  plan 
by  which  these  matters  can  be  quickly  disposed  of.

Purchase  of  Coal  under  War  Conditions.

I  >  i  a  u  Sir  : — Ref erring  to  your  oral  inquiry  in  relation 
to  your  power  to  continue,  at  the  present  time,  purchases 
of  coal  from  the  Maryland  Coal  and  Coke  Company,  un- 
der contract  of  fifteenth  of  June,  1918,  between  yourself, 
acting  for  the  City,  and  that  company,  you  handed  me  a 
letter  to  you  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water 
strongly  recommending  that,  if  possible,  the  purchase  of 
the  coal  under  that  contract  be  continued  because  of  the 
superior  quality  of  the  coal  thus  obtained  and  its  better 
adaptation  to  the  uses  for  which  it  is  intended.  You  ask 
as  to  your  duty  in  the  premises. 

By  act  of  May  17,  1917,  P.  L.  197,  Section  3,  cities  of 
the  first  class  are  authorized : 

"Whenever  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the 
United  States  and  any  other  nation,  or  nations,  and 
prospective  or  actual  hostilities  bring  about  commer- 
cial conditions  which  make  it  practically  impossible, 
because  of  continually  changing  prices,  to  obtain  con- 
tracts for  the  furnishing  of  certain  commodities  nec- 
i  ssary  for  the  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class 
in  this  Commonwealth,  the  Councils  of  each  city  of 
the  first  class  are  hereby  empowered  to  authorize  the 
Director  of  Supplies  thereof  to  purchase,  in  the  open 
market,  at  the  lowest  and  most  advantageous  prices, 
coal,  fresh  meats,  provisions,  groceries  and  other 
edibles,  and  drugs  and  hospital  supplies,  for  the  use 
of  said  city,  without  advertising  or  entering  into 
contracts  for  the  same,  until  such  time  as  hostilities 
shall  cease  and  normal  market  conditions  shall  be  re- 
stored."' 

As  provided  in  said  act,  Councils  passed  an  ordinance 
which  was  approved  duly  ;>,  1917,  page  250,  conferring 
the  authority  on  your  Department  to  make  purchases  of 
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the  commodities  mentioned  in  the  circumstances  desjg- 
nated  in  the  open  market  at  the  lowest  and  most  advanta- 
geous prices,  without  advertising  or  entering  into  con- 
tracts for  the  same  "until  such  time  as  hostilities  shall 
cease  and  normal  market  conditions  shall  be  restored." 

Pursuant  thereto,  the  contract  with  the  Maryland  Coal 
and  Coke  Company  was  made.  It  provides  for  the  supply 
of  bituminous  coal  to  the  City  under  certain  arrange- 
ments, and  at  prices  set  forth  in  the  contract,  and  under 
the  various  terms  and  conditions  which  it  embraces.  It 
was  provided  in  that  agreement  that  it  should  be  com- 
puted to  begin  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1918,  and  to  con- 
tinue during  the  ensuing  twelve  months  up  to  and  includ- 
ing May  31,  1919,  "unless  the  war  in  which  the  United 
States  is  now  engaged  shall  be  sooner  terminated." 

Technically,  the  war  has  not  yet  been  terminated,  and 
will  not  end  until  peace  terms  shall  be  agreed  upon  and 
executed,  and  the  date  of  the  legal  expiration  of  the  war 
duly  proclaimed  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States 
Government. 

This  consideration  would  probably  be  enough  in  itself 
to  justify  the  coal  company  in  holding  the  City  to  its 
contract  until  the  end  of  May  of  the  current  year;  if  in 
addition  thereto,  in  the  words  of  the  act,  "normal  market 
conditions"  have  not  as  yet  been  restored,  that  would  be 
a  further  reason  for  continuing  the  purchases  under  the 
contract  until  it  comes  to  the  end.  Moreover,  from  Mr. 
Davis'  letter  that  course  seems  to  be  the  one  which  is  most 
advantageous  to  the  City. 

In  view  of  these  contingencies  I  see  no  reason  why  you 
would  not  be  justified  in  proceeding  under  the  contract 
and  receiving  the  coal  for  the  City's  use,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms.  After  the  contract  expires,  should  the 
question  arise  as  to  its  renewal,  or  the  execution  of 
another  contract  of  a  similar  kind,  you  will  of  course  be 
guided  by  the  facts  as  they  may  then  exist,  and  by  the 
discretionary  power  vested  in  you  under  the  act  and  the 
ordinance  in  dealing  with  those  facts.

Dear  iSir: — Following  our  conversation  of  yesterday, 
I  have  given  the  above  matter  considerable  thought. 

The  original  loan  bill  provided  for  a  certain  sum  of 
money,  the  borrowing  of  which  was  submitted  to  the 
of  the  electors,  for  the  erection  of  the  Convention  Hall. 
This  was  supplemented  by  another  loan  in  which  the  word 
"towards''  was  used. 

The  'Supreme  Court,  on  a  bill  in  equity,  held  that  the 
word  "for,"  as  used  in  the  first  loan  ordinance,  implied 
that  a  completed  structure  was  to  be  built  for  that  sum, 
and  that  the  use  of  the  word  "towards"  in  the  latter  loan 
did  not  enlarge  this  limitation ;  that,  therefore,  if  the  City 
intended  to  go  on  with  the  Convention  Hall  it  had  to  com- 
plete it  for  the  amount  of  money  available  as  voted  on  by 
the  electors;  or  if  they  intended  to  expend  an  amount 
beyond  that  which  was  available  the  assent  of  the  electors 
would  first  have  to  be  obtained  at  an  election  further  sup- 
plementing the  loan. 

Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  I  do  not  see  how 
at  the  present  time  you  can  advertise  for  this  work  if  you 
intend  to  build  a  Convention  Hall  for  an  amount  in  ex- 
cess of  that  which  is  available,  as  you  will  have  to  have 
further  authority  of  the  electors  in  a  loan  bill  to  expend 
the  additional  sum. 

In  effect,  the  Supreme  -Court  holds  that  the  money  bor- 
rowed "for"  a  Convention  Hall  cannot  be  employed  to 
build  a  portion  of  an  uncompleted  hall. 

I  have  also  given  thought  to  the  question  whether  this 
conclusion  is  modified  by  the  act  that  was  passed  in  1917 
amending  the  Bullitt  Bill  as  authorizing  the  going  on 
with  public  work  in  units  where  the  whole  sum  is  not 
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available,  but  I  do  not  see  how  that  act  can  have  any  ap- 
plication to  this  question,  for  the  reason  that  the  act  lias 
relation  to  contracts,  and  the  question  under  consideration 
has  relation  to  loans  authorized  by  the  electors,  and  the 
inferences  to  be  drawn  from  their  assent. 

The  remedy  therefore  suggested  is  that  the  borrowing 
capacity  of  the  City  should  be  quickly  determined  and  a 
loan  created  with  the  sanction  of  the  people,  so  that  you 
can  go  on  with  this  very  necessary  public  improvement.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  in  the 
above  matter.  This  presents  the  broad  general  legal  ques- 
tion as  to  the  effect  of  the  action  of  the  Government  in  tak- 
ing over  the  property  of  the  contractor,  and  whether  the 
contract  under  such  circumstances  is  dissolved. 

If  the  statement  of  the  contractors  in  their  letter  of  De- 
cember 19,  1918,  to  Mr.  Albright,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  be  correct,  that  the  City  acquiesced  in  the  ac- 
tions of  the  Government  in  taking  over  the  property  of 
the  contractor,  thus  suspending  the  contract,  a  serious 
problem  would  be  presented,  and  I  am  not  free  from 
doubt  whether  this  might  not  be  construed  as  a  termina- 
tion of  the  contract  under  the  circumstances. 

The  contractor  was  ready  to  proceed  with  the  work. 
The  intervention  of  the  Government  in  taking  over  his 
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work  prevented  this  from  being  done,  of  which  the  City 
bad  notice  and  knowledge;  and  the  effect  of  this  is  un- 
doubtedly a  question  which  will  have- to  be  determined 
by  the  Court,  but  I  am  Prank  in  saying  to  yon  thai  my 
mind  is  nol  tree  from  doubl  in  this  matter. 

Your  duty,  therefore,  would  be  to  allow  the  question  to 
be  raised  by  the  contractors  by  giving  them  formal  notice 
of  your  purpose,  and  then  to  proceed  to  the  readvertise- 
menl  of  the  contracl  ;  but  1  would  not  advise  yon  to  black- 
list the  firm,  as  there  is  enough  legal  doubt  in  the  entire 
matter  to  warrant  you  treating  this  in  a  business  way  as 
a  question  which  may  be  regarded  as  an  open  one,  and 
not  to  adopt  extreme  or  harsh  measures. 

I   -cud  you  a  form  of  such  notification.

Gentlemen: — Relative  to  the  contract  between  your- 
selves and  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  construction 
of  the  bridge  on  the  line  of  Bensalem  avenue,  over  Penny- 
pack  creek,  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  City  cannot  ad- 
mit that  the  contract  has  been  either  legally  or  practically 
annulled  by  the  action  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  or  otherwise,  or  that  the  City,  as  well  as  yourselves, 

jquiesced  in  this  view  of  the  situation." 

The  matters  you  speak  of  as  having  been  adjusted  be- 
tween yourselves  and  the  City  have  never  been  so  ad- 
justed, all  negotiations  and  propositions  relative  thereto 
being  merely  tentative  and  never  consummated. 

Nor  can  I  agree  that  your  "duty  to  further  perform 
the  construction  contract  has  been  discharged  by  the  ac- 
tion  of  the  Federal  authorities."  As  you  have  requested, 
the  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  City  Solicitor,  who  is 
unwilling  to  accept  your  views  of  the  situation. 

You  are  accordingly  again  directed  to  proceed  with  the 
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work,  and  in  default  thereof  I  am  compelled  to  advise 
you  that  yourselves  and  your  surety  will  be  held  respon- 
sible to  the  'City  for  any  consequences  resulting  from  such 
refusal,  as  provided  by  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  your  surety,  the 
Company.

Retention  and  Payment  of  Convicted  Policemen. 

Philadelphia,  January  15,  1919.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  your  inquiry  whether  you 
would  be  justified  in  countersigning  the  warrants  for  cer- 
tain policemen  convicted  in  the  Chester  .County  Courts 
of  misdemeanors,  and  sentenced  thereon,  who  have  still 
retained  their  positions,  the  act  of  June  1,  18S5  (Bullitt 
Bill),  provides  that: 

"ISTo  policeman  or  fireman  shall  be  dismissed  with- 
out his  written  consent,  except  by  the  decision  of  a 
Court,  either  of  trial  or  inquiry,  duly  determined 
and  certified  in  writing  to  the  Mayor." 

This  is  followed  by  somewhat  elaborate  provision  for 
the  constitution  and  procedure  of  such  Court,  and  it  is 
very  clearly  enacted  that,  until  a  policeman  or  fireman 
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shall  be  so  tried  and  convicted,  and  his  dismissal  recom- 
mended by  the  trial  board,  his  superior  officer  or  head  of 
Department  of  Public  Safety  may  not  discharge  him 
from  the  service.  The  final  provision  upon  this  subject 
is  that: 

"The  finding  of  the  Court  of  trial  or  inquiry  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  of  no  effect  until  approved  by  the 
Mayor." 

Under  this  law  it  has  been  repeatedly  held  by  the 
Courts  that  no  discharge  of  a  policeman  or  fireman  with- 
out his  consent  can  be  made,  except  in  the  manner  thus 
provided,  and  it  is  well  established  by  other  cases  that  so 
long  as  a  police  officer  remains  connected  with  his  serv- 
ice he  is  entitled  to  receive  the  salary  provided  for  his 
position. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  may, 
at  his  discretion,  suspend  from  duly,  before  trial,  any 
person  charged  with  offenses  provided  in  the  act  until 
such  trial  can  be  had,  but  this  is  to  be  "with  or  without 
pay,  as  such  Court  shall  afterward  determine." 

In  the  absence  of  such  suspension  the  accused  police 
officer  is  entitled  to  receive  his  pay,  and,  should  he  be  so 
suspended,  he  may  or  may  not  be  entitled,  as  the  Police 
Court  of  Trial  may  determine. 

I  assume  in  the  present  instance  that  the  officers  in 
question  have  not  been  suspended,  and,  therefore,  for  the 
present  you  would  be  justified  in  countersigning  their 
warrants  as  usual.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  concerning  dispute  between 
Mrs.  L.  C.  Lennig,  of  1606  Spruce  street,  and  -Air. 
William  II.  Doyle,  of  1610  Spruce  street,  as  to  the  proper 
place  at  which  Airs.  Lennig  should  deposit  her  ashes  for 
collection,  controversies  of  this  kind  have  often  arisen 
heretofore,  but  they  have  usually  been  the  subject  of  pri- 
vate litigation  between  the  parties  concerned,  where  any 
litigation  at  all  has  been  necessary. 

The  City,  in  my  judgment,  should  not  take  part  in 
quarrels  of  this  character  unless  some  ordinance  is  vi- 
olated by  the  manner  of  putting  out  or  guarding  the 
ashes,  or  in  some  similar  way.  On  questions  as  to  the 
respective  rights  of  parties  bordering  upon  alleys,  or  who 
may  be  the  owner  in  fee  simple,  or  which  abutting  own- 
ers may  be  entitled  to  rights  or  privileges  therein  or  as 
to  the  extent  thereof,  the  City  is  ill-qualified  to  enter,  and 
I  think  it  should  keep  out  of  such  matters  unless  the  pro- 
visions of  the  municipal  laws  are  disobeyed.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  5th  inst.  it  appears 
that  the  lease  id'  the  premises  in  which  your  Department 
is  now  installed  provided  that  they  should  be  completed 
by  January  1st  of  this  year  and  your  Department  moved 
into  the  two  floors  in  question  at  that  time.  'The  quarters 
were  not  completed  and  much  trouble  and  expense  has 
been  caused   to  the  City  by  deficiencies  which  have  not

even  as  yet  been  completely  removed.  In  these  circum- 
stances you  ask  whether  you  may  deduct  a  portion  of  the 
rental,  not  paying  the  same  in  full,  until  such  time  as  the 
building  is  habitable  and  proper  service  is  given. 

In  my  judgment,  when'  you  moved  into  this  building 
in  the  condition  which  it  then  presented,  you  made  the 
City  liable  for  the  rent  in  full  under  its  lease,  and  there 
would  be  great  trouble  in  securing  any  reduction  from 
the  rent  or  offset  against  it  unless  the  lessor  will  amicably 
agree  thereto.  I  will,  however,  write  to  Mr.  Mershon 
and  see  if  any  arrangement  can  be  made  to  compensate 
the  City  for  the  accommodations  which  it  is  paying  for 
and  not  receiving. 

I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  let  me  know  what  your 
view  is  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  any  such  deduction 
which  the  'City  should  ask  for,  sending  me  the  lease  or  a 
copy  thereof  if  you  have  it.

Dear  Sir: — The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  re- 
fers to  the  laying  of  an  additional  track  by  the  Reading 
Railway  Company  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  (high  level), 
between  Twenty-sixth  and  Twenty-seventh  streets,  in 
connection  with  which  that  Company  has  asked  for  per- 
mission to  open  the  pavement.  The  track  is  to  be  laid 
under  the  permissive  language  of  the  ordinance  of  No- 
vember 14,  1918,  page  246,  and  appears  to  be  of  the  nat- 
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lire  of  a  siding,  not  crossing  any  otlicr  track.  The  ordi- 
nance does  not  provide  for  the  entering  into  a  contract 
in  regard  to  the  matter  between  the  City  and  the  com- 
pany. An  opinion  of  this  Department  is  requested 
whether  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
is  necessary  in  cases  of  this  character,  particularly  in  the 
presenl  instance.  I  concur  in  the  opinion  of  my  predeces- 
sor, Hon.  Michael  J.  Ryan,  under  date  of  June  8,  1915, 
City  Solicitors'  Opinions,  169,  who  thought  that  "you 
would  be  justified  in  granting  the  permit  for  doing  the 
work"  without  requiring  the  Railway  Company  to  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

I  return  herewith  the  plans  showing  the  location  of 
the  tracks,  which  were  kindly  furnished  me,  with  the  re- 
quest for  an  opinion.

Deak  Sir: — In  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  14th 
inst.,  and  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, relative  to  the  refusal  of  the  Art  Jury  to  approve 
certain  comfort  stations  in  South  Broad  Street  Plaza,  it 
appears  that  the  objections  of  the  Art  Jury  are  on  the 
ground  of  the  location  of  these  stations,  and  possibly  their 
architectural  design;  further,  that  the  construction  of 
such  buildings  be  deferred  until  a  permanent  sewer  sys- 
tem shall  be  installed  in  their  neighborhood. 

The  latter  objection  is  clearly  not  within  the  province 
of  the  Art  Jury  in  any  circumstances,  especially  in  view 
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of  your  statement  that  ample  drainage  has  already  been 
supplied. 

With  respect  to  the  architectural  design  of  the  build- 
ings, the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  states  that: 

"The  buildings  were  designed  by  Ralph  E.  White, 
one  of  the  best  architects  in  the  City,  and  we  have 
no  notice  of  any  criticism  of  the  architectural  fea- 
tures of  the  buildings,  and  the  architect  stands  ready 
to  make  any  reasonable  changes  they  may  designat<  . 

The  proposed  location  has  already  been  changed  in  the 
effort  to  meet  the  objections  of  the  Art  Jury. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  I  think  the  best  course 
would  be  for  you  to  confer  with  Mr.  Price,  President  of 
the 'Art  Jury,  with  the  purpose  of  reaching  a  basis  of 
agreement  to  which  that  body  will  assent. 

If  such  effort  at  harmony  fails,  the  question  can  then 
be  considered  whether,  taking  into  consideration  the  ex- 
treme necessity  of  having  such  comfort  stations,  you 
would  not  be  justified  in  proceeding  with  the  work  of 
erecting  them,  leaving  it  to  the  Art  Jury,  or  any  other 
persons  who  may  be  so  disposed,  to  question  that  course.

Traction  Engines  or  Tractors,  Trailers,  etc. — Local 
Regulation.

Dear  Sir:- — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  me  in  reference  to  the  act  of  June  8,  1915,  regulat- 
ing traction  engines,  and  makes  certain  inquiries  as  to  the

rights  of  the  City  in  regard  thereto,  and  the  besl  methods 
of  procedure  to  safeguard  its  streets  and  bridges.  Ee 
encloses  copy  of  a  letter  from  .Mr.  William  II.  Keller, 
Firsl  Deputy  Attorney  General,  dated  iSeptember  I,  L918, 
with  whom,  he  states,  he  has  been  in  correspondence  upon 
the  subject. 

I  have  carefully  read  the  letter  of  Mr.  Dunlap,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  Deputy  Attorney  General,  with  whose  con- 
clusions I  thoroughly  agree.  Without  going  into  detail 
upon  the  subject,  it  appears  to  me  clear  that  the  act  of 
1915  was  intended  to  define  ami  regulate  the  operation  of 
traction  engines  or  tractors  of  every  character,  including 
trailers,  and  to  provide  a  system  of  regulations  for  that 
purpose,  not  necessarily  excluding  the  right  of  munic- 
ipalities to  provide  regulations,  especially  in  individual 
3,  which  are  not  inconsistent  with  and  not  contrary  to 
the  term-  of  the  act. 

Taking  up  the  several  questions  propounded  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau,  I  would  answer  them  as  follows: 

"1st.  Should  traction  engines  using  City  high- 
ways he  required  to  carry  State  registration  tags  and 
be  operated,  in  case  of  employees,  by  licensed 
drivers  ?" 

Yes. 

"2d.  Are  self-propelled  steam  shovels,  cranes, 
graders,  steam  rollers,  and  such  machines  or  engines 
included  in  the  definition  of  'traction  engine,'  'trac- 
tor,' or  'trailer'  in  Section  2  of  the  Traction  Engine 
Law — approved  June  8,  1915  ?" 

I  have  no  doubt  that  these  are  all  within  the  definition 
of  tractors  or  trailers,  as  provided  in  Section  2  of  the 
statute. 

"3d.  Assuming  the  answer  to  the  above  is  in  the 
affirmative,  can  we  make  reasonable  and  necessary 
regulations — (a)  as  to  the  highways;  (b)  as  to  re- 
stricting the  weight  of  such  apparatus  using  the  City 
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bridges   as    is   necessary,    safe,    or    required   by   the 
strength  and  condition  of  the  bridges  ?" 

I  believe  that  the  City  is  not  precluded  from  making 
reasonable  and  necessary  regulations  with  respect  to  such 
bridges  as  may  require  particular  limitations,  and  also 
reasonable  and  strictly  necessary  regulations  as  to  the 
highways,  but  in  this  connection  it  will  not  do  to  lose 
sight  of  the  provisions  of  Section  15  of  the  act,  which  are 
as  follows : 

"Section  15.  jSTo  city,  county,  borough,  incorporated 
town,  or  township  shall  adopt,  enforce,  or  maintain 
any  ordinance,  rule,  or  regulation  contrary  to  or  in- 
consistent with  the  terms  of  this  act;  or  require  of 
any  person  any  license  tax  upon  or  registration  fee 
for  any  traction  engine,  tractor,  or  trailer,  or  any 
permit  or  license  to  operate.  Operators  of  traction 
engines  or  tractors  shall  have  the  same  rights  upon 
the  public  streets  and  highways  as  the  drivers  of  any 
other  vehicles,  and  no  public  road  open  to  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  shall  be  closed  to  traction  engines  or 
tractors." 

In  addition  to  this,  the  earlier  sections  of  the  act  of 
1915  give  the  right  of  operation  to  those  holding  a  State 
license,  and  extreme  care  must  be  taken  in  the  adoption 
and  enforcement  of  any  local  regulations,  that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  act  to  allow  tractors  to  be  operated  under  State 
license  must  not  be  interfered  with,  or  the  provisions  of 
the  act  attempted  to  be  nullified  by  the  regulations  of 
cities  or  other  subordinate  municipalities. 

If  certain  bridges  be  of  such  weak  construction  that 
they  will  not  bear  the  loads  which  the  act  indicates  as 
proper,  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  City  would  have  the  right 
to  prevent  vehicles,  whether  tractors  or  others,  from  run- 
ning upon  such  bridges  with  excessive  loads. 

You  will  note  the  final  provision  of  Section  15  of  the 
act,  however,  that  "operators  of  traction  engines  or  trac- 
tors shall  have  the  same  rights  upon  the  public  streets 
and  highways  as  the  drivers  of  any  other  vehicles,  and  no 
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public  road  open  to  horse-drawn  vehicles  shall  be  closed 
to  traction  engines  or  tractors." 

"4th.     As  to  the  best  manner  in  which  these  regu- 
lations, if  they  are  lawful,  may  be  put  into  effect." 

Two  alternative  methods  are  suggested  by  Mr.  Dunlap. 
The  one  is  to  continue  the  issuing  of  permits  for  steam 
shovels  and  the  like,  and  the  other  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Bureau  of  Police  to  the  fact  that  all  self-propelled 
vehicles  using  the  City  highways  mus!  have  I  he  Hi  ate 
highway  tag,  etc.  The  former  of  these  seems  to  bo  di- 
rectly in  conflict  with  that  provision  of  Section  15,  which 
is  that  "no  city  *  *  *  shall  require  of  any  person  *  *  * 
any  permit  or  license  to  operate/1 

As  to  the  suggestion  that  the  Bureau  of  Police  should 
be  instructed  with  respect  to  the  necessity  for  a  State 
highway  tag,  I  see  no  objection  to  this,  or  to  the  exclusion 
of  tractors  from  the  use  of  the  streets  unless  they  have 
such  tags. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  most  feasible  method  of 
regulation  would  appear  to  be  in  consonance  with  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Keller,  who  says  that:  "With  regard 
to  traction  engines  of  the  second  class  used  for  freighting, 
may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  special  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 10,  clauses  (g),  (h)  and  (i).  The  State  Highway 
Commissioner  with  regard  to  these  matters  will,  I  am 
confident,  adopt  such  regulations  with  reference  to  the  use 
of  your  streets  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  City  author- 
ities.*' 

To  these  citations  may  be  added  clause  (e)  of  the  10th 
Section  of  the  act,  which  refers  to  regulations  made 
by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  with  respect  to  all 
tractors,  whether  of  the  first  or  second  class,  as  defined  in 
Section  3. 

Mr.  Keller's  thought  that  the  State  Highway.  Commis- 
sioner will  adopt  regulations  with  reference  to  the  use  of 
the  streets  of  this  City  that  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
authorities,  affords  a  hint  of  the  most  promising  method 
to  have  the  wishes  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  this 
<  i'y  adopted  as  State  regulations,  governing  the  streets 
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and  bridges  within  its  limits,  and  if  the  State  officials  are 
still  of  the  same  mind  1  believe  the  most  desirable  method 
of  procedure  would  be  to  act  upon  the  hopeful  suggestion 
thus  made.

Dear  Sib: — In  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
contract  with  S.  Faith  &  Company,  for  the  new  buildings 
of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Feeble-Minded,  at  By- 
berry,  in  the  place  of  William  McCoach,  Jr.,  who  had 
the  contract  for  the  work  and  defaulted  thereof,  I  think 
the  City  Controller  should  be  notified  by  you  of  the  fact 
that  Mr.  McCoaeh  has  so  defaulted  and  refused  to  per- 
form the  contract,  with  the  request  that  the  balances  un- 
paid thereon,  to  wit:  The  difference  between  $40,990 
(or  whatever  additional  sum  may  have  been  set  aside  for 
the  purpose  of  the  contract),  and  the  $690.83  paid  there- 
on, be  re-credited  to  the  item-  this,  together  with  the  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  will  put 
a  sufficient  sum  in  the  item  against  which  the  contract 
with  Messrs.  Faith  &  Company  may  be  charged.  And 
this  will  dispose  of  the  difficulty  arising  from  an  insuffi- 
cient appropriation  to  meet  the  latter  contract. 

If  it  is  intended  to  hold  MeCoach  and  his  surety  liable 
for  the  difference  between  the  price  for  the  work  under 
his  contract  and  that  with  Faith  &  Company,  the  Mc- 
( 'oadi  contract  should  not  be  cancelled,  but  the  course 
above  outlined,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  followed. 

I  take  it  for  granted,  in  this  connection,  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Coaeh has  been  distinctly  ordered  to  proceed  with  the 
work,  and  has  distinctly  refused  to  do  so,  both  the  order 
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and  refusal  being  in  writing.  Unless  this  lias  taken  place 
the  City  should  not  have  advertised  for  the  second  con- 
tract for  the  same  work.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  February 
21st,  asking  an  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  recent 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  November,  1918,  au- 
thorizing the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  incur  an  indebted- 
ness of  10  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
property  in  the  'City,  instead  of  7  per  cent,  thereof,  I 
would  say  that  the  right  to  borrow  money  for  general  pur- 
poses to  the  amount  of  10  per  cent,  is  conferred  by  the 
said  amendment,  which  supersedes  the  earlier  amendment 
of  Article  9,  Section  8,  conferring  the  power  to  borrow 
up  to  that  limit  for  specified  purposes. 

The  amended  section  and  article,  as  it  now.  stands,  per- 
mits the  'City  of  Philadelphia  to  borrow  money  for  gen- 
eral purposes  by  issuing  bonds  for  a  term  not  later  than 
fifty  years  from  date,  with  provision  for  a  sinking  fund 
sufficient  to  retire  the  said  obligations  at  maturity,  the 
payment  of  said  sinking  fund  to  be  in  equal  or  graded, 
annual  or  other  periodical  instalments. 

The  amendment  further  provides  that  in  ascertaining 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  Philadelphia  there  shall  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  calculation,  and  deducted  from  such 
debt,  so  much  of  the  debt  of  the  City  as  shall  have  been 
incurred,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  invested  in  any  public 
improvements  of  any  character  which  shall  be  yielding 
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to  the  said  City  an  annual  current  ne1  revenue.  "The 
method  of  determining  such  amount  so  to  be  deducted 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly." 

This  1  )epartmen1  lias  prepared  a  bill,  to  be  presented  to 
the  Legislature  in  accordance  with  the  last  quoted  section, 
providing  tho  method  by  which  the  amount  to  be  so  de- 
ducted may  be  determined.

■Jurisdiction  of  Skip-Stop  Question.

My  Deak  Sir: — You  transmit,  under  date  of  January 
31st,  a  draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance  "to  amend  ordinance 
approved  June  27,  1913,  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  reg- 
ulate the  running  of  street  railway  cars  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,''1  and  also  a  "-Resolution  directing  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Street  Railways  to  investigate  the 
subject  of  skip-stops  under  the  operation  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company;  to  confer  with  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission,  and  to  report  the  facts  back  to 
Councils" — with  an  inquiry  as  to  the  legality  of  the  sug- 
gested ordinance  and  resolution. 

As  to  the  resolution  directing  an  investigation  and  a 
conference  with  the  Public  Service  Commission,  with  a 
report  of  the  facts  back  to  Councils,  I  have  no  doubt  as 
to  the  legality  and  validity  of  this. 

The  ordinance  in  question  purports  to  amend  the  or- 
dinance of  June  27,  1013,  so  as  to  require  the  stopping  of 
the  street  ciii's  (in  the  "near  side  of  all  main  streets  begin- 
ning new  block  house  numbers"  and  all  streets  on  which 
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tracks  arc  laid.  This  is  intended  to  supersede  what  is 
commonly  known  as  the  "skip-stop"  practice,  which  was 
inaugurated  at  the  instigation  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company 
during  flic  active  progress  of  the  war  with  Germany. 

The  question  arises  whether  this  may  he  done  at  the 
sole  instance  of  Councils,  or  whether  the  matter  is  one 
to  be  determined  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
the  State. 

The  act  of  July  26,  1913  (P.  L.  1374),  establishing 
that  Commission,  provides,  in  Article  5  (page  1402),  as 
follows : 

"The  Commission  shall  have  general  administra- 
tive power  and  authority,  as  provided  in  this  act,  to 
supervise  and  regulate  all  public  service  companies 
doing  business  within  this  Commonwealth. 

'"Said  power  and  authority  shall  include  the  power 
to  inquire  into  and  regulate  the  service,  rates,  fares, 
tolls,  or  charges  of  any  and  all  public  service  com- 
panies, including  individual  and  joint  rates;  the 
charges  for  long  and  short  transmission  of  messages 
and  conversation  by  telegraph  and  telephone  com- 
panies; the  making  of  repairs,  alterations,  and  im- 
provements in  and  to  such  service  as  shall  be  reason- 
ably necessary  for  the  accommodation  or  safety  of 
its  patrons,  employees,  and  the  public ;  the  granting 
of  transfers  to  or  from  one  part  of  the  system  of  the 
same  common  carrier  to  another  part;  the  routing 
of  the  lines  of  street  railways." 

The  skip-stop  matter  unquestionably  is  one  which  re- 
lates to  the  accommodation  and  safety  of  the  patrons  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  of  the  public,  and  it 
would  seem,  therefore,  in  the  first  instance,  to  be  one 
which  is  remitted  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission.  It  has  been  held  by  the  Courts  of  the 
State  that  when  any  subject  is  so  placed  within  the  juris- 
diction of  that  body,  the  Courts  will  not  inquire  into  any 
question  thus  arising  until  the  Public  Service  Commission 
has  adjudicated  upon  it. 
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In  the  case  of  iSt.  Clair  Borough  vs.  Tamaqua  &  P.  E. 
Rwy.  Co.  (259  Pa.,  4<i2 ),  the  Supreme  Court,  per  Mosch- 
zisker,  -/.,  said  (page   L6£  )  : 

"Since  the  Public  Service  Company  Law  has  been 
upon  our  books  we  have  consistently  adhered  to  the 
rule  that  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  l he  Com- 
mission must  first  be  determined  by  it,  in  every  in- 
stance, before  (he  Courts  will  adjudge  any  phase  of 
the  controversy  (Bethlehem  City  Water  1C0.  vs. 
Bethlehem  Borough,  No.  2,  253'Pa.,  333,  337-8; 
New  Brighton  Borough  vs.  New  Brighton  Water  Co. 
«  '  ah,  247  Pa.,  232,  240,  241,  242).*'' 

Si  me  doubt  whether  Councils  may  not  have  the  right 
to  legislate  on  this  question  has,  however,  resulted  from 
the  decision  of  the  (Superior  -Court  (per  Head,  J.),  in  the 
very  recent  case  of  Easton  City  vs.  Miller,  69  Pa.  Supe- 
rior Ct.,  Advance  Reports,  page  554.  What  was  decided 
in  that  case  was  that  a  regulation  of  the  City  of  Easton, 
adopted  by  ordinance,  and  requiring  vehicles,  including 
street  passenger  railway  cars,  to  pursue  a  .prescribed 
route  around  Center  Square,  an  open  space  in  the  heart 
of  the  city,  was  a  valid  police  regulation,  and  that  the 
city  had  the' right  to  adopt  it  in  spite  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Service  Company  Act,  the  relevant  portion 
of  which  has  been  quoted  above. 

The  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  was  based  upon 
the  ground  that  the  regulation  in  question  was  a  police 
regulation;  that  the  city  had  due  authority  to  make  it  be- 
fore the  passage  of  the  Public  Service  Company  Law; 
and  that  that  law  had  not  deprived  the  city  of  such  power. 
Hence  if  is  assumed  by  some  that  if  any  regulation  of 
passenger  railways  or  the  like  be  properly  defined  as  a 
police  regulation,  and  if  it  he  reasonable,  as  the  one  con- 
sidered in  the  Easton  case  was  held  to  be,  it  remains  neces- 
sarily within  the  power  of  the  municipality  to  make  it, 
and  that  the  Public  Service  Company  Law  has  no  effect 
to  restrain  that  authority. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  Easton  case  is  to  have 
so  broad  an  interpretation.     While  the  regulation  in  that

case  was  dependent  upon  the  police  power  of  the  city, 
and  while  in  a  sense  it  may  be  said  that  the  skip-stop  reg- 
ulation is  one  which  depends  upon  the  police  power  of 
the  City,  yet  there  appears  to  be  a  clear  and  wide  distinc- 
tion between  the  character  of  the  two  cases.  The  ordi- 
nance in  the  Easton  case  was  one  which  related  to  travel 
by  vehicles  generally,  and  it  was  intended  to  provide  an 
orderly  system  or  method  by  which  travel  around  Center 
Square  was  to  be  conducted,  so  as  to  avoid  confusion  and 
make  for  safety.  It  had  no  particular  reference  to  the 
regulation  of  passenger  railways  and  was  only  in- 
cidentally concerned  therewith.  And  it  is  to  this  kind 
of  a  police  power  or  regulation  that  the  views  of  the  Supe- 
rior 'Court  may  be  assumed  to  extend.  Whether  or  not 
the  street  cars  in  the  City  shall  stop  at  each  intersecting 
crossway  is  a  matter  distinctly  concerned  with  the  regula- 
tion of  the  cars  themselves,  for  the  conduct  of  their  op- 
eration, and  primarily  concerned  with  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public — possibly  also  with  its  safety. 

This  is  a  matter  which,  in  a  very  different  sense,  con- 
cerns the  subject  which  the  Public  .Service  Company  Law 
was  passed  to  provide  for,  and  to  put  within  the  super- 
vision of  the  Commission  which  that  law  established. 

It  must  be  manifest  that  the  decision  in  the  Easton 
case  cannot,  from  its  nature,  relate  to  all  matters  of  police 
power,  for  at  the  very  threshold  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  is  the  fixing  of  rates  of  fare, 
and  this  is  well  established  to  be  ahead  of  police  power 
(Puget  Sound  Co.  vs.  Eeynolds,  241  U.  S.,  574;  Willis 
vs.  Rochester,  98  Miscellaneous  New  York  Reps.,  G86), 

I  believe  that  the  question  of  stopping  at  each  street  is 
one  which  pertains  to  the  internal  management  of  a  rail- 
way company  and  is  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Public 
Service  'Company  Law.  In  this  respect  it  is  analogous 
to  the  regulation  of  transfer  privileges,  which  was  dis- 
tinctly held,  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Co.  (224  Pa.,  544),  to  be  one  for  the  decision  of  the 
railway  company  itself  and  not  subject  to  coercion  at  the 
instance  of  Councils.  This  was  held  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that    the   contract   of    1907,    under    which    the    litigation 
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arose,   sj incally   reserved   to   die  City  of  Philadelphia 

"the  power  *  *  *  to  make  all  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  operation  and  management  of  the  lines 
controlled  by  the  Company  necessary  and  proper  to  be 
mad"  under  the  police  power"  (Ordinance  of  July  1, 
1907,  Clause  8,  pages  L59-160). 

The  last  cited  case   was  decided  before  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  it  would  be 
no  longer  an  authority  to  give  the  unrestricted  right  of 
illation  to  the  railway  company. 

The  act  of  1913  has  substituted  the  Public  Service 
ion  as  the  controlling  body,  and  to  that  body,  be- 
fore which  I  believe  the  subject  has  already  been  brought, 
in  my  opinion  belongs  the  power  to  decide  whether  the 
i  skip-stops  does  or  does  not  provide  adequately 
for  the  eomt'ort  and  convenience  of  the  car-riders  and  the 
public  of  this  City. 

For  these  reasons  I  think  that  the  proposed  ordinance, 
if  passed,  would  be  ineffective  to  compel  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  to  abolish  the  skip-stops  unless 
it  were  to  receive  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission.

Footway  Shelter  Platform;  Objection  by  Art  Jury.

Dear  Sir  :— The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  this  Department,  with  your  approval,  in  reference 
to  the  footway  shelter  platform  in  front  of  premises  No. 
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1308  Chestnut  street,  during  building  operations  being 
e  conducted. 

The  A.  IT.  Gcuting  Company,  wishing  to  erect  a  more 
elaborate  structure  than  the  one  provided  for  by  the  or- 
dinance of  July  10,  1917,  Section  3,  page  265,  for  foot- 
way  shelter  platforms,  had  their  architect  prepare  plans. 
which  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  and  forwarded  to  the  Art  Jury  which  approved 
the  same  "on  condition  that  all  names  are  to  be  omitted 
from  the  structure/'  The  platform  as  erected  contains 
the  word  "Geuting"  and  '"another  Gcuting  store,"  and  the 
Art  Jury  has  requested  the  Bureau  of  Highways  to  take 
action  to  have  those  words  removed. 

Under  the  ordinance  of  July  10,  1917,  all  signs  on  foot- 
way shelter  platforms  are  prohibited  excepting  those  con- 
taining the  name  of  the  general  contractor  and  the  future 
tenant. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  that  it  (the  Bureau  of 
Highways)  has  a  standard  design  for  shelter  platforms 
that  has  been  approved,  for  strength,  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  and  by  the  Art  Jury,  and  is  in  gen- 
eral use.  If  this  design,  which  has  the  approval  of  the 
Art  Jury,  conforms  to  the  permissive  language  of  the  or- 
dinance authorizing  the  name  of  the  contractor  and  the 
future  tenant  to  appear  thereon,  it  would  seem  that  the 
restriction  imposed  by  the  Art  Jury  in  the  present  in- 
stance, that  all  names  be  omitted,  is  discriminatory,  since 
this  platform  is  in  the  same  category  as  others,  differing 
only  in  details,  which  themselves  have  received  the  Art 
Jury's  approval,  and  I  doubt  whether  such  restriction, 
which  does  not  apply  equally  in  other  similar  situations, 
could  be  enforced.  In  any  event,  I  do  not  believe  the 
penalties  provided  for  in  Section  9  of  the  ordinance  for 
violations  of  the  provisions  thereof  would  be  applicable 
unless,  indeed,  the  words  ''another  Geuting  store1'  should 
be  held  to  be  an  infringement  of  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 3,  limiting  the  words  to  the  mere  names  of  the  tenant 
and  contractor. 

On  the  whole,  I  think  your  duty  in  the  premises,  and 
that  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  would  be  sufficiently  per- 
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formed  bv  calling  the  attention  of  the  Geuting  Company, 
mid  of  the  contractor,  to  the  objection  which  the  Art  Jury 
has  lodged  with  the  hitter,  notifying  the  supposed  offend- 
ers of  the  contents  thereof  and  sending  them  a  copy  if  it 
is  in  writing.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion 
in  the  above  matter,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  May  5,  1899,  Section  48,  provides  that  "every 
area  shall  be  covered  with  a  safe  and  substantial  cover. 
the  said  cover  in  no  case  to  extend  above  the  grade  of  the 
sidewalk." 

The  ordinance  approved  September  23,  1864,  Section 
11.  provides  that  cellar  doors  that  extend  more  than  4 
t'eef   6  inches  into  the  sidewalk  are  a  nuisance. 

The  evident  intent  of  the  owner  of  this  property  is  to 
allow  1  he  iron  covering  of  the  area  he  proposes  to  con- 
struct to  remain  open  during  the  entire  day,  or  the  larger 
portion  thereof,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that 
yon  would  be  justified  in  refusing  to  issue  a  permit  to 
build  an  area  way  of  this  kind  ami  description.

Maintenance  of  Streets  by  Frank  ford,  Tacony  &  HoJmcs- 

burg  Co.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  draft  of  a  proposed  or- 
dinance, authorizing  the  execution  of  a  contract  between 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Frankford,  Tacony  & 
Holmesburg  iStreet  Railway  Company,  with  respect  to 
the  maintenance  of  streets  traversed  by  the  lines  of  that 
Company,  and  with  reference  to  any  alteration  in  the  lo- 
cation thereof  between  Bridge  and  Khawn  streets.  This 
was  sent  me  by  you,  with  a  request  for  an  opinion  as  to 
the  form  and  legality  of  the  proposed  agreement. 

In  brief,  it  provides  that  in  lieu  of  the  obligations  now 
resting  upon  the  Company  it  is  to  pay  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  the  sum  of  $3,000  per  annum  for  five  years, 
from  May  1,  1919;  the  sum  of  $4,000  per  annum  there- 
after, until  1930,  and  from  1931  the  sum  of  $5,000  per 
annum,  with  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $20,000  to  be  furnished 
by  the  Company  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  con- 
ditions of  the  contract. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  contract  contains  a  provision 
that  should  the  City  find  it  necessary  to  widen,  grade, 
pave  or  repave  any  of  the  streets  occupied  by  the  Railroad 
Company  the  latter  shall  conform  to  the  grade  or  pave- 
ment by  laying  in  the  permanent  location  rails,  to  con- 
form to  the  type  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors, 
and  that  this  obligation  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  ob- 
ligations to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  and  repair 
the  streets  traversed  by  its  lines,  under  the  ordinance 
of  December  23,  1892,  "and  if,  when  the  said  proposed 
elevated  railway  between  Bridge  street  and  Rhawn  street, 
upon  Frankford  avenue,  be  constructed,  it  reserves  the 
right  to  secure  from  the  City  an  adjustment  of  any  ex- 
pense which  it  may  be  put  to  for  temporary  alteration  or 
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relocation  of  its  tracks,  whether  in  a  temporary  or  per- 
manent position."  ■ 

With  reference  to  the  legality  of  this  contract,  I  believe 
the  City  would  be  legally  authorized  to  enter  into  it  if 
Councils  determine  so  to  do. 

As  bearing  on  the  form  of  the  proposed  agreement,  I 
would  suggest  that  it  conclude  as  follows: 

"It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  neither  the 
purpose,  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this  contract, 
if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  im- 
pair or  in  anywise  affect  the  exercise  by  the  said  Com- 
mission of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Public 
Service  Company  Law,  approved  July  26,  1913. 

"In  Witness  Whereof,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  has 
affixed  its  Corporate  Seal,  duly  attested  by  the  Mayor 
thereof,  and  the  Frankford,  Tacony  &  Holmesburg  Street 
Railway  Company  has  also  affixed  its  Corporate  Seal, 
duly  attested  by  the  proper  officers  thereof,  the  day  and 
year  first  written.

I  may  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  after  notice 
to  the  Company  and  failure  by  it  to  comply  therewith,  the 
City  has  repaired  or  resurfaced  the  roadways  over  which 
it  runs,  or  some  of  them,  at  a  cost  of  a  little  less  than 
$46,000,  and  suit  for  that  sum,  with  interest,  is  now  pend- 
ing.    The  contract  embodied    in   the  ordinance  is  silent 
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upon  this  subject,  and  from  such  silence  much  ambiguity 
may  result. 

Three  courses  are  open  to  the  City  and  the  Company— 
that  is,  to  agree  that  the  amount  thus  in  suit  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Railway  Company  to  the  City;  to  agree  that  the 
City  will  release  the  Company  from  this  claim;  or, 
thirdly,  that  the  proposed  contract  is  not  to  affect  the 
claim  either  way,  leaving  the  parties  to  contend  for  their 
respective  rights  in  the  suit  which  has  already  been  be- 
gun. Whichever  of  the  three  alternatives  is  intended,  the 
contract  should  be  made  clear  on  this  point,  so  as  to  avoid 
future  dispute  and  uncertainty  upon  the  question. 

With  respect  to  the  provision  of  the  fourth  section  that: 
the  Company,  upon  the  building  of  the  proposed  elevated 
railway  between  Bridge  and  Rhawn  streets,  on  Frankford 
avenue,  by  the  City,  "reserves  the  right  to  secure  from  the 
City  an  adjustment  of  any  expense  which  it  may  be  put 
to  for  temporary  alteration  or  relocation  of  its  tracks, 
whether  in  a  temporary  or  permanent  position,"  this  is 
also  somewhat  ambiguous.  Unless  the  City  means  to 
recognize  the  rights  of  the  Company  to  compel  it  to  ad- 
just the  expense  of  alteration  or  relocation  of  the  tracks 
on  the  building  of  the  elevated  road,  there  should  be  some 
saving  clause  to  show  that,  while  the  Company  reserves 
any  rights  which  it  may  have  in  the  premises,  the  City 
does  not  concede  the  existence  of  such  rights. 

I  have  also  talked  with  Mr.  Twining,  the  Director  of 
City  Transit,  in  relation  to  this  ordinance,  and  he  is  of 
the  opinion  that  at  this  time  the  consideration  or  passage 
of  the  ordinance  is  inadvisable,  and  that  it  should  not  be 
passed.  He  has  in  contemplation  certain  improvements 
in  this  neighborhood,  and  until  those  matters  are  def- 
initely determined  it  should  not  be  complicated  by  the 
ordinance  in  question. 

I  return  you  herewith  the  ordinance  which  you  sub- 
mitted to  me.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
City  Property  of  the  8th  inst.  to  this  Department  relates 
to  a  lease,  by  the  City  to  the  United  States  Government, 
of  the  aviation  field  at  Essington,  for  war  purposes,  at 
a  rental  of  $1  per  year. 

Such  a  rental  as  this  is  known  as  a  nominal  one,  and  the 
sum  of  $1  inserted  as  such  nominal  consideration  in  a 
lease  or  other  agreement  is  commonly  accepted  as  a  mere 
legal  formality,  no  money  actually  passing  in  these  case3 
as  a  usual  thing. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances  detailed  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau,  I  think  any  claim  against  the  Government 
for  the  sum  in  question  may  properly  be  cancelled  and 
the  transaction  closed,  the  United  States  officials  being 
duly  notified  thereof.

Legality  of  Ordinance  to  Change  Grades  and  Width  of 
Pavements.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  you  ask 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the  legality  of  a 
proposed  ordinance  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Di- 
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rector  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  as  to  en- 
able him  to  grant  permission,  under  certain  conditions, 
to  change  the  line  of  curb,  grades  and  width  of  pavement 
on  either  one  or  both  sides  of  any  street  of  a  less  width 
than  twenty  feet. 

Whatever  power  or  control  upon  this  subject  is  vested 
in  Councils  must  be  exercised  by  those  bodies,  and  they 
cannot  delegate  such  power  to  one  of  the  municipal  de- 
partments of  the  City  government.  Moreover,  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  is  open  to  objection  on  account  of  its  am- 
biguity. The  paragraph  which  provides  for  the  filing  of 
an  agreement  by  the  property  owners  does  not  state 
whether  all  the  property  owners  adjacent  must  file  such 
agreement,  or  whether  a  majority  will  be  sufficient.  It 
does  provide  that  the  work  shall  be  done  without  cost  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  this  would  perhaps  indicate 
that  all  the  adjacent  property  owners  coincide  in  the 
change;  but  whether  such  is  the  intent  of  the  ordinance 
or  not  is  undisclosed. 

For  both  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  therefore,  I  think 
the  proposed  ordinance  is  objectionable,  and  because  of 
the  first  stated  reason  it  is  invalid.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
March  27th,  wherein  you  say  that  you  are  in  receipt  of  a 
letter  from  O.  W.  'Stager,  Superintendent  of  Transporta- 
tion of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Division, 
United  States  Railroad  Administration,  in  relation  to 
demurrage  charges.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  tlie  29th  inst.,  concern- 
ing tin'  claim  of  a  Mr.  McGrarrigle  for  the  difference  be- 
tween his  salary  due  by  the  municipality  and  the  amount 
received  by  him  during  three  months'  absence  while  he 
was  in  the  Second  Officers'  Training  Camp,  the  question 
has  arisen  whether  his  attachment  to  such  camp  is  a  mil- 
itary service  of  the  United  States  within  the  meaning  of 
the  City  ordinances  and  of  the  act  of  1917,  bearing  upon 
that  subject. 

Mr.  McGarrigle  wrote  this  Department  and  was  ad- 
vised that  no  decision  or  opinion  upon  the  question  had 
been  rendered  by  it,  and  he  seems  to  assume  that  fye  ab- 
sence of  any  such  decision  or  opinion  implies  his  right  to 
collect  the  amount  in  question.  Of  course  it  has  no  such 
effect. 

In  the  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Mayor  (copy  of  which  you  enclose,  together  with  a  copy 
of  Mr.  McGarrigle's  letter  to  your  Department),  it  ap- 
pears that  the  Mayor  has  directed  that  employees  of  the 
City  who  wish  to  attend  military  camps  shall  be  granted 
the  necessary  three  months'  leave  of  absence  without  pay. 

In  my  judgment,  such  attendance  at  training  camps  is 
not  the  "military  service  of  the  United  iStates"  within 
tlie  meaning  either  of  the  act  or  the  ordinances,  and  I 
would  therefore  advise  you  not  to  make  the  payment  de- 
manded in  this  instance  unless  the  claimant  can  establish 
his  right  thereto.

Deab  Sie: — In  your  letter  of  April  1st  you  inquire 
with  respect  to  your  duties  in  countersigning  warrants 
for  the  price  of  commodities  furnished  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  which  include  a  charge  of  5  per  cent,  war 
tax,  and  you  enclose  therewith,  as  a  sample,  a  bill  for  $2 
for  enamel,  oil  and  tubing  in  connection  with  a  motor- 
cycle, presumably  owned  by  the  City. 

In  regard  to  this  matter  yon  ask  to  be  advised  whether 
you  wrould  be  justified  in  countersigning  warrants  contain- 
ing such  charges  specifically,  or  whether  the  City  is  ex- 
empt  therefrom;  also,  whether  the  seller  of  such  goods  and 
materials  to  the  City  should  himself  be  compelled  to  pay 
this  tax,  the  last  advice  being  asked  in  order  that  the  De- 
partments purchasing  materials  may  be  so  informed  to 
avoid  the  possibility  of  the  seller  including  the  amount 
of  the  war  tax  in  the  bill  without  specifying  it  partic- 
ularly as  war  tax. 

The  taxes  in  question,  I  presume,  are  those  levied  un- 
der Title  9  of  the  recent  War  Revenue  Act  passed  in  Feb- 
ruary of  this  year.  Under  that  title  it  is  provided  that 
there  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  collected  and  paid  upon  a 
number  of  articles  therein  mentioned,  sold  or  leased  by 
the  manufacturer,  producer  or  importer,  a  tax  equivalent 
to  certain  stated  percentages  of  the  prices  for  which  such 
articles  are  so  sold  or  leased.  It  is  further  provided 
therein,  under  sub-division  (c)  :  ''The  taxes  imposed  by 
this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  to  the  vendor 
at  the  time  of  the  sale,  and  shall  be  collected,  returned 
and  paid  to  the  United  States  by  such  vendor  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  in  'Section  502."  Section  502  ap- 
pears to  be  merely  administrative  in  character  and  would 
have  no  bearing  on  the  questions  submitted  by  you. 
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If  the  City  of  Philadelphia  were  a  private  corporation 
or  a  natural  person  it  would  undoubtedly  be  required  to 
pay  the  tax  as  such  purchaser  of  the  articles,  in  accord- 
ance withlhe  requirements  of  Title  9  of  the  Revenue  Act. 
It  has  been  held,  however,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  case  of  The  Collector  vs.  Day,  11 
Wallace  113,  that  the  United  States  Government  is  con- 
stitutionally disabled  from  levying  taxes  upon  the  means 
or  instrumentalities  of  the  governments  of  the  various 
States,  and  this  includes  the  cities  and  other  political  sub- 
divisions of  the  States.  This  doctrine  has  been  applied  in 
that  and  later  cases  to  the  salaries  of  State  or  municipal 
officers;  to  the  taxation  of  bonds  and  other  obligations  is- 
sued by  the  State  or  its  political  sub-divisions;  powers 
of  attorney;  surety  bonds  and  the  like  instruments  re- 
quired in  the  governmental  affairs  of  the  States  and  cities, 
and  as  to  various  other  taxes  of  this  general  character. 
In  no  case  is  the  seller  to  pay  the  tax.  If  the  'City  is  not 
required  to  pay  it  the  tax  is  not  to  be  paid  at  all. 

I  assume  that  the  articles  or  commodities  to  which  your 
inquiries  relate  are  needed  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
in  pursuance  of  its  business  and  affairs  as  a  municipal 
government,  and  with  respect  to  articles  and  commodities 
purchased,  needed  and  used  for  these  functions,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  they  come  within  the  scope  and  intent 
of  the  various  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  and  the  other  Federal  Courts  which  have 
dealt  with  this  general  subject. 

I  would  instruct  you,  therefore,  to  refuse  to  counter- 
sign warrants  covering  the  imposition  of  such  taxes.

From  inquiries  which  I  have  caused  to  be  made  I  learn 
that  there  are  no  loan  funds  available  to  the  credit  of  the 
Free  Library  at  the  present  time,  the  whole  amount  there- 
of being  under  contract.  I  suppose  it  would  be  possible  for 
Councils  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  this  bill,  but 
inasmuch  as  it  is  filed  by  one  Bureau  of  the  City  govern- 
ment against  what  is  substantially  an  agency  of  that  gov- 
ernment in  charge  of  a  municipal  improvement,  it  would 
seem  to  me  a  useless  formality  to  take  the  money  from 
one  of  the  City's  pockets  to  place  it  in  another  unless  there 
is  some  reason  for  such  a  course  which  has  not  been  made 
plain.

Dear  Sie  : — In  your  letter  of  yesterday  you  ask  for  an 
opinion  whether  a  member  of  the  Police  or  Fire  Bureau, 
for  cause  shown,  can  be  reduced  to  an  inferior  position  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  at  a  time 
when  no  such  position  exists.  I  do  not  see  how  a  mem- 
ber of  either  of  these  forces  could  be  reduced  to  a  non- 
existent position,  and  I  would  therefore  answer  your  ques- 
tion negatively. 

Regarding  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Ryan,  of  February  2, 
1912,  I  think  the  question  passed  on  by  him  a  doubtful 
one,  which  can  be  settled  only  by  a  judicial  decision  where 
that  question  would  be  squarely  raised.  So  far  as  I  am 
aware  this  has  never  been  done. 

The  letter  of  the  9th  inst.  to  you  was  intended  only  to 
elicit  the  facts  so  that  at  the  argument  upon  the  motion 
to  quash  the  mandamus  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  state 
what  the  records  of  your  Department  might  show  in  case 
such  question  should  arise.

Eligibility  iu  Pension  of  Employee  Convicted  of  Crime.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  March  19th  you  refer  to 
the  case  of  a  clerk  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  of  the  City, 
born  in  1853,  who  was  in  the  service  of  the  City  from 
L878  to  L917,  when  he  was  dismissed  because  he  was  ac- 
cused of  embezzlement,  falsifying  books,  and  conspiracy 
to  client  the  City  of  Philadelphia  while  so  employed.  He 
afterward  pleaded  guilty  to  these  offenses  and  was  duly 
sentenced  therefor.  Subsequently  he  was  pardoned,  pend- 
ing- the  term  of  his  sentence,  lie  has  made  application 
for  a  pension,  under  the  act  of  May  20,  1915,  and  you 
inquire,  at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Pensions,  whether 
that  Board  has  authority  "in  approving  or  disapproving 
an  application  for  municipal  pension  under  circumstances 
such  as  appear  in  the  case." 

Without  considering  the  effect  which  the  pardon  of  the 
applicant  would  have  in  the  matter  I  do  not  find  in  the 
act  of  1915  or  the  amendment  thereto  of  July  5,  1917, 
anything  which  gives  the  Board  of  Pensions  discretionary 
power  to  approve  or  disapprove  an  application  for  a  pen- 
sion when  the  applicant  comes  within  the  language  of 
the  act  defining  the  circumstances  under  which  those 
separated  from  the  service  of  the  City  shall  he  entitled  to 
a  pi  nsion.  On  the  contrary,  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
upon  the  subject  are  mandatory  throughout. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  so  far  as  the  language  of 
the  act  is  concerned  the  Board  of  Pensions  has  not  the 
right  of  approval  or  disapproval  as  to  which  your  inquiry 
is  made.

Refusal  of  Contractor  to  Endorse  Assigned  Warrant.

Dear  Sir: — 'The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in- 
quires as  to  the  proper  course  to  be  taken  with  respect  to 
two  claims  against  the  City,  aggregating  $963.46,  arising 
out  of  the  laying  of  a  sewer  in  'Clearfield  street.  It  ap- 
pears that  assessment  bills  in  this  amount  were  given  to 
the  contractor  against  a  church,  which  is  non-assessable, 
and  the  contractor,  Mr.  Robert  P.  Ryan,  assigned  these, 
among  others,  to  J.  Howard  Wilson,  who  as  use  claimant 
has  filed  a  lien  or  liens  thereon.  In  view  of  the  property 
being  unassessable  Councils,  on  March  28,  1919,  in  a 
transfer  ordinance,  set  apart  the  sum  of  $963.16  to  pay 
these  claims,  but  unfortunately  made  the  appropriation  in 
favor  of  the  contractor,  Robert  P.  Ryan,  instead  of  his  as- 
signee, Mr.  Wilson.  The  latter  desires  to  collect  the 
money,  but  Mr.  Ryan  refuses  to  endorse  the  order  for  the 
warrant  to  be  drawn  under  the  appropriation  of  Councils. 

If  the  foregoing  facts  are  correctly  recited,  the  person 
entitled  to  receive  the  warrant  is  undoubtedly  Mr.  Wil- 
son, and  since  the  City  requires  the  assignment  to  itself 
of  the  liens  of  record,  this  cannot  be  done  without  Mr. 
Wilson's  assent.  On  what  ground  the  contractor  refuses 
to  endorse  the  warrant  is  not  apparent,  and  before  the 
City  lays  itself  open  to  a  second  claim  for  the  same  funds 
I  think  Mr.  Ryan  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  ap- 
pear and  make  known  the  reason  for  his  refusal,  and 
whether  he  maintains  that  he  has  any  claim  against  the 
City,  in  spite  of  his  assignment  thereof  to  Mr.  Wilson. 
Should  he  neglect  to  avail  himself  of  this  opportunity, 
or  should  it  appear  that  he  makes  no  claim  to  the  money, 
I  think  the  first  course  suggested  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Surveys  should  be  followed;  that  is,  the  Bureau  of 
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Survcvs  would  be  justified  in  drawing  a  warrant  to  the 
order  of  J.  Howard  Wilson  as  assignee  of  Robert  P. 
Ryan  and  delivering  the  same  to  him  upon  his  assignment 
of  the  liens  to  the  iCity  of  Philadelphia,  in  which  case  the 
City  Controller  would  be  justified  in  countersigning  the 
warrant  so  drawn.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Ryan 
should  appear  and  indicate  that  he  makes  any  claim  to 
the  fund,  the  City  should  not  presume  to  decide  between 
them  but  should  leave  them  to  settle  their  differences  be- 
tween  themselves.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  power  to  demote 
a  policeman  or  fireman,  without  trial,  to  a  position  for 
which  there  is  no  vacancy,  I  regret  that  we  seem  to  have 
misunderstood  each  other  in  our  earlier  correspondence. 
I  do  not  believe  this  could  be  done,  because  such  a  demo- 
tion would,  for  all  practical  purposes,  be  a  dismissal,  or 
at  least  a  suspension,  which,  under  the  act  of  1885,  can 
only  be  effected  in  pursuance  of  or  pending  a  trial.  If, 
with  their  present  tendencies,  the  Courts  would  in  any 
case  permit  a  demotion  without  trial,  I  feel  sure  they 
would  not  do  so  when  there  would  be  no  vacancy  which 
the  demoted  man  might  fill.

Bridge  Over  Delaware  Hirer. 

Philadelphia,  April  2.^,  1919.

Dear  Sir: — You  send  me  copy  of  Senate  Bill  Xo.  553,. 
providing  for  the  erection  and  construction  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
of  a  bridge  over  the  Delaware  river,  connecting  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  City  of  Camden,  etc. 

Concerning  this,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  you  in- 
quire whether  the  City,  under  the  act,  will  be  compelled 
to  make  an  immediate  appropriation;  how  does  the  bill 
commit  the  City  financially;  and  whether  we  can  "use 
the  State  appropriation  before  an  appropriation  is  made 
by  the  City." 

The  theory  of  the  act  is  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  Common  wealth  are  to  bear  equally  the  cost  of  the 
land  and  approaches  on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the 
bridge,  and  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  superstructure 
thereof.  The  only  portions  of  the  bill  having  an  imme- 
diate bearing  upon  the  inquiries  you  make  are  the  follow- 
ing : 

"Be  it  Enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Commonwealth  of 
.  Pennsylvania  agrees  to  join  therein  (that  is,  in  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  Delaware  river,  be- 
tween Philadelphia  and  'Camden),  on  condition  that 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  will  bear  onedialf  of  the 
cost  of  the  hind  and  approaches  on  the  Pennsylvania- 
side  and,  share  equally  with  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  in  the  one-half  cost  of  the  superstruc- 
ture of  said  bridge,  it  being  the  intention  of  this  act 
that  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  contribute  as  their  share 
of  said  bridge  the  cost  of  the  land  and  approaches  on 
the  Pennsylvania  side,  and  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the 
superstructure  of  the  bridge."      (Section  1.) 
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The  proviso  to  Section  I  being  the  section  authorizing 
the  Joinl  Commission  to  have  the  plans,  maps  and  sur- 
veys prepared  and  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  land 
and  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  which  proviso  is  as 
follows : 

"And  Provided  further,  That  said  Joint  Commis- 
sion shall  not  proceed  to  exercise  or  carry  out  any 
authority  or  power  herein  or  hereby  given  if  beyond 
the  extent  to  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
have  appropriated  or  made  available  to  said  Com- 
mission the  moneys  hereinbefore  stipulated  as  the 
share  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  providing  the 
cost  of  acquiring  land  for  the  approaches  io  and  the 
election  and  construction  of  the  approaches  and  the 
superstructure  of  said  bridge,  said  moneys  to  be  dis- 
bursed on  warrants  drawn  by  the  said  Joint  Commis- 
sion on  the  City  Treasury  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  and  pay- 
able by  the  City  Treasurer  to  said  .Joint  Commission 
on  vouchers  duly  submitted  to  him  by  the  Joint  Com- 
mission, and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  pay 
said  warrants." 

And  Section  12  of  the  Bill,  which  is  in  these  terms: 

"That  the  sum  of  three  million  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (3,750,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  said  Joint  Commission, 
of  which  suni  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
i  750,000)  dollars  shall  be  available  during  the  year 
beginning  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nineteen,  and  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty,  and  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars  shall  be  avail- 
able each  year  during  the  two  succeeding  years." 

From  these  excerpts  it  appears  that  the  Commonwealth 
agrees  to  join  in  the  construction  of  the  bridge  only  on 
condition  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  will  hear  one-half 
of  the  cost  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania's  share,  and  it  is 
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provided  that  the  Joint  Commission  shall  not  proceed  to 
exercise  or  carry  out  any  authority  or  power  beyond  the 
extent  to  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  ap- 
propriated or  made  available  the  moneys  stipulated  as  the 
City's  share. 

From  these  provisions  it  would  seem  that  no  distinct 
legal  obligation  is  laid  by  the  statute  on  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia to  join  with  the  State  in  the  proposed  improve- 
ment, but  on  the  contrary,  that  the  action  of  the  State  is 
to  be  conditioned  on  the  voluntary  act  of  the  City  in  co- 
operating therein  on  the  terms  stated  in  the  act.  Further- 
more, that  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  authorized  is  so 
limited  that  it  shall  not  proceed  faster  than  the  City  of , 
Philadelphia  shall  have  appropriated  the  share  of  the 
cost  stipulated  to  be  borne  by  it. 

The  bill,  therefore,  does  not  of  itself  commit  the  City 
financially  or  compel  it  to  make  an  immediate  appropria- 
tion, though  by  virtue  of  the  proviso  above  cited  to  Sec- 
tion 4,  the  Joint  Commission  cannot  proceed  to  incur  ex- 
penses beyond  the  extent  to  which  the  City  shall  have  con- 
tributed its  share. 

While  no  provision  is  made  for  acceptance  on  the  part 
of  the  City,  I  do  not  doubt  that,  should  the  City  assent  to 
this  method  of  financing  the  structure,  either  expressly 
or  by  making  an  appropriation,  an  obligation  will  arise 
for  it  to  furnish  its  share  of  the  money.  Such  ac- 
quiescence in  the  proposition,  coupled  with  the  terms  of 
the  act,  would  constitute  a  legal  commitment  of  the  City 
to  the  conditions  for  meeting  its  share  of  the  expense  of 
the  bridge  for  which  the  act  provides ;  and  such  commit- 
ment would,  I  think,  be  chargeable  by  law  as  an  accretion 
to  the  City's  debt  and  as  a  consequent  deduction  from  its 
borrowing  power. 

Answering  your  inquiries,  therefore,  I  would  say  that 
by  the  terms  of  the  bill  standing  by  themselves,  the  City  is 
not  compelled  to  make  an  immediate  appropriation,  nor 
is  it  financially  committed;  also,  that  the  State  appropria- 
tion cannot  be  used  before  an  appropriation  is  made  by 
the  City,  but  should  the  'City  make  an  appropriation,  it 
would  be  bound  by  the  requirements  of  the  act. 
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As  already  seen,  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  State  is 
•00,  of  which  $750,000  shall  be  available  during 
the  year  from  June  1,  1919,  to  May  31,  1920,  and 
$1,5.00,000  during  each  of  the  two  succeeding  years — the 
expenditure  of  this  sum  being  conditional  upon  the  City's 
appropriating  and  making  available  such  amounts  as  may 
be  necessary  to  keep  pace  with  the  City's  duty  to  provide 
its  proportionate  share  of  the  money  so  expended. 

~No  limitation  of  the  ultimate  cost  of  the  bridge  is  em- 
braced in  the  bill. 

To  summarize: 

1.  As  the  bill  is  drawn,  the  City  is  under  no  financial 
or  other  obligation  in  the  premises  until  it  shall  accept  its 
terms,  either  directly  or  by  making  an  appropriation. 

2.  Upon  doing  either,  however,  an  obligation  would 
rest  upon  the  City  to  provide  its  share  of  the  funds  as  the 
act  requires  it  to  do. 

3.  And  this  would  add  to  its  debt  and  thereby  dimin- 
ish its  capacity  to  borrow  money  for  other  purposes. 

4.  That  unless  the  City  is  prepared  to  respond  to  these 
requirements  and  obligations,  it  should  not  accept  the 
provisions  of  the  act  or  make  any  appropriation  in  ac- 
cordance therewith. 

The  State  has  appropriated  the  sum  of  $3,750,000, 
of  which  $750,000  is  to  be  available  in  the  year  beginning 
June  1,  1919,  and  $1,500,000  during  each  of  the  two  suc- 
ceeding years.  The  use  of  this  appropriation  is  condi- 
tioned upon  the  City's  appropriating  and  making  avail- 
able the  amounts  stipulated  as  the  City's  share  in  pro- 
viding the  cost  of  acquiring  land  for  the  approaches  to 
and  the  erection  and  construction  of  the  approaches  and 
the  superstructure  of  the  bridge.

The  contract  does  not  require  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Law  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  you  should 
have,  as  a  matter  of  record,  a  letter  from  the  Solicitor  for 
the  County  Commissioners,  approving  the  contract  as  to 
form,  etc.     Contract  returned  herewith.

Abatement  of  Nuisance;  Private  Drain.

Dear  Sir: — It  appears  from  your  communication  of 
April  24th  that,  in  abating  a  nuisance  due  to  water  in  the 
cellar  of  premises  No.  2043  North  Twelfth  street,  the 
cause  was  found  to  be  a  private  drain  which  had  orig- 
inally been  constructed  to  receive  the  drainage  on  the  east 
side  of  Twelfth  street,  between  Diamond  and  Norris 
streets;  that  a  sewer  has  since  been  constructed  in  Twelfth 
street,  and  some  of  the  properties  which  were  formerly 
connected  to  the  private  drain  have  severed  their  connec- 
tion therewith  and  are  now  drained  into  the  sewer.  Other 
properties  in  the  same  block  continue  to  use  the  private 
drain. 

The  opinion  of  this  Department  is  asked  as  to  whether 
th<-  cost  of  abating  the  nuisance  should  be  distributed 
among  all  of  the  said  properties  or  only  among  those  still 
connecting  with  the  private  drain. 

Assuming  that  the  other  properties  were  disconnected 
with  the  drain  and.  connected  with  the  sewer  before  the 
nuisance  in  question  arose,  the  expense  of  the  abatement 
thereof  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  divided  only  among 
those  properties  which  still  connect  with  and  use  the  drain 
which  caused  the  nuisance.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
April  19th,  wherein  you  enclose  copy  of  an  Agreement 
between  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  and 
the  City,  with  a  view  to  complying  with  the  order  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  dated  January  7,  1919,  which 
order  provides  for  the  physical  connection  of  the  City's 
Frankford  Elevated  structure  with  the  structure  of  the 
Philadelphia  Sapid  Transit  Company. 

In  this  connection  you  are  advised  that  the  City  has 
no  authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  of  this  character 
without  an  ordinance  of  Councils  first  authorizing  it  and 
making  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the  purpose.  If 
such  an  ordinance  should  be  passed,  embodying  the  terms 
of  a  contract  of  this  character,  the  City  would  have  the 
necessary  authority  to  enter  into  it. 

Unless  'Councils  otherwise  provide,  the  contract  should 
be  executed  by  the  Mayor.  The  ordinance  of  July  20, 
1916  (page  185),  to  which  you  refer  is  not,  in  my  judg- 
ment, a  sufficient  authority  for  your  Department  to  enter 
into  such  an  agreement.  There  should  be  an  ordinance 
specifically  authorizing  it  and  making  an  appropriation 
of  the  required  funds. 

I  return  herewith  the  contract  and  plans.

Vacation  of  Sansom   Street.

Dear  iSir: — In  reference  to  your  letter  of  April  16th, 
wherein,  on  behalf  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Finance 
and  Surveys,  you  refer  to  this  Department  a  copy  of  an 
ordinance  proposing  to  strike  Sansom  street,  between 
Sixth  and  Seventh  streets,  from  the  City  plan,  stating 
that  the  Committee  desires  to  know  whether  the  ordinance 
''gives  ample  protection  to  the  City  in  all  respects" — I 
have  carefully  examined  the  provisions  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  and  have  made  inquiry  in  respect  to  various 
matters  pertinent  thereto.  As  a  result  of  these  inquiries, 
I  deem  it  my  duty  to  place  before  the  Committee  certain 
information  thus  obtained. 

In  substance  the  ordinance,  in  addition  to  various  other 
matters,  would  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  so  vacate 
Sansom  street,  from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street ;  in  considera- 
tion of  which  a  new  and  costly  building  of  the  Public 
Ledger  Company,  to  be  erected  on  Chestnut  street,  is  to 
front  on  the  line  of  the  street  now  upon  the  confirmed 
( 'ity  plan,  sixty  feet  wide,  without  cost  to  the  City  for 
any  damages  therefor.  The  building  is  also  to  recede 
from  the  present  line  of  Sixth  street  a  distance  approx- 
imately of  eleven  feet  at  Sansom  street  and  thirteen  feet 
at  Chestnut  street,  thus  giving  the  City  increased  traffic 
space  and  fire  protection  without  cost  to  it. 

With  respect  to  the  Chestnut  street  frontage,  I  am  ad- 
vised by  the  District  Surveyor  that  all  of  the  buildings 
now  on  Chest  nut  street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh 
streets.,  already  recede  one  foot  behind  the  sixty-foot  line 
of  the  street  now  on  the  confirmed  City  plan,  and  have 
been  so  located  for  many  years. 

The  deed  of  conveyance  to  the  Public  Ledger  Company 
of  the   property   at   the    Southwest   corner   of   Sixth    and 
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Chestnut  streets  of  a  front  of  eighty-four  feet  on  Chest- 
nut street,  made  in  1902,  calls  for  Chestnut  street  sixty 
Peel  wide  at  its  north  abuttal. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is  unlikely  that  damages  could 
now  be  recovered  from  the  City  upon  the  erection  of  a 
new  building  thirty  feet  south  of  the  middle  line  of  Chest- 
nut street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets.  The  situa- 
tion at  present  existing  would,  with  little  doubt,  imply 
that  a  dedication  to  the  City  of  the  strip  necessary  to  the 
sixty-foot  width  of  Chestnut  street  has  already  taken 
effect,  and  this  element  of  the  consideration  moving  to 
the  City  may  therefore  probably  be  disregarded. 

The  real  estate  experts  of  the  Road  Bureau  of  this  De- 
partment have  estimated  the  value  of  the  strip  on  Sixth 
street,  thirteen  feet  wide  at  Chestnut  street  and  eleven 
feet  wide  at  Sansom  street,  at  $64,860. 

On  the  other  hand,  those  experts  value  the  bed  of  San- 
som street,  from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street,  at  $15  per  square 
foot,  or,  for  an  area  of  15,840  square  feet  (40  ft.  x  396 
ft),  approximately  at  $237,600. 

The  latter  valuation  is  based  upon  the  assumption  that 
the  piece  of  land  now  in  the  bed  of  Sansom  street  is  to  be 
regarded  as  a  free,  clear  piece  of  real  estate,  without  re- 
spect to  any  of  the  easements  or  incumbrances  which  are 
to  be  reserved  by  the  City  under  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance. It  is  recognized  that  such  easements  or  limita- 
tions of  the  use  of  the  premises  would  materially  reduce 
their  subsequent  value. 

It  is  also  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  new  building  is  to 
be  elected  by  the  Philadelphia  Ledger  Company  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $5,000,000.  This  will  not  only  add 
greatly  to  the  architectural  beauty  of  Chestnut  street  in 
that  locality,  but  will  bring  into  the  City  Treasury  an- 
nually a  substantial  sum  arising  from  the  enhanced  valua- 
tion for  purposes  of  taxation,  of  the  property  as  thus  im- 
proved, on  the  entire  block,  from  Chestnut  street  to  what 
is  now  Sansom  street,  and  from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street. 

The  foregoing  facts  are  submitted  for  the  guidance  of 
the  Committee  and  of  Councils  in  determining  upon  the 
advisability  of  passing  the  suggested  ordinance.     Should 
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it  be  deemed  proper  thai  this  ordinance  be  adopted,  pur- 
suant to  the  request  for  suggestions  to  protecl  the  City,  I 
would  submit  the  following: 

'"  one  of  the  provisos  under  Section  1.  a  bond  is  di- 
rected to  be  filed,  within  one  year  of  the  approval  of  the 
ordinance,  indemnifying  the  City  from  any  and  all  dam- 
ages for  the  striking  nl'  iSansom  streel  from  the  City  plan 
and  its  ultimate  vacation.  I  think  that  the  amount  of 
this  bond  should  be  fixed  by  Councils  and  only  its  form 
lefl  to  the  approval  of  this  Department. 

I  would  also  advise  that  the  proviso  of  the  ordinance 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "within  one  year  of 
the  approval  of  this  ordinance"  in  both  the  first  and  sec- 
ond proviso  to  S.vtion  1.  The  bond  should  be  filed  and 
the  agreement  entered  into  at  once,  or  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

A  deed  of  dedication  for  the  strip  of  ground  on  Sixth 
street  should  be  required.  The  stipulation  for  a  waiver 
of  damages  with  respect  to  'Chestnut  street  may  be  re- 
tained, although,  as  stated  above,  I  believe  the  probability 
of  a  recovery  of  damages  from  the  City  on  this  head  is 
remote. 

As  now  drawn,  the  ordinance  would  permit  the  un- 
restricted building  of  structures  under  and  over  what  is 
now  Sansom  street,  except  that  head  room  of  fourteen  feet 
must  be  provided  for  the  overhead  structures.  This 
would  give  the  Curtis  Publishing  Company  and  the  Pub- 
lic Ledger  Company  the  right  to  bridge  the  entire  street, 
from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street,  thus  leaving  a  mere  tunnel 
between  the  two  latter  streets. 

I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  the  intention  of  those  Com- 
panies thus  to  bridge  the  entire  space,  or  whether  it  is  the 
desire  of  Councils  that  so  broad  a  privilege  should  be 
granted.  If  it  is  decided  to  limit  the  bridging  of  what  is 
now  a  public  street,  the  maximum  number  or  width,  or 
both,  of  the  overhead  structures  should  be  designated',  as 
well  as  the  headway  space  as  now  provided  for. 

The  agreements  and  covenants  to  be  made  by  the  Com- 
panies should  be  stipulated  as  running  with  the  land,  in 
order  to  prevent  a  possible  future  owner  from  claiming 
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that  they  are  merely  personal  in  their  nature  and  should 
extend  to  their  respective  successors  and  assigns. 

It  should  he  determined  and  set  out  in  the  ordinance 
whether  the  City  or  the  Curtis  and  Ledger  Companies 
are  to  be  at  the  expense  of  paving,  repaving,  repairing, 
lighting,  and  otherwise  caring  for  this  piece  of  ground, 
which  will  partake  somewhat  of  the  double  character  of  a 
public  highway  and  of  a  piece  of  private  property. 

And  there  should  be  a  clause  providing  for  the  liability 
of  these  'Companies,  or  whichever  one  is  to  assume  this 
burden,  for  damages  to  person  or  property  suffered  in  or 
upon  the  site  of  the  present  street,  and  indemnifying  the 
City  from  any  such  liability.  A  clause  of  that  character 
may  be  somewhat  in  the  following  form: 

"Provided,  however,  That  the 

Company  (or  Companies),  its  or  their  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  in  consideration  of  the  striking  from 
the  City  plan  or  vacating  of  Sansom  street,  from 
Sixth  to  Seventh  street,  to  be  liable  for  any  and  all 
damages  that  may  accrue  by  reason  of  any  injury  to 
person  or  property  occurring  in  or  upon  the  said  va- 
cated street  howsoever  the  same  may  arise;  and  the 
said ,  its  (or  their)  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  hereby  assume  all  such  liability, 
and  in  the  event  of  recovery  therefor  against  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  of  damages  for  any  cause  whatso- 
ever so  arising,  the  said its 

(or  their)  successors  and  assigns,  agree  forthwith  to 
pay  the  said  damage  or  to  reimburse  and  save  the 
'City  of  Philadelphia  harmless  therefrom." 

The  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  the  structures  in 
the  street,  either  of  the  City  or  of  Public  Service  Com- 
panies, is,  I  think,  somewhat  too  narrow.  This  requires 
that  the  'City  of  Philadelphia  be  permitted  at  all  times  to 
maintain  and  operate  the  municipal  structures  now  in 
said  street  and  to  enter  upon  the  bed  of  the  same  and  re- 
new, repair,  and  operate  the  said  structures. 

This  should  be  added  to  by  a  requirement  to  permit  the 
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laying,  operation,  maintenance  and  renewal  of  any  other 
municipal  structures  hereafter,  for  it  is  impossible  to 
forecast  what  structures  of  this  character  rimy  be  neces- 
sary or  advisable  to  locate  in  what  is  now  Sansom  street 
at  some  time  in  the  future. 

With  reference  to  the  Public  Service  Corporations,  the 
privilege  reserved  is  that  those  "now  having  structures 
within  the  lines  of  the  said  street"  shall  be  permitted  "at 
any  and  all  times  to  enter  therein  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
pairing and  operating  such  structures;  to  respect  all 
rights  granted  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  any  of  the 
said  Public  Service  Corporations  until  such  rights  may 
be  relinquished  and  the  said  structures  abandoned."  It 
may  be  thought  advisable  that  this  be  amended  by  extend- 
ing it  to  other  public  service  corporations  which  do  not 
at  present  have  structures  within  the  lines  of  the  street,  or 
to  other  structures  of  those  now  enjoying  that  privilege. 

This,  of  course,  is  a  matter  for  the  determination  of 
Councils,  but  the  subject,  both  of  the  structures  of  the 
Public  Service  Corporations  and  of  the  City,  may  per- 
haps have  especial  importance  in  view  of  the  proposed  use 
of  Ohestnut  street  for  a  subway,  thus  limiting  the  space 
available  for  all  such  structures  therein  and  of  possible 
uses  of  Walnut  street  which  might  narrow  the  use  of  that 
highway  for  underground  structures. 

Should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  provide  for  the  vaca- 
tion of  this  street,  the  foregoing  suggestions  occur  to  me 
as  proper  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  City.

Status  of  City  Employees  with  Respect  to  Bonus.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
effect  of  the  proviso  to  the  ordinance  of  December  27, 
1918,  providing  additional  compensation  to  certain  em- 
ployees of  the  City  and  County,  which  proviso  enacts — 
"that  said  additional  compensation  shall  not  be  given  to 
those  whose  salaries  or  wages  have  been  increased  since 
July  1,  1918,"  in  my  opinion  the  effect  of  this  proviso  is 
limited  by  its  terms  to  those  increases  which  took  place 
since  July  1,  1918,  and  before  the  date  of  the  ordinance, 
to  wit: — December  27,  1918.  The  language  has  no  ref- 
erence to  subsequent  increases  of  wages  or  salaries.  If 
the  request  for  an  increase  should  therefore  now  be 
granted  this  would  not,  I  think,  debar  those  granted  such 
increase  from  participating  in  the  bonus  provided  for  in 
the  ordinance,  nor,  should  some  of  the  present  employees 
resign  or  be  removed  from  service  after  such  increase, 
would  the  proviso  prevent  the  new  employees  at  the  in- 
creased rate  from  being  entitled  to  the  bonus.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  draft  of  an  ordinance 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by  the  City  of 
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Philadelphia  for  $12,750,000,  which  you  have  submitted 
i"  me  with  the  inquiry  whether  ii  is  affected  in  any  way  by 
the  act,  recently  signed  by  the  Governor,  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  Section  8,  Article  9,  of  the  Constitution  as 
amended,  and  prescribing  the  method  for  determining  the 
amounl  which  may  be  deducted  in  ascertaining  the  bor- 
rowing capacity  of  the  City  by  excluding  so  much  of  the 
debl  as  shall  be  incurred  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  pub- 
lic improvements  with  an  annual  current  net'  revenue. 

1  liat  a.t  provides  for  procedure  in  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  to  carry  it  into  effect,  and  until  such  proceed- 
ings arc  taken,  1  think  it  has  no  effect  on  the  ordinance 
m  question  apart  from  which  it  docs  not  in  any  way  alter 
the  language  to  be  contained  in  any  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  borrowing  of  money. 

I  notice,  however,  that  in  the  ordinance,  provision  is 
made  for  negotiating  the  loan  "either  by  popular  subscrip- 
tion or  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  by  advertise- 
ment." In  this  connection  I  would  call  your  attention 
to  the  act  of  July  6,  1917,  which  requires  municipal  cor- 
porations borrowing  money  and  issuing  bonds  therefor, 
except  for  temporary  loans,  to  sell  the  same  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder  after  public  notice  by  advertisement, 
once  a  week,  for  three  weeks  in  at  least  one  newspaper  of 
general  circulation. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  words  "either  by 
popular  subscription  or"  be  stricken  from  the  ordinance.

Survey  Plan;  Sired  not  Plotted.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  trans- 
mits to  this  Department  a  request  of  the  Surveyor  and 
Regulator  of  the  Tenth  District  for  an  opinion  whether 
he  should  furnish  survey  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  row 
of  garages  fronting  on  Allengrove  street,  in  compliance 
with  the  request  of  the  owner  of  the  property  on  which 
the  buildings  are  proposed  to  be  erected. 

It  appears  that  Allengrove  street  is  not  on  the  City 
plan  in  the  location  in  question,  and  I  gather  that  it  has 
never  been  plotted  as  a  'City  street.  It  is  at  present  phys- 
ically opened  fifty  feet  wide  to  within  eighty-seven  feet 
of  Duffield  street,  but,  by  reason  of  these  eighty-seven  feet 
being  closed,  it  does  not  run  through  from  street  to  street 
but  is  what  is  known  as  a  dead-end  street.  It  further  ap- 
pears, from  the  statement  of  the  District  Surveyor,  that  it 
was  not  physically  opened  in  the  year  1890.  In  1S82  the 
owner  of  the  property,  not  including  the  eighty-seven  feet 
above  referred  to,  made  a  plan  on  which  Allengrove  street, 
fifty  feet  wide,  was  laid  out  up  to  the  eighty-sevcn-foot 
line,  from  Duffield  street,  and  sold  property  in  accordance 
with  said  plan,  a  part  of  which  property  is  now  owned  by 
the  applicant  for  the  desired  surveys,  who  has  also  become 
the  owner  of  property  on  the  corner  of  Duffield  and  Har- 
rison streets,  the  latter  being  the  next  street  to  the  south 
or  southeast,  and  overlapping  her  ground  on  Allengrove 
street  nine  feet  three  inches. 

The  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  page  121,  provided 
that  after  its  passage  no  street  should  be  accepted  or 
placed  upon  the  City  plan  unless  running  from  one  public 
street  to  another  and  in  a  straight  line ;  and,  by  Section  2, 
it  was  made  unlawful  for  the  various  departments  of  the 
City  to  issue  permits  for  the  erection  of  buildings,  the 
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introduction  of  gas,  water,  etc.,  or  to  make  surveys,  or 
give  lines,  or  in  any  manner  to  countenance  the  erection 
of  buildings  fronting  on  such  streets  should  they  not  be 
coin  in  pons  in  a  straight  line  from  one  public  street  to 
another. 

By  an  ordinance  passed  on  June  9th  of  the  same  year, 
page  213,  however,  it  was  provided  that  the  ordinance  of 
April  8,  1890,  should  not  apply  to  any  street  that  was  on 
the  <  ity  plan  or  that  was  actually  or  legally  opened  at 
the  time  the  ordinance  of  April  8th  was  passed. 

As  already  seen,  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  stales  that 
Allengrove  street  was  not  on  the  City  plan  or  actually 
sd  in  L890.  I  do  not  think  it  was  "legally"  opened 
at  that  time,  for  the  mere  dedication  by  the  making  of  a 
plan  and  selling  of  lots  in  accordance  therewith,  cannot 
effect  the  opening  of  a  street  unless  the  City  accepts  it  or 
thereto,  which  does  not  appear  to  have  been  the 
case,  a1  least  prior  to  the  date  of  the  said  ordinances.  So 
far  as  the  ordinances  of  1890  are  concerned,  therefore, 
these  standing  alone  would  not  authorize  the  building  of 
the  garages  in  question,  or  permit  the  giving  of  surveys 
for  that  purpose. 

But  the  act  of  May  3,  1009,  P.  L.  416,  authorizes  and 
directs  Councils  of  cities  of  the  first  class  to  place  on  the 
( 'ity  plan  '"all  streets  which  have  been  laid  out  and  opened 
for  twenty-one  years  and  which  are  less  than  thirty  feet 
in  width  or  have  dead  ends,  or  which  do  not  extend  in  a 
straight  line  from  one  street  to  another;  whereupon  such 
streets  shall  become  public  highways,"  and  all  inconsist- 
ent acts  are  repealed.  This,  of  course,  is  a  repealer,  in 
the  circumstances  stated  in  the  act,  of  the  earlier  act  of 
June  (i,  1  ^71,  Section  3,  P.  L.  1353,  insofar  as  the  latter 
prohibits  the  addition  to  the  confirmed  plan  of  any  street 
not  extending  from  street  to  street  as  a  thoroughfare. 

It  d'>os  not  appear  from  the  communication  of  the  Sur- 
veyor whether  Allengrove  street  has  or  has  not  been  laid 
out  and  opened  for  the  necessary  period  of  twenty-one 
years  required  by  the  act  of  1909.  If  so,  it  would  be  the 
duty  of  Councils,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
that  act,  to  place  the  street  upon  the  City  plan  in  spite  of 
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the  tact  that  it  does  not  run  through  from  street  to  street, 
and,  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys,  as  the  executive  branch  of  the  City 
government  in  such  matters,  would  be  under  the  duty  of 
plotting  the  street  in  accordance  with  such  councilmanic 
direction  (Whetherill  vs.  Railroad  Co.,  195  Pa.  156), 
and  thereupon  the  application  for  the  surveys  in  question 
should  lie  granted. 

I  do  not  refer  to  the  act  of  June  7.  1015,  P.  L.  9^7, 
which  provides  for  the  erection  of  garages  of  a  certain 
character,  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  on  the  rear  of  lots, 
provided  that  they  front  on  an  alley  or  driveway  ten  (10) 
feet  wide.  This  statute  does  not  seem  to  be  applicable 
because  the  ground  in  question  is  not  on  the  rear  of  ap- 
plicant's lot  at  the  corner  of  Harrison  and  Duffield  street-. 
the  two  parcels  being  contiguous  only  for  the  short  dis- 
tance of  about  nine  (9)  feet. 

I  return  herewith  Plans  A  and  C,  kindly'  sent  me  with 
the  inquiry ;  Plan  B  was  stated  to  have  also  been  enclosed, 
but  I  did  not  find  it.

Extension  of  a  "Dead  End"  Street.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  Engineer  of  the -Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys writes  me,  under  date  of  12th  inst..  with  reference 
to  the  extension   of    Perth   street    through    t<»    Bainbridge 

Street. 

It   appears  that  a   Welfare  Association  has  proposed   to 
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place  this  street,  among  others,  on  the  City  plan,  dedicat- 
ing said  streets  to  (lie  City,  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  locality  of  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Bainbridge  streets. 
withoul  expense  tn  the  City,  providing  the  proper  en- 
abling authority  be  given  by  Councils.  It  is  proposed  to 
extend  Perth  street  of  its  present  width  of  20  feet  through 
to  Bainbridge  street.  Perth  street  is  a  twenty-foot  wide 
street  on  the  City  plan,  extending  northward  from  Pem- 
berton  street  to  a  dead  end,  and  it  is  from  this  dead  end 
to  Bainbridge  street  that  the  extension  is  intended  to  be 
made,  this  being  done  in  the  interest  of  promoting  public 
health  and  in  clearing  out  the  interior  of  this  block,  so  as 
to  give  better  air  and  light. 

'Idie  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  cites  the  provisions 
of  the  acts  of  April  2  1 ,  1855,  and  of  June  0,  L871,  and 
asks  the  following  questions: 

"First.  Does  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  21, 
L855,  establish  a  minimum  width  of  streets  to  be 
placed  upon  the  City  plan,  except  as  modified  by  the 
act  of  May  iJ:!,  1893,  and  May  3,  1909,  or 'is  it 
merely  a  building  regulation." 

In  my  judgment,  the  Act  of  18.").'.  regulates  buildings 
merely  and  does  not  relate  to  the  laying  out  of  streets  or 
the  placing  of  them  on  the  City  plan. 

"Second,  ('an  the  extension  of  the  said  Perth 
street,  from  its  present  dead  end  to  Bainbridge 
street,  he  placed  upon  the  City  plan  of  the  width  of 
twenty   feet  under  present   acts  of  Assembly  '" 

I  think  Perth  street,  from  its  present  dead  end  to  Bain- 
bridge street,  may  he  placed  upon  the  City  plan,  assum- 
ing that  the  assent  of  Councils  to  this  course  may  he  ob- 
tained; otherwise  the  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890  (p. 
124),  would  prevent  this  being  done.  The  act  of  April 
21,  ls.".;».  would  not  interfere  with  the  plotting  of  this  ex- 
tension, nor  does  the  act  of  1^71  have  that  effect.  On  the 
contrary,  so  far  as  that  act  is  concerned,  the  extension  of 
the  street  now  having  a   dead  end   SO  that    it    will    run   in  a 

straight  line  from  street  to  street  is  in  accordance  with  the 
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spirit  of  the  last  named  act,  and  furthers  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  evidently  adopted. 

"Third.  If  it  is  so  placed  upon  the  plan,  is  it  a 
new  street,  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  185 5, 
or  can  it  be  considered  as  an  extension  of  a  part  of 
the  old  street  and  be  built  upon  to  the  twenty-foot 
line  ?" 

I  think  it  makes  little  difference  whether  this  be  called 
an  extension  or  a  new  street.  It  is  clearly  within  the 
meaning  of  that  part  of  the  act  of  1855  which  deals  with 
''any  street,  alley  or  court  hereafter  to  be  laid  out,"  and 
for  that  reason,  when  buildings  come  to  be  erected  on  the 
street,  if  such  should  ever  be  the  case,  they  must  recede  a 
sufficient  distance  on  each  side  to  make  a  street  twenty- 
five  feet  wide. 

"Fourth.  If  it  must  be  looked  upon  as  an  en- 
tirely new  street,  can  buildings  fronting  on  Bain- 
bridge  street  and  flanking  on  Perth  street,  or  front- 
ing on  a  parallel  street  and  running  through  as  a 
continuous  building  to  Perth  street,  be  built  to  the 
twenty-foot  line  as  per  opinion  of  City  Solicitor  War- 
wick of  10-11-1890,  page  59,  or  must  they  recede  to 
a  twenty-five-foot  line,  as  per  opinion  of  'City  Solic- 
itor Evan  of  3-11-1913,  page  118?" 

The  distinction  between  the  words  "shall  front  upon 
any  street,"  etc.,  used  in  the  first  portion  of  the  act  of 
1855,  and  "erected  on  any  street,"  etc.,  as  used  in  the  next 
sentence,  is  obvious.  'The  opinion  of  1913  to  which  you 
refer  seems  to  have  been  far  more  carefully  considered 
than  that  of  1890,  which  is  very  brief,  and  in  which  the 
difference  in  the  language  of  the  act,  as  used  in  reference 
to  the  two  different  subjects  to  which  it  applies,  appears 
not  to  have  been  considered.  I  therefore  prefer  the  latter 
opinion  and  believe  that  whether  the  front  of  the  building 
faces  the  street,  or  whether  the  rear  or  side  wall  does  so, 
in  either  case  a  recession  to  the  twenty-five-foot  line  must 
be  made.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  May  17th,  relative  to 
House  Bill  No.  361  and  Senate  Bill  No.  551,  is  at  hand. 

The  provisions  of  these  bills  relative  to  the  payment  of 
costs  are  similar.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  those  para- 
graphs of  the  bill  which  provide  for  the  imposition  of 
costs  ou  the  county  are  extremely  dangerous  because  it 
would  result  in  a  very  large  expense  to  many  counties.  I 
believe  that  the  paragraphs  are  wrong  since  they  would 
give  magistrates,  in  cases  of  assault  and  battery,  as  great 
a  power  as  is  now  possessed  by  a  jury.  No  one  man 
should  have  the  power  to  say  arbitrarily  the  case  is  or  is 
not  hastily  and  unjustly  brought.  Furthermore,  these 
bills  would  give  the  magistrate  power  to  discharge  the 
defendant  but  impose  the  costs  on  him.  I  believe  this  is 
placing  too  much  power  in  the  hands  of  the  magistrates; 
the  bill  should  be  defeated  and  every  effort  exerted  to  that 
end. 

The  provision  of  Section  1  of  House  Bill  No.  361  is 
substantially  the  same  as  the  present  law.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  Senate  Bill  Xo.  1126 
which  you  send  me,  being  an  act  to  amend  Section  1  of 
the  act  of  May  11,  1901,  which  itself  was  an  amendment 
to  the  act  of  April  2,  1868,  the  purpose  of  the  present 
proposed  act  being  to  eliminate  the  provisions  of  the 
former  acts  which  require  the  payment  of  a  certain  per- 
centage of  the  fees  of  county  officers  into  the  county 
treasury,  you  ask  what  will  be  the  effect  of  this  proposed 
act. 

The  original  act  of  1868,  amended  by  the  act  of  1001, 
so  as  to  require  the  payment  into  the  county  treasury  for 
the  use  of  the  counties  after  deducting  necessary  clerk 
hire  and  office  expenses  50  percentum  of  the  amount  in 
excess  of  the  sum  of  $2,000,  contained  a  proviso  to  the 
effect  that  the  act  should  not  apply  to  the  counties  of 
Allegheny,  Lancaster,  Montgomery,  Philadelphia,  Beaver 
and  Washington.  By  later  legislation  the  act  was  ex- 
tended to  Montgomery  County,  Lancaster,  County,  and 
perhaps  Allegheny  County,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  extended  to  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  which 
County  is  governed  by  other  legislation  with  reference  to 
the  fees  of  prothonotaries,  etc. 

It  would  appear  from  this  that  Senate  Bill  N"o.  1126 
would  not  affect  the  affairs  of  the  City  or  County  of 
Philadelphia. 

I  return  herewith  the  copy  of  the  proposed  act  which 
you  kindly  sent  me.

$10  for  failure  to  remove  after  notice,  and  an  added  pen- 
alty of  $1  a  day  for  each  day  thereafter,  and  I  have  drawn 
the  amendment  accordingly.  If  this  is  deemed  too  severe, 
however,  the  form  of  ordinance  can  readily  be  modified.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  Secretary  writes  me  with  reference 
to  House  of  Representatives  Bill  No.  1022,  which  has 
recently  been  enacted  to  provide  for  the  licensing  and 
regulation  of  dance  halls,  etc.  He  desires  to  know 
whether  the  City  shall  pass  an  ordinance  to  put  the  act 
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into  effect,  and  whether  the  act  gives  you,  as  Mayor,  the 
right  to  make  rules  and  regulations,  or  whether  it  is  nec- 
essary that  an  ordinance  should  be  passed  giving  this  au- 
thority. He  also  requests  that  if  any  ordinance  be  neces- 
sary that  this  Department  prepare  it. 

The  act  in  various  places  speaks  of  rules,  regulations, 
ordinances  and  laws,  but  does  not  specifically  require  that 
an  ordinance  be  passed.  On  the  contrary,  I  think  it  indi- 
cates that  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  act  may 
be  made  without  an  ordinance.  However,  in  order  to 
have  no  possible  question  on  this  subject,  I  would  suggest 
that  a  general  ordinance  be  passed,  giving  power  to  the 
Mayor  to  enforce  the  act,  and  to  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  that  purpose. 

I  have  prepared  an  ordinance  in  these  general  terms 
which  I  submit  to  you  herewith.

Dear  .Sir: — You  transmit  for  an  opinion  as  to  its 
legality  a  proposed  ordinance  to  authorize  the  paving  of 
certain  streets  by  the  United  States  Shipping  Board, 
Emergency  Eleet  'Corporation.  The  ordinance  in  ques- 
tion provides  for  the  paving  of  iSeventy-first  and  Seventy- 
second  streets,  between  Buist  and  Elmwood  avenues,  by 
the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation,  the  work  to  be  done 
at  stipulated  prices  for  the  paving  and  the  incidental 
curbing. 
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Section  three  (3)  provides  flint  "The  City  shall,  upon 
completion  of  this  paving  by  the  Emergency  Fled  Cor- 
poration, prepare  assessment  bills  a1  the  prices  agreed 
upon,  and  shall  in  this  case  colled  the  cost  of  the  paving 
directly  from  the  owners  of  the  properties  respectively 
fronting  on  said  streets." 

It  does  not  appear  thai  advertisements  for  bids  have 
been  invited  for  the  contract  for  this  work  and  let  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  as  required  by  law;  and  I  as- 
sume thai  this  has  not  been  done.  If  such  assumption  be 
correct,  1  think  a  defense  by  the  abutting  property  own 
ers  to  the  liens  to  be  filed  for  this  work  would  probably  be 
made  on  that  ground,  and  if  made,  this  defense  would  de- 
bar the  City  from  the  collection  of  the  cost  from  such 
owners.

You  call  my  attention  to  this  fact  and  to  the 
fact  that  no  vacancy  occurred  in  a  lieutenancy  in  that  Bu- 
j-eau  until  May  15th,  from  which  time  he  has  been  paid 
by  warrants  in  the  usual  way.  Some  question  now  arises 
whether  he  can  be  paid  by  warrant  for  the  time  between 
April  21  and  May  15,  1919,  there  being  sufficient  money 
in  the  salary  item  to  provide  for  this  period.

Dear  Sir  : — From  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.  it  ap- 
pears that  there  has  been  delivered  to  the  Municipal  Re- 
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pair  Shop,  Bureau  of  Tiro,  a  50-horscpower,  direct  cur- 
rent motor,  which  has  been  paid  for  but  has  never  been 
installed  or  used  in  any  way.  It  is  now  found  that  the 
motor  is  too  large  for  the  purposes  of  the  shop  and  the 
contractor  who  supplied  it  is  willing  to  exchange  it  for  a 
30-horsepower  motor,  together  with  a  number  of  smaller 
motors;  that  the  latter  can  be  of  service  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Repair  Shop  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  exchange 
be  made. 

You  ask  as  to  the  proper  method  for  proceeding  to  make 
this  arrangement. 

I  do  not  think  that  you  have  the  power  to  arrange  for 
an  exchange  except  in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  or 
resolution  of  Councils  authorizing  that  course  to  be  fol- 
lowed. It  would,  perhaps,  be  well  to  have  the  contractors 
write  you,  stating  the  number  and  character  of  the  motors 
which  they  are  willing  to  exchange  for  the  50-horsepower 
motor  in  question,  and  have  a  resolution  of  Councils 
passed  embodying  the  terms  of  the  exchange.

Payment  of  Soldier's  Salary;  Uncertainty  as  to  being 
Dead  or  Alive.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property 
inquires  with  respect  to  one  Robert  Anderson,  employed 
in  that  Bureau,  who  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army 
in  1917.  His  wife  has  received  from  the  City  the  differ- 
ence between  his  pay  iu  the  army  and  his  usual  compensa- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  ordinances  so  providing.  He 
appears  to  be  reported  as  missing,  and  whether  alive,  and 
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if  so  where  lie  ma}'  be,  is  uncertain.  His  wife  has  not 
been  given  the  advantage  of  any  insurance  with  the  War 
Risk  Insurance  Bureau,  and  at  each  pay  period  Mrs, 
Anderson  makes  an  affidavit  as  to  the  rate  of  pay  he  re- 
ceives as  a  soldier  in  the  United  States  Army  and  that 
he  is  alive. 

You  ask  advice  as  to  what  should  be  done  in  this  case 
and  whether  the  payments  by  the  City  should  be  con- 
tinued to  be  paid  to  her  indefinitely. 

The  status  of  this  man  seems  to  be  unknown  or  very 
vaguely  indicated.  He  is  presumed  to  be  alive  until  some 
evidence  is  forthcoming  to  the  contrary,  and  on  this  pre- 
sumption, and  because  Mrs.  Anderson  makes  the  affidavits 
in  question,  he  should  not  be  treated  for  the  present  as  if 
dead. 

I  think  you  should  write  the  War  Department  at  Wash- 
ington and  endeavor  to  learn  definitely  whether  Mr.  An- 
derson is  alive  or  not,  and  until  you  ascertain  that  he  is 
not  alive  the  payments  should  be  continued,  at  least  until 
some  other  condition  should  arise,  by  reason  of  the  de- 
mobilization of  the  army,  or  otherwise.  The  fact  that  the 
War  Risk  Insurance  Bureau  has  not  listed  him  or  paid  to 
his  wife  or  widow  any  insurance  would  indicate  that  the 
death  of  the  soldier  has  not  been  established.

Proposed  Ordinances  Affecting  Sub-Contractors,  etc.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  copies  of  proposed  ordi- 
nances  "For  the  protection  of  sub-contractors,  material 
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men  and  laborers  who  furnish  material  or  labor  in  the  con- 
si  ruction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  of  pavements  con- 
structed and  laid  under  private  contract  with  (lie  owners 
of  private  property,  with  the  consent  of  the  Director  of 
tbe  I  tepartment  of  Public  Works,"  and  "An  Ordinance  to 
amend  an  ordinance  approved  March  30,  1896,  entitled 
'An  Ordinance  for  the  protection  of  sub-contractors,  as 
well  as  for  persons  furnishing  materials  and  labor  for 
the  construction  of  buildings  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  for  any  other  City  work.'  "  These  drafts  are  sub- 
mitted to  me  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the 
Dn-ector  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  whose  letter 
to  yourself  you  enclose,  together  with  reports  to  him  bv 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Bureaus  of  Highways  and  Surveys. 

The  Erst  mentioned  ordinance,  as  its  title  indicates,  ex- 
tends the  provisions  of  existing  ordinances  to  work  done 
by  contract  with  the  owners  of  abutting  property  in  the 
pavmg  of  the  highways  and  the  laying  of  sewers.  These 
structures  become  a  part  of  the  public  systems  of  paving 
and  sewerage  of  the  City,  and  the  contracts  are  alreadv 
required  to  be  executed  under  the  supervision  and  accord- 
ing to  the  specifications  designated  by  the  Citv  authorities 
and  to  conform  to  the  usual  requirements  with  respect  to 
these  works. 

_  In  my  opinion,  the  extension  of  the  obligation  to  fur- 
nish penal  bonds  for  the  protection  of  sub-contractors, 
etc.,  to  such  contractors  is  within  the  power  of  the  Citv, 
and  I  therefore  think  the  proposed  ordinance  for  that 
purpose  is  a  legal  and  valid  exercise  of  that  power. 

The  ordinance  to  amend  the  ordinance  of  189G,  provid- 
ing for  bonds  commonly  called  penal  bonds,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  sub-contractors  and  others  furnishing  work 
and  material  to  contractors  with  the  City,  changes  the 
existing  law  upon  the  subject  in  four  particulars. &  It  in- 
creases the  amount  of  the  bond  to  the  full  sum  of  the  con- 
sideration for  which  the  contract  is  drawn;  it  provides 
that  the  penal  bond  shall  apply  not  only  to  labor  and  mate- 
rial actually  entering  into  the  structures  which  are  the 
subject  of  the  contract,  as  has  heretofore  been  required, 
but  also  provides  security  for  the  payment  of  "any  and 
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all  sums  which  may  be  due  for  any  supplies  or  materials, 
or  for  the  use  of  any  machinery  or  equipment  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  performance  of  the  said  work  and  the 
construction  of  said  buildings,  although  not  incorporated 
in  the  said  work  or  building."  It  provides  for  the  change 
of  the  time  within  which  suit  may  be  brought  on  the 
penal  bond  to  one- year  from  the  completion  of  the  work 
instead  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  bond,  and  it 
further  requires  that  written  notice  shall  be  given  of  the 
delivery  of  the  material  and  performance  of  the  work  to 
the  original  contractor  with  the  City  within  sixty  days 
from  the  delivery  of  the  last  of  the  material  or  comple- 
tion of  the  work. 

In  my  opinion  all  of  these  are  proper  subjects  of 
amendment,  and  the  last  three  are  of  undoubted  merit. 

As  to  the  first  mentioned  change  in  the  existing  ordi- 
nance— that  increasing  the  amount  of  the  penal  bond — I 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Chiefs  of  the  Bu- 
reaus of  Highways  and  'Surveys  regard  these  changes  as 
harmful  and  unwise.     The  latter  states : 

"The  effect  of  this  will  be  to  double  the  cost  of 
bonds  for  contracts  for  $5,000  and  under  and  in- 
crease to  ten  times  the  cost  for  bonds  for  contracts 
over  $250,000,  and  a  proportionate  increase  for  con- 
tracts between  these  sums.  This  would  prevent 
many  reliable  and  capable  contractors  from  bidding 
on  work  involving  large  sums,  owing  to  their  in- 
ability to  finance  such  heavy  bonds,  thereby  seriously 
affecting  the  principle  of  competitive  bidding." 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  large  increase  in  the 
cost  thus  referred  to  while  originally  placed  upon  the  con- 
tractor must  ultimately  be  borne  by  the  ;City,  together 
with  the  contractor's  profit  on  the  added  sum.  This  con- 
sideration, however,  goes  rather  to  the  expediency  than 
to  the  legality  of  the  suggested  change.  If  'Councils  deem 
it  wise  to  pass  the  amending  ordinance,  I  do  not  think  it 
would  be  open  to  any  objection  "from  the  legal  stand- 
point."

Extension  of  Time  Limit.  South   Philadelphia   Improve- 
ment Contract.

Deak  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  yester- 
day, concerning  the  South  Philadelphia  Improvement 
contract,  and  enclosing  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  it  appears  that  under  the  agree- 
ment in  question,  dated  March  23,  1914,  provision  was 
made  for  the  completion  of  the  work  within  a  period  of 
live  years.     It  was  further  provided  that: 

"In  the  event  of  delay  due  to  failure  to  obtain 
right-of-way  for  railroads  required  or  to  be  con- 
structed, or  to  strikes,  injunctions  or  other  causes 
beyond  the  control  of  the  railroad  companies  or  the 
City,  or  to  the  delay  of  the  City  in  making  sufficient 
appropriations,  suitable  extension  beyond  five  years 
shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  City  and  the  railroad 
companies." 

The  Chief  of  the  Survey  Bureau  suggests  that  some- 
thing ought  to  be  done  by  'Councils  in  the  event  of  the 
work  not  being  carried  out  in  the  specified  time,  and  you 
ask  what  the  procedure  should  be  in  the  premises  to  pro- 
tect the  City's  interests. 

Since  the  matter  has  been  fixed  by  the  terms  of  a  con- 
tract between  the  City  and  the  other  parties  thereto,  and 
since  in  the  language  above  quoted  Councils  have  already 
provided  for  an  extension  of  the  terms  in  the  circum- 
stances specified,  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  that  those 
bodies  should  make  further  provision  in  this  case.  The 
•contingency  of  the  work  being  unfinished  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  five  years  having  arisen,  and  from  causes  beyond 
the  control  of  the  Railroad  Companies  or  the  City — which 
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I  assume  to  be  the  case — the  necessary  extension  can  be 
made  by  mutual  agreement,  which  should  be  the  subject 
of  a  new  and  supplemental  contract  between  the  same 
parties  as  executed  the  original  one. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  negotiations  between 
the  City  and  the  other  parties  to  fix  the  term  of  the  ex- 
tension be  begun  at  once,  as  the  five-year  period  originally 
stipulated  has  already  expired.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  answer  to  the  inquiry  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  under  date  of  June  14, 
1919,  with  reference  to  the  right  of  the  United  States 
Government,  acting  through  the  Postmaster  General,  to 
increase  the  telephone  charges  payable  by  the  City,  in 
spite  of  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  the  City  and 
and  the  Bell  Telephone  'Company,  I  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  decisions  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
bearing  upon  this  subject  and  I  conclude,  from  the  lan- 
guage and  scope  thereof,  that  the  power  has  been  con- 
ferred by  act  of  Congress  upon  the  Government,  to  reg- 
ulate the  rates  of  charge  and,  incidentally,  to  increase 
such  rates  in  its  discretion.  It  will  be  noted  that  this  is 
done  by  the  authority  of  the  Government  and  not  by  the 
Bell  Telephone  Company,  which  is  paid  a  certain  com- 
pensation by  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  its  various 
structures,  and  whose  revenues  therefore  are  not  affected 
by  this  change  in  the  tariff.     For  that  reason  I  fear  that 


the  pity  of  Philadelphia,  like  other  telephone  users  op- 
erating  under  contracts  with  the  Company,  is  not  pro- 
tected by  the  terms  of  such  contract  against  the  increased 
rates.  It  is,  of  course,  to  be  remembered  that  the  control 
of  the  telephone  systems  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment is  bul  temporary.

If  the  photographs  are  of  the  character  sent  me  with 
your  communication  (and  which  I  herewith  return  at 
your  request),  I  think  there  is  no  danger  of  any  "prosecu- 
tion" arising  from  the  taking  and  publication  thereof.  It 
is  quite  possible,  however,  that  some  unusually  sensitive 
person  or  persons  might  institute  proceedings  in  equity 
to  enjoin  the  circulation  of  their  photographs,  but  I  can 
only  suppose  that  this  would  occur  in  specially  aggravated 
cases. 

The  result  of  any  such  procedure  would  be  more  or  less 
uncertain,  depending  largely  upon  the  facts  involved  in 
tiie  particular  instance.

of  the  vault  undisturbed  and  subject  to  the  use  of  the  prop- 
erty owner,  as  it  was  before  the  taking  of  the  portion 
which  the  City  needs  for  subway  purposes.

Purchase  of  Property  by  Park  Commission,  Subject  to 
Mortgage.

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  July  8th, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Park  Commission, 
it  appears  that  by  said  resolution,  which  is  dated  Feb- 
ruary 13,   1918,  it  was  resolved  to  purchase  the  lot  of 
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ground  on  the  northeast  side  of  Wissahickon  avenue, 
about  22 5  feet  northwest  of  Carpenter  street,  adjoining 
Fairmount  Park,  "if  it  can  be  secured  upon  terms  satis- 
factory, and,  if  not,  that  said  lot  shall  be  appropriated  for 
public  park  purposes." 

Yon  are  in  receipt  of  a  voucher  and  warrant  from  the 
Park  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  property,' 
containing  about  four  and  one-half  acres,  for  the  sum 
of  $51,450  and  subject  to  a  mortgage  of  $65,000. 

You  ask  to  be  informed  whether  the  law  permits  the 
acquisition  of  property  in  the  manner  above  described, 
thereby  entailing  an  annual  fixed  charge  upon  the  revenue 
of  the'  City. 

It  has  been  frequently  decided,  both  in  this  State  and 
elsewhere,  that  the  acquisition  of  property  by  a  municipal 
corporation,  subject  to  a  mortgage,  or  pledged  as  security 
for  a  debt  of  the  City,  although  it  be  specitically  provided 
that  the  general  funds  of  the  'City  shall  not  be  liable  there- 
for, is  the  creation  of  a  debt.  Such  is  the  rule  in  Penn- 
sylvania under  authority  of  the  cases  of  Brown  vs.  Corry, 
175  Pa.  528-  .McKinnon  vs.  Mertz,  225  Pa.  85;  Lesser 
vs.  Warren  Borough,  237  Pa.  501,  and  in  other  iStates  the 
same  rule  prevails,  as  has  been  decided  in  Baltimore  vs. 
Gill,  31  Md.  375;  Newell  vs.  People,  7  K".  Y.  9;  Browne 
vs.  Boston,  179  Mass.  321,  and  numerous  other  cases. 

You  will  recall  that  when  the  Poerderer  property  was 
purchased,  at  the  corner  of  Broad  and  Arch  streets,  the 
unpaid  installments  of  ground  rent  payable  thereon  have 
always  been  carried  by  you  as  a  debt  of  the  City. 

Unless  Councils  have  specitically  authorized  the  crea- 
tion of  a  debt  in  this  manner,  I  do  not  think  that  the  Park 
Commission  has  the  authority  to  take  that  step. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  proposed  arrangement 
will  not  only  entail  an  annual  fixed  charge  upon  the  rev- 
enue of  the  City,  as  you  state,  but  will  also  involve  the 
creation  of  a  debt  by  the  Park  Commission,  and  presum- 
ably without  authority  from  Councils.  Moreover,  it  does 
not  appear  to  me  that  the  purchase  of  the  property  sub- 
ject to  mortgage,  as  is  proposed,  accords  with  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Park  'Commission,  which  does  not  purport  to 
authorize  that  course. 
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I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  you  should  not  lend 
your  sanction  to  the  transaction  and  should  accordingly 
refuse  to  countersign  the  warrant  in  question.

Use  of  Loan  Funds  to  Improve  Leased  Properly.

Deak  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.  you  ask  for 
an  opinion  whether  there  is  any  objection  to  the  payment 
out  of  loan  funds  for  general  improvements  to  a  property 
rented  by  the  Bureau  of  Police.  The  property  in  ques- 
tion is  1222-24  South  Broad  street,  and  the  lease  is  dated 
January  21,  1919,  for  eleven  (11)  months  from  Febru- 
ary 1st  of  that  year,  with  the  privilege  on  the  part  of  the 
City  of  a  renewal  for  three  years  additional  from  January 
1,  1920,  the  rental  being  $1,000  per  annum. 

From  your  letter  it  appears  that  these  premises  are 
rented  by  the  City  for  traffic  stables  for  the  Bureau  of 
Police,  and  it  is  proposed  to  pay  for  constructive  improve- 
ments thereto  out  of  Item  190  loan  appropriated  by  ordi- 
nance of  July  20,  1916,  page  182,  from  the  loan  author- 
ized by  ordinance  of  June  29,  1916,  page  134,  of 
$42,450,797. 

The  loan  ordinance  provides  an  item  "toward  the  pur- 
chase of  ground  for  and  erection  and  construction  of  and 
repairs  to  police  and  fire  stations,  $550,000,"  and  the  or- 
dinance of  July  20,  191G,  appropriates  to  the  Bureau  of 
Police,  Item  190,  loan  "toward  the  purchase  of  ground 
for  and  the  erection  and  construction  of  and  repairs  to 
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police  stations,  $345,000."  There  is  a  similar  appropria- 
tion to  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  from  the  same  item,  of 
$205,000.  The  two  together  exhausted  the  $550,000  bor- 
rowed by  virtue  of  the  loan  ordinance  as  above  mentioned. 

I  do  not  find,  either  in  the  loan  ordinance  or  the  ap- 
propriating ordinance,  any  authority  for  using  the  funds 
so  borrowed  and  appropriated,  or  any  part  of  them,  for 
repairs  or  constructive  work  on  traffic  stables  leased  to 
the  City.  Such  stables  are  not  police  stations  or  fire  sta- 
tions within  the  intendment  of  these  ordinances,  and  the 
money  borrowed  for,  the  erection  and  construction  of  and 
repairs  to  the  latter  cannot  be  employed  otherwise  than 
upon  premises  which  may  properly  be  characterized  as 
police  or  fire  stations. 

As  requested,  I  return  herewith  the  lease  which  you 
were  kind  enough  to  enclose  with  your  letter.

Abolition  of  State  Quarantine.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  5, 
1919,  informing  me  that  your  office  has  been  advised  that 
the  Governor  of  the  State  has  signed  House  Bill  No. 
1587,  entitled  "An  Act  to  discontinue  the  State  Quaran- 
tine, abolishing  all  offices  and  places  connected  therewith, 
including  the  State  Quarantine  Board,"  etc. ;  further  re- 
ferring to  the  fact  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health 
has  forwarded  to  you  this  act  of  Assembly,  commenting 
thereon  to  the  effect  that  it  discontinues  the  State  Quaran- 
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tine,  and  repeals  the  ac1  of  June  5,  L893,  P.  L.  293,  and 
the  act  of  July  1,  L895,  I*.  L.  419;  and  stating  further, 
in  the  appropriation  of  Councils  for  the  year  1919,  there 
were  contained  items  for  the  Clued'  Clerk  to  the  Health 
Officer,  one  at  $1,200,  and  for  Assistant  Clerk  to  the 
Health  Officer,  one  at  $900,  and  inquiring  as  to  the  status 
of  these  two  clerks. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  desire  to  state  that  Section  5  of  the 
said  act  of  June  5,  L893,  P.  L.  293,  which  as  above  stated, 
has  been  repealed  by  the  new  law,  provides  as  follows: 

"Section  5.  The  Health  Officer  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement 
shall  establish  a  public  office  at  or  within  three 
squares  of  the  custom  house  in  said  city,  to  be  known 
as  the  quarantine  office1,  which  shall  be  open  from 
nine  ante  meridian  until  five  post  meridian  through-  v 
out  the  year,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted,  where- 
at all  masters  and  captains  of  vessels  may  deliver  the 
health  certificate  required  by  law,  or  make  affidavit 
as  to  the  health  of  the  vessel  as  hereinafter  provided. 
All  certificates  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  in  good 
order,  and  a  register  shall  be  kept  of  all  vessels  and 
the  names  of  captains  or  masters  to  whom  the  same 
are  granted,  and  the  ports  from  which  the  vessels 
respectively  sailed.  He  shall  collect  all  fees,  as  here- 
after provided,  and  issue  a  health  ticket.  All  fees 
collected  by  him  shall  be  paid  over  monthly  to  the 
State  Treasurer.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  State, 
as  the  salaries  of  other  State  officers  are  paid.  He 
shall  perform  all  services  now  required  of  him  by 
»  xisting  laws,  except  as  they  are  altered  by  this  act, 
for  which  he  shall  continue  to  receive  the  salary  now 
provided  by  law.  He  shall  have  the  authority  to  ap- 
point three  clerks,  one  to  be  paid  a  salary  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars  by  the  State1,  one  to  be 
paid  a  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  a  salary  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  City,  in 
equal  monthly  payments." 
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The  new  act  of  Assembly,  in  its  first  section,  provides 
as  follows: 

•"That  the  State  quarantine,  as  provided  for  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  is  hereby  discontinued 
and  determined,  and  the  State  Quarantine  Board, 
the  office  of  Quarantine  Physician,  the  office  of 
Health  Officer  for  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  and  all 
offices,  places  and  appointments  held  under  the  State 
Quarantine  Board  are  hereby  abolished." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  repeal  of  the  above  act  of 
L893  discontinued 'and  determined  the  'State  Quarantine 
Board,  the  office  of  the  Health  Officer  for  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  three  subordinate  positions  men- 
tioned in  Section  5  of  the  act  of  1893,  above  quoted  in 
full.  These  positions  under  the  Health  Officer,  which  in- 
clude the  clerkships  as  to  which  you  inquire,  no  longer 
exist ;  both  the  Health  Officer  and  the  three  clerks  men- 
tioned in  Section  5,  as  above,  have  no  further  duties,  and, 
holding  no  position  under  the  State  or  City,  are  not  en- 
titled to  any  salary.  The  fact  that  the  two  clerks  referred 
to  are  paid  by  the  ( 'ity  docs  not  affect  their  positions  in 
this  respect.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  form  letter 
from  your  iSecretary,  dated  July  11,  1919,  enclosing  an 
ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Law  and  the  City  'Commissioners,  and  in  relation  to  the 
Law  Department,  to  pay  the  bill  of  William  H.  Hargest, 
for  professional  services  in  connection  with  the  property 
tax  litigation  growing  out  of  the  proceedings  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  Provident  Life  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, and  also  a  bill  to  pay  Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Pierson, 
widow  of  Major  Ward  W.  Pierson,  Harold  S.  iShertz  and 
Florence  IS.  Bellis,  which  professional  services  were 
rendered  in  connection  with  proceedings  before  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  in  securing  a  reduction  in  freight 
rates  for  the  transportation  of  anthracite  coal  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  and  wherein  your  form  letter  asks 
whether  or  not  this  Department  approves  or  not  these 
bills.     The  bills  will  be  discussed  in  their  order. 
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Mr.  Hargest  performed  very  valuable  professional  serv- 
ices in  connection  with  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia and  the  Provident  Life  and  Trust  Company,  and 
at  the  time  this  matter  was  before  Councils  I  addressed 
a  communication  to  Joseph  P.  Gaffney,  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  which  sets  forth  the  facts  so  far  as 
this  Department  is  concerned.  For  your  information  I 
am  attaching  a  copy  of  that  letter  to  this  communication. 

In  relation  to  the  claims  of  Mrs.  Pierson,  on  behalf  of 
her  husband,  Mr.  Shertz  and  Mrs.  Bellis,  I  can  only  say 
that  they  were  employed  by  resolution  of  'Councils  and 
performed  valuable  services,  but  with  the  adjusting  or 
regulating  of  these  fees  this  Department  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do.

Fire  Escape;  Rectory  or  Rooming-House.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection asks  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the  re- 
quirements with  respect  to  the  proposed  building  of  a 
rectory.  It  appears  that  the  plan  of  the  building  shows 
ten  rooms,  and  three  bath-rooms  on  the  third  floor,  and 
the  inquiry  is  whether  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  rooming- 
house  or  as  a  private  residence  within  the  meaning  of  the 
building  inspection  laws. 
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The  ad  of  June  11,  1915,  P.  L.  954,  Section  35,  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

"No  building  of  any  of  the  grades  referred  to 
in  this  act  shall  be  used  for  "human  habitation  unless 
it  is  equipped  with  a  fire  escape  or  fire  escapes,  as  re- 
quired  by   law:     Provided,    That    any   building   of 

such  grades  having  less  than  four  (4)  stories,  and 
used  as  a  rooming-house  or  tenement,  the  third  story 
of  which  shall  contain  not  more  than  live  (5)  rooms 
and  a  bathroom,  and  such  third  story  is  not  occupied 
by  more  than  ten  (10)  persons,  and  has  at  least  one 
stairway  therefrom,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  acts  of  Assembly  requiring  fire  towers 
and  outside  fire  escapes  for  such  buildings,  if  every 
apartment  above  the  second  floor  in  any  of  said  build- 
ings shall  be  equipped  with  a  satisfactory  wire, 
chain,  or  other  safe  fire  escape." 

In  addition  to  this  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  cites  from 
Section  7  of  the  act  of  April  25,  1903,  P.  L.  304.  The 
provisions  of  that  section  relate  to  buildings  of  the  first, 
second  and  third  classes,  to  be  used  as  school  houses,  ten- 
ement houses,  apartment  houses,  flat  houses,  stores,  offices, 
manufactories,  workshops,  mills,  or  places  of  assembly  or 
resort. 

None  of  these  categories  seem  to  me  to  define  or  apply 
to  the  ordinary  uses  of  a  rectory.  Such  a  building  is 
usually  the  residence  of  a  minister  and  his  family.  In 
some  instances  the  rectory  is  used  for  the  habitation  of  the 
priest  in  charge  and  his  assistants,  who  might  perhaps  be 
called  his  official  family. 

The  definition  of  a  rooming-house  in  the  Act  of  1915 
is:  "Any  house  or  building  or  portion  thereof  not  a  lodg- 
ing-house, within  the  terms  of  the  act  of  Assemblv  of  July 
2,  1S95  (P.  L.  42S),  entitled  'An  Act  to  regulate  and 
license  public  lodging-houses  in  the  different  cities  in  this 
Commonwealth,'  and  not  a  tenement  or  inn,  and  in  which 
persons,  either  as  single  individuals  or  as  families,  are 
harbored  or  received,  housed  or  lodged  for  hire  or  other- 
wise for  a  single  day  or  night,  or  for  a  longer  period,  pro- 
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vided  that  this  shall  not  include  a  dwelling-house  where 
less  than  five  persons  are  so  received  or  lodged." 

I  do  not  think  that  within  the  meaning  of  these  stat- 
utory terms  persons  are  usually  eithef  harbored,  received, 
housed  or  lodged  for  hire  or  otherwise,  for  a  single  day  or 
night,  or  for  a  longer  period,  in  a  rectory.  These  words 
would  seem  to  be  directed  to  the  reception  of  individuals 
or  families  for  longer  or  shorter  periods,  not  as  guests  nor 
as  the  members  of  the  family  of  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the' 
household,  but  if  not  actually  for  hire  at  least  "otherwise" 
in  some  similar  sense.  I  do  not  understand,  for  instance, 
that  if  a  man  invites  a  number  of  persons  into  his  house 
for  a  more  or  less  protracted  visit  this  converts  the  prem- 
ises into  a  rooming-house,  whereas,  if  he  receives  them 
not  as  guests,  but  as  lodgers  in  the  way  of  business,  al- 
though the  consideration  may  be  something  other  than 
strictly  a  hiring,  the  attributes  of  a  rooming-house  would 
probably  attach. 

It  seems  to  me  reasonably  clear  that  the  ordinary  rec- 
tory is  neither  a  tenement  house,  a  lodging-house,  nor  a 
rooming-house,  but  unless  some  unusual  circumstances  in 
special  cases  differentiate  it  from  a  private  residence  it  is 
to  be  so  regarded.

Repairs  to  Sewers  ^Yitliout  Bids.

Dear  ISir  : — The  Chief  Engineer,  Bureau  of  Surveys, 
asks  the  approval  of  this  Department  before  proceeding 
with  the  work  of  repairing  certain  breaks  in  the  sewers, 
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l>y  the  employment  of  contractors  for  that  purpose  with- 
out advertising  or  bidding,  and  in  the  absence  of  appro- 
priation sufficient  to  cover  the  contracts  for  the  work. 

It  appears  that  during  the  recent  protracted  rain- 
storm, sewers  on  Dauphin,  at  Twelfth  street,  at  the  inter- 
section of  (iermantown  avenue,  Hancock  and  Allen 
streets,  and  in  Fork  street,  at  the  intersection  of  Howard 
et,  have  given  away. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  circumstances  in  each 
case,  indicating  danger  of  very  serious  damage  and  emer- 
gency conditions  which  would  appear  to  justify  the  doing 
of  the  work  in  spite  of  the  illegal  character  thereof,  owing 
to  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  appropriation,  the  want  of  ad- 
vertising, bidding,  etc.,  and  the  irregularity  of  the  pro- 
ceeding in  every  respect. 

If  the  emergency  is  sufficiently  grave  to  make  the  doing 
of  this  work  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  such 
greater  damage  and  possible  loss  of  property  or  life,  this 
Department  will  not  withhold  its  approval  therefrom,  but 
yourself  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  must  bear  in  mind: 
First,  that  the  contractor  doing  such  work  is  performing 
it  at  his  own  risk,  since  his  dependence  must  be  solely  on 
the  recognition  by  Councils  and  the  Mayor  of  the  moral 
consideration  thus  involved;  and  secondly,  that  yourself 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  in  ordering  such  work  to  be 
•  lone  without  au  appropriation  therefor,  assume  the  risk 
•of  a  personal  liability  to  the  contractor  or  contractors  in 
case  Councils  should  refuse  or  the  Mayor  should  disap- 
prove of  coming  to  his  or  their  relief.  Such  personal 
.liability  can  be  avoided  only  by  having  a  clear  under- 
standing with  the  contractor,  which  should  be  in  writing, 
that  he  will  not  look  to  you  or  to  the  Chief  of  the  Survey 
Bureau  for  reimbursement  if  Councils  or  the  Mayor 
should  not  appropriate  the  necessary  funds.

Provisions  of  New  Charter  as  to  Police  and  Firemen.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  fourteenth  instant  you 
invite  a  discussion  of  the  effect  of  the  new  'Charter  which, 
as  you  state,  makes  a  radical  departure  in  the  practice  of 
the  trial  of  police  officers  and  firemen,  with  reference  to 
the  power  left  to  the  head  of  your  Department  in  main- 
taining discipline  and  in  fixing  penalties  such  as  fines, 
suspensions,  removals,  etc. ;  and  in  this  connection  you 
ask  a  number  of  specific  questions. 

The  provisions  which  appear  to  me  relevant  to  this  sub- 
ject in  the  new  act  are  as  follows : 

The  3d  Section  of  Article  IV  provides  that  "Each  de- 
partment shall  have  power  to  prescribe  rules  and  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  any  law  or  ordinance  or  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  its  own  government,  reg- 
ulating the  conduct  of  its  officers  and  employes,  the  dis- 
tribution and  performance  of  its  business  and  the  custody, 
use  and  preservation  of  the  books,  records,  papers  and 
property  under  its  control." 

The  1st  Section  of  Article  IV  provides  that,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  the  powers,  functions  and  duties  of 
the  executive  departments,  bureaus,  etc.,  shall  continue 
as  now  provided  by  law. 

By  the  3d  [Section  of  the  5th  Article,  your  Depart- 
ment continues  in  the  care,  management,  administration 
and  supervision  of  the  police  affairs  and  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  fire  and  police  forces,  among  other  subjects. 

The  1st  Section  of  Article  XIX  is  as  follows:  .  "From 
and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Article,  all  appoint- 
ments, transfers,  reinstatements,  promotions,  reductions, 
suspensions,  removals  and  dismissals  in  the  Civil  Service 
of  such  City  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
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and   provisions  of   this   Article  and  the  rules  prescribed 
thereunder." 

The  L8th  Section  of  that  Article,  in  the  first  paragraph, 
forbids  the  removal,  discharge  or  reduction  in  pay  or  posi- 
tion of  any  officer,  clerk  or  employee  in  the  classified 
Civil  Service  except  for  just  cause,  which  shall  not  be 
religious  or  political,  and  until  he  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished with  a  written  statement  of  the  reasons  for  such 
action  and  afforded  an  opportunity  to  reply  thereto.  This 
decs  not  differ  from  the  present  Civil  Service  Law.  The 
following  special  provision,  however,  is  made  with  respect 
to  police  officers  and  firemen:  "No  police  officer  or  fire- 
man, except  those  dismissed  during  probationary  period, 
shall  be  removed  or  discharged,  except  for  cause  upon 
written  charges  and  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in 
his  own  defense.  Such  charges  may  be  filed  by  any  supe- 
rior officer  or  by  any  citizen  or  taxpayer,  and  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  filing  be  heard,  investigated  and  de- 
termined by  the  Commission  or  by  one  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, or  by  some  person  or  board  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mission to  hear,  investigate  and  determine  the  same." 
It  is  further  provided  that  the  decision  of  the  tribunal 
thus  fixed  is  to  be  final,  and  upon  certification  must  be 
enforced  by  the  appointing  authority.  This,  of  course,  is 
radically  different  from  the  law  as  established  by  the 
Bullitt  Bill. 

The  same  section  of  Article  XIX  provides,  with  respect 
to  suspensions,  that  "Nothing  herein  contained  shall  limit 
the  power  of  any  superior  officer  to  suspend  a  subordinate 
for  a  reasonable  period,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  pend- 
ing hearing  and  decision.  Every  such  suspension  shall 
be  without  pay.  Provided,  however,  That  the  Commis- 
sion shall  have  authority  to  investigate  every  such  sus- 
pension, and  in  case  of  its  disapproval  it  shall  have  power 
to  restore  pay  to  the  employe  so  suspended." 

By  Seel  ion  23  of  the  same  Article,  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  February  15,  1906,  known  as  the  Shern  Law, 
are  substantially  re-enacted,  with  the  additional  provision, 
however,  that  "Xo  police  officer  or  fireman  of  such  City 
shall  pay  or  give  any  money  or  valuable  thing  or  make 
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any  subscription  or  contribution,  whether  voluntary  or  in- 
voluntary, for  any  political  purpose  whatever." 

By  Section  25  it  is  required  that  any  officer,  clerk,  etc., 
violating'  any  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XIX  shall  be; 
immediately  dismissed  by  the  Mayor  or  head  of  the  De- 
partment,  etc.,  in  which  he  is  employed.  The  employ- 
ment of  any  police  officer  or  fireman  after  such  violation 
is  made  illegal,  and  at  the  suit  of  any  taxpayer  the 
Courts  of  equity  shall  have  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty,  upon  bill  filed  and  proof  of  such  violation,  to 
decree  the  employment  illegal  and  restrain  the  payment  of 
any  compensation  to  the  offender,  and  in  case  of  proceed- 
ings in  equity  no  other  hearing  or  appeal  shall  be  required 
or  allowed. 

The  23d  Article  repeals  absolutely  the  Bullitt  Act,  the 
Shorn  Act  and  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  March  5,  1906. 

It  would  appear  from  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the 
new  statute  and  the  repeal  of  the  legislation  referred  to, 
the  independent  power  to  impose  fines  and  pecuniary 
penalty  upon  policemen  and  firemen  ceases  to  exist,  since 
n't  provision  is  made  anywhere  in  the  act  in  question  for 
such  pecuniary  fines  or  penalties.  You  will  note,  how- 
ever, that  the  power  still  resides  with  each  department  to 
prescribe  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law 
or  ordinance  for  its  own  government,  regulating  the  con- 
duct of  its  officers  and  employes,  the  distribution  and  per- 
formance of  its  business,  etc.  Under  this  statutory  au- 
thority I  believe  that  the  heads  of  the  departments  retain 
the  power  to  provide  a  system  of  fines  and  penalties  by 
general  regulations,  and,  of  course,  in  reasonable  amounts 
with  respect  to  particular  offences.  This  would  seem  to 
be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  discipline  in  the  var- 
ious departments,  and  especially  of  a  department  like 
yours,  dealing  with  large  numbers  of  men  organized  into 
bodies  having  almost  a  military  character.  Under  this 
power  it  would  not  be  proper  to  inflict  any  fine  or  penalty 
unless  pursuant  to  some  regulation  previously  adopted 
applying  the  fine  to  the  particular  offence,  and  the  inquiry 
would  only  be  in  such  cases  whether  the  policeman  or  fire- 
man had  been  guilty  of  the  offence  thus  designated.     The 
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provision  for  the  trial  of  policemen  and  firemen  before 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  or  Commissioner,  or  its 
appointee,  would  no1  relate  to  cases  of  this  character, 
because  thai  requiremenl  of  the  aclj  affects  only  the  pro- 
posed removal  or  discharge  of  an  officer.  The  inquiry 
mighl  be  conducted  by  the  head  of  the  Departmenl  him- 
self, and  the  neeused,  pqliceman  or  (fireman  must  of 
course  be  given  an  opportunity  to  defend  himself. 

With  reference  to  dismissals,  these  cannot  take  place 
except  pursuant  to  a  charge  before  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, either  ;il  the  instance  of-  the  superior  officer  or 
of  an  ordinary  citizen  or  taxpayer.  Unless  the  offence  is 
deemed  adequate  to  justify  such  discharge  or  dismissal 
therefor,  the  matter  should  not  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  by  the  filing  with  it  of 
any  charge.  In  this  connection,  offences  against  the  19th 
Article  of  the  bill  are  set  somewhat  apart  from  other  de- 
linquencies. It  is  provided  that  any  Civil  Service  em- 
ploye shall  be  "immediately"  dismissed  for  a  violation  of 
that  Article  of  the  act,  and  the  employment  of  policemen 
or  firemen  thereafter  is  made  illegal  and  a  special  remedy 
by  a  taxpayer  before  a  Court  of  equity  is  provided  in  the 
latter  instances.  The  act  does  not  provide  who  is  to  de- 
cide or  in  what  matter  whether  a  violation  of  Article  XIX 
has  taken  place  or  not,  unless  on  the  intervention  of  the 
taxpayer  and  the  resulting  suit  in  equity.  A  similar  con- 
dition of  uncertainty  existed  under  the  joint  operation  of 
the  Bullitt  Aci  and  the  Shern  Act.  and  thereunder  the 
question  arose  whether,  upon  an  alleged  violation  of  the 
latter  ad,  the  head  of  the  Department  must  at  once  dis- 
miss the  supposed  offender,  but  in  the  case  of  Common- 
wealth vs.  Smith,  25  D.  R.  701,  it  was  held  that  even 
where  the  violation  of  the  Shern  Act  had  been  alleged 
against  a  policeman  he  could  not  be  dismissed  without 
the  trial  provided  for  in  such  cases  by  the  Bullitt  Act.  In 
my  opinion,  the  same  result  would  follow  from  the  lan- 
guage of  the  18th  Section  and  the  25th  Section  of  the 
new  act. 

As  distinct  from  tines  or  dismissals,  demotions  and  re- 
ductions in  pay  are  not  required  to  be  made  pursuant  to 
anv  action  of  the  Civil   Service  Commission.     They  are. 
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however,  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Section  18  of  Ar- 
ticle XIX,  and  the  person  proposed  to  be  demoted  or  re- 
duced is  entitled  to  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  reply, 
as  under  the  present  practice. 

Suspensions  for  a  reasonable  period,  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  "pending  hearing  and  decision,"  may  be  made 
by  the  head  of  any  department  or  other  superior  officer. 
Such  suspensions  shall  be  without  pay,  unless  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  shall  decide  otherwise,  in  which  case 
the  pay  of  the  suspended  subordinate  shall  be  restored. 
Suspensions  would  probably  be  allowable  either  independ- 
ently or  as  incidental  to  a  proposed  removal.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  the  superior  officer  to  bring  the  subject  to 
the  attention  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  if  the 
suspension  be  incidental  to  the  proposed  dismissal  of  a 
policeman  or  fireman,  which  must  itself  be  authorized  by 
the  decision  of  that  Commission,  the  entire  subject  would 
come  before  it.  In  all  cases,  however,  the  suspended  offi- 
cial may  bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sion, or  it  may  of  its  own  volition  take  cognizance  thereof 
and  investigate  the  matter,  with  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing whether  the  pay  of  the  suspended  City  employe  shall 
or  shall  not  be  restored. 

Taking  up  your  inquiries  severally  I  would  say  in  an- 
swer thereto : 

"1.  Has  the  Civil  Service  Commission  the  authority 
to  try  a  case  where,  even  if  the  man  is  found  guilty,  the 
penalty  would  be  one  less  than  discharge?  If  not,  what 
procedure  should  be  followed  by  the  Commission  when  a 
charge  is  lodged,  and  after  a  hearing  it  is  found  that  the 
penalty  should  not  be  greater  than  a  fine?  Should  the 
Commission  hear  such  a  case  or  should  it  certify  the  case 
to  this  Department  for  determination  and  imposition  of 
the  penalty  ?" 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  acts  only  upon  "the  pro- 
posed dismissal  or  removal  of  policemen  and  firemen. 
Unless  it  is  proposed  to  dismiss  or  discharge  him,  the 
case  of  any  policeman  or  fireman  should  not  be  brought 
before  that  body  by  the  filing  of  charges  either  by  the 
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superior  officer  or  by  a  citizen  or  taxpayer,  [f  a  charge 
i-  odged  w\th  the  Commission  looking  to  the  discharge  of 
:.'  fu'eman  or  policeman,  and  the  Commission,  after  hear- 
".'■"'•  llM,is  |I|;"  the  charge  is  nol  sustained  or  .Iocs  not  jus- 
tify his  dismissal,  it  1ms  no  power  except  so  to  End,  leav- 
ing the  officer  a  member  of  the  Ion-,..  It  could,  perhaps, 
recommend  to  the  head  of  the  Department  thai  some 
Cesser  penalty  be  exacted,  bu1  in  doing  so  the  Commission 
would  simply  be  exercising  an  extra-judicial  function  and 
n>  suggestion  would  not  be  binding. 

"2-  T,1<'  greal  majority  of  cases  which  have  hereto- 
lore  H',,n  1n'''1  by  the  Police  and  Fire  Courts  of  Trial 
have  been  disposed  of  by  the  imposition  of  a  lino  which 
has  been  deducted  from  pay,  and  in  most  cases  there  was 
no  suspension  from  duty.  Does  the  new  act  entirelv 
abolish  the  old  Police  and  Fire  Courts  of  Trial  and  if  so 
,';lv.''  [>  ;ls  tne  Director  of  the  Department ' of  Public 
toalety  the  authority  to  impose  fines  without  a  trial  in 
cases  where  a  less  penalty  than  discharge  is  imposed?" 

The  now  net  entirely  abolishes  the  old  Police  and  Fire 
. ourts  'I1  '  nal-  ^  ou  would  have  no  authority  to  impose 
tines  unless  m  pursuance  of  some  previous  regulation  of 
the  Department  attaching  reasonable  lines  to  specific  of- 
fences. In  such  cases  no  provision  for  a  trial  is  made  bv 
the  act.  Nevertheless,  before  any  person  is  subjected  to 
penalization  lie  is  entitled  to  notice  and  an  opportunity 
to  make  his  defense.  This  is  so  upon  general  principles 
rather  than  from  any  specific  provision  of  the  act. 

"3.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  seems  to  be  no  pro- 
vision m  the  act  relative  to  issuing  subpoenas,  has  the 
Civil  Service  'Commission  the  authority  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  at  the  trial  of  police  officers  and 
firemen  '. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  not  the  authority 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  the  trial  of  police 
otncers  and  firemen.  A  provision  giving  then,  such  au- 
thority was  m  the  earlier  drafts  of  the  act  hnt  was  omitted 
m  the  statute  as  finally  passed  and  approved 
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"4.  The  act  provides  for  suspension  by  the  superior 
officer  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  without  pay. 
If  I  have  the  authority  to  impose  tines  in  cases  less  than 
discharge,  can  said  tines  be  imposed  without  first  suspend- 
ing from  duty  '." 

As  already  seen,  it  would  appear  that  you  have  not  the 
independent  authority  to  impose  fines  except  in  pursuance 
of  some  general  regulation  applicable  to  the  facts  of  the 
particular  ease.  In  the  absence  of  any  such  regulations, 
the  only  method  of  depriving  a  policeman  or  fireman  of 
his  pay  would  be  by  suspension,  and  that,  as  already  seen, 
would  be  subject  to  the  final  decision  of  the  'Civil  Service 
Commission. 

I  trust  the  foregoing  will  sufficiently  answer  your  pur- 
poses. The  interpretation  of  an  act  so  recently  passed,  be- 
ing necessarily  of  first  impression,  must  be  offered,  as  this 
is,  with  diffidence.  The  Courts  may  reach  other  conclu- 
sions should  these  questions  arise,  but  I  have  endeavored 
to  set  forth  what  would  seem  to  be  the  effect  of  the  statute 
upon  the  subjects  embraced  in  your  inquiries.

creeled  by  him  in  the  circumstances  involved  in  the  | 
cut  instance. 

Yon  will  readily  see.  therefore,  that  the  said  contractor 
lias  no  claim  on  the  City  for  the  use  of  the  buildings  by 
your  1  >epart  ment.

Gas  Supply  to  House  of  Corral  ion  by  U.   G.  I.  Co.

Dlak  Sir: — Mr.  Davis,  the  Acting  Director  of  your 
Department,  writes  me  in  reference  to  a  contract  for  re- 
pairing a  sixty- tive-foot  gas  holder  at  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, Ilolmesburg.  It  appears  that  a  great  deal  of  new 
work  was  revealed  when  this  holder  was  emptied,  the  ne- 
cessity for  which  had  not  been  suspected,  and  that  the 
price  for  doing  the  same  will  be  $4,520  instead  of  $1,480. 
In  regard  to  this  yon  have  seen  the  City  Controller  and 
arranged  for  the  doing  of  this  additional  work  and  for 
the  payment  therefor,  in  an  amount  which  is  satisfactory 
to  that  official. 

The  Acting  Director  states  that  it  will  take  six  weeks 
for  the  contractor  to  complete   the   work,   during  which 
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time  the  Department  desires  to  take  every  precaution  for 
insuring  a  supply  of  gas  to  the  citizens  of  Holmesburg, 
and  that  "it  might  be  possible  for  an  arrangement  to  be 
made  with  the  United  'Gas  Improvement  Company,  by 
which  thai  Company  would  connect  with  the  mains  of  the 
Bureau  of  Correction  and  supply  the  gas  required  in  the 
event  of  an  accident  to  the  gas  works  of  the  Bureau  of 
Correction." 

The  opinion  of  this  Department  is  thereupon  asked 
whether  there  is  any  objection  to  making  such  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  if  an 
emergency  of  the  character  in  question  should  arise ;  and 
if  there  be  no  objection,  what  steps,  will  be  required  to 
make  the  arrangement  properly  effective. 

I  think  there  is  no  objection  to  the  emergency  arrange- 
ment concerning  which  the  inquiry  is  made,  and  the  steps 
required  to  make  the  arrangement  effective  would  be  to 
agree  with  th$  Company  to  make  the  necessary  connec- 
tion and  have  such  agreement  put  in  writing  and  executed. 
As  tins  Company  is  the  only  one  that  can  furnish  the  gas 
in  ease  it  should  be  desired,  advertisement  for  bidding 
will  not  be  required.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  two  letters  of  duly  26th,  in 
one  of  which  you  call  my  attention  to  Paragraph  6,  Sec- 
tion 13,  Article  XIX,  of  the  act  of  July  25,  1919,  which 
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authorizes  the  Commission  to  adopt,  amend,  and  enforce 

rules  for  the  classified  service,  and  which  shall   provide: 

"Regulations  governing  the  reinstatement,  within 
one  year,  of  persons  who,  without  fault  or  delin- 
quency on  their  part,  have  resigned  or  have  been  sep- 
arated from  the  service;  Provided,  Thai  persons  who 
have  voluntarily  resigned  from  the  service  shall  not 
be  reinstated  within  six  months." 

In  going  over  the  Civil  Service  Section  of  the  act  I  had 
noted  this  provision.  There  does  nor  appear  to  me  to  be 
any  doubt  aboul  its  meaning.  If  you  wish  advice  relative 
t"  it,  however,  I  would  be  glad  to  learn  on  what  point  such 

advice  is  desired. 

In  youi  other  communication  you  speak  of  an  act,  the 
3d  Section  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"Preference  may  be  given  by  the  appointing  power 
to  all  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  during  times  of  war,  who  have  passed 
the  required  Civil  Service  examinations,  notwith- 
standing the  fad  that  the  names  of  such  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  may  not  be  among  the  four 
names  standing  highest  upon  the  eligible  lists,  as 
hereinbefore  provided.  iSuch  appointment  of  sol- 
diers, sailors  and  marines  may  be  made  without  re- 
gard to  any  age  limitations  now  provided  for  by  law, 
or  the  rules  and  regulations  of  any  board  or  commis- 
sion having  in  charge  Civil  Service  regulations  in 
any  county,  city  or  borough." 

I  call  your  attention  to  Section  14,  Article  XIX,  of  the 
act  of  July  25,  1910,  which  seeks  the  same  end,  and  which 
probably  supersedes  the  act  of  dune  12,  1919,  to  which 
you  refer.  Chat  Section  provides,  among  other  things, 
that: 

"Honorably  discharged  sailors,  soldiers  and 
marines  who  have  served  as  such  in  the  army,  navy, 
or  marine  corps  of  the  Tinted  States,  or  the  National 
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Guard  of  this  Slate,  shall  be  given  full  credit  for 
their  experience  gained  in  such  service,  having  due 
regard  to  the  position  for  which  the  examination  is 
held." 

This,  you  will  see,  purports  to  regard  the  experience 
gained  in  the  service  with  reference  to  the  particular  posi- 
tion to  be  filled.  This  would  probably  not  be  obnoxious 
to  the  Constitution,  provided  there  was  some  relation 
between  the  experience  so  acquired  by  the  applicant  and 
the  duties  of  the  position  which  he  seeks  to  till.

Civil  Service  Provisions  of  New  Charter. 

Philadelphia,  August  1,  1919.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  1st  inst.,  referring  to  certain  of  the  Civil  Service  pro- 
visions of  the  new  City  Charter,  and  in  reply  to  the  re- 
quest for  my  opinion  thereon  would  say: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission,  under  the  new  Charter, 
has  authority  to  grant  a  rehearing  to  a  police  officer  or 
fireman  who  "has  been  discharged  from  the  service  on  its 
order,  and  after  such  a  rehearing,  order  his  reinstatement 
to  his  former  position. 

If  such  a  reinstatment  be  certified  to  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  such  Director  must  com- 
ply therewith.  If  there  be  no  vacancy  existing  at  the 
time,  such  reinstatement  should  at  least  be  made  forth- 
with upon  the  happening  of  the  first  vacancy  thereafter. 
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The  Commission  has  jurisdiction  to  order  such  a  rein- 
statement even  if  the  discharge  from  the  service  had  heen 
made  previously  to  the  effective  date  of  the  new  Charter, 
and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  previously  existing  Po- 
lice and  Fire  ( 'ourts  of  Trial. 

In  the  event  of  a  police  officer  or  fireman  having  been 
discharged  from  the  service  for  cause  he  may  make  ap- 
plication to  the  Commission  for  a  rehearing,  and  should 
do  so  within  one  year.  If  it  be  found  that  he  was  im- 
properly discharged  he  may  be  reinstated. 

A  reinstatement  may  not  be  made  after  one  year  from 
the  date  of  a  resignation  or  separation  from  the  service, 
except,  perhaps,  that  by  a  liberal  interpretation  of  the  act 
it  may  be  said  that  if  the  application  for  reinstatement 
be  made  within  the  year,  and  immediately  before  the  close 
thereof,  sufficient  additional  time  may  be  allowed  to  per- 
mit the  matter  to  be  inquired  into  and  passed  upon.

Dear  Sir  : — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
August  4,  1910,  in  which  you  state  that  your  Department 
advertised  for  and.  on  July  30,  1919,  opened  bids  for  re- 
pairs to  two  buckets;  that  three  bids  were  received  on 
each,  and  that  the  lowest  bidder  inserted  in  its  proposal 
the  clause,  "Will  not  be  bound  by  any  penalty  for  non- 
eompletion  of  contract  in  the  number  of  days  specified," 
and  that  subsequently  this  low  bidder  has  desired  to  have 
this  notation  stricken  off. 
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The  specifications  provide  as  follows: 

"Damages  for  not  completing  within  time  limit. 
For  each  working  day  that  any  work  shall  remain 
uncompleted  after  the  time  specified  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  provided  for  in  these  specifications 
and  the  accompanying  contract  the  sum  of  ten  (10) 
dollars  per  day,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  pro- 
posal form,  may  at  the  option  of  the  Director  be  de- 
ducted from  moneys  due  the  contractor,  not  as  a 
penalty  but  as  liquidated  damages." 

These  specifications  are  a  necessary  part  of  the  entire 
contract,  and  in  making  this  notation  it  may  be  that  the 
bidder  so  presented  his  bid  as  to  make  it  no  bid  at  all. 
However,  it  would  appear  reasonably  clear  that  the  mod- 
ification of  competitive  bids  by  negotiations  between  the 
Director  and  the  bidders  is  absolutely  forbidden,  and  such 
a  change  as  is  suggested  is  at  least  a  modification.  This 
is  even  so  where  the  negotiations  might  appear  to  result 
in  a  benefit  to  the  City.  As  was  said  in  Louchheim  vs. 
Philadelphia,  218  Pa.,  on  page  103: 

"In  the  present  case  the  contract,  it  is  true,  was 
awarded  at  a  sum  below  the  lowest  bidder  in  the  opeu 
competition,  but,  it  was  so  clearly  the  result  of  pri- 
vate negotiation  between  the  Director  and  the  suc- 
cessful contracting  firm,  without  regard  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  open  competitive  bidding  and  the  re- 
quirements of  the  act  of  Assembly  and  the  municipal 
ordinances,  that  the  award  cannot  be  sustained  with- 
out breaking  down  all  those  safeguards  which  the 
Legislature,  the  Courts  and  the  City  have  thrown 
around  the  letting  of  these  contracts." 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  seem  to  be  advis- 
able for  you  to  readvertise.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  L3th  instant, 
which  refers  further  to  the  proposed  expenditure  of 
money  borrowed  and  appropriated  "toward  the  purchase 
of  ground  for  and  construction  of  and  repairs  to  police 
and  fire  stations,"  I  do  nol  think  the  facts  now  stated  by 
you  should  modify  the  opinion  sent  yon  on  July  L0,  1919, 
that  such  funds  cannot  properly  be  used  for  construction 
improvements  to  premises  L222-24  South  Broad  street, 
leased  by  the  City  for  traffic  stables,  but  which  von  ex- 
plain in  your  last  Letter  are  also  intended  for  "traffic  head- 
quarters for  housing  men  as  well  as  horses,  the  men  being 
employed  in  the  traffic  squad  of  the  Bureau  of  Police." 

The  words  "police  and  fire  stations"  are  generally  un- 
derstood to  signify  the  structures  of  that  character  which 
are  owned  by  the  City.  The  loan  by  which  the  money  in 
question  was  secured,  that  of  June  29,  1916,  for  $42,450,- 
7!»7,  required  and  received  the  assent  of  the  electors;  and 
it  is  fairly  inferable  that  both  the  voters  and  the'mem- 
bers  of  Councils  in  authorizing  money  to  be  borrowed 
for  these  expressed  purposes  had  in  view  the  police  and 
fire  stations  belonging  to  the  City.  To  divert 'the  pro 
ceeds  of  the  loan  to  improving  or  repairing  premises 
which  the  City  merely  rents  for  a  period,  leaving  less  than 
four  years  to  run,  as  in  the  present  instance,  and  to  be 
used  primarily  as  stables,  would,  in  my  judgment,  unduly 
strain  the  language  by  and  the  purposes  for  which  the 
power  to  issue  the  loan  was  conferred.

Dear  Sir: — The  'Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  this  Department  in  reference  to  a  number  of  places 
upon  the  highways  where  the  pavement  alongside  of  rails, 
and  at  intersections  of  tracks  of  the  P.  It.  T.  Company  is 
in  need  of  repairing,  a  necessity  "occasioned  by  defective 
track  conditions  over  which  the  City  has  no  control;" 
stating  further  that  it  is  impossible  for  permanent  repairs 
to  be  made  while  the  tracks  remain  in  such  condition,  and 
the  Company  neglects  or  refuses  to  repair  the  rails. 

An  opinion  is  therefore  requested  as  to  the  right  of  the 
( !ity  to  compel  the  P.  P.  T.  Company  to  make  immediate 
repairs  to  such  defective  tracks  or  crossings  or  "to  require 
them  to  maintain  the  paving  inside  their  tracks  when  de- 
fective rail  conditions  destroy  the  roadway  paving;  and  in 
default  have  we  the  right  to  charge  the  cost  to  the  Com- 
pany '." 

The  10th  Section  of  the  agreement  between  the  City 
and  the  Company,  of  July  1,  1907,  provides  for  certain 
payments  to  be  made  annually  by  the  Company  to  the 
City  in  lieu  of  the  liability  of  the  former  to  repave  the 
sheets  it  occupies,  and  to  meet  other  responsibilities.  It 
is  provided  therein  "That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
relieve  the  Company  from  the  obligation  to  replace  or  re- 
pair pavement  removed  or  damaged  b}T  any  construction 
or  repair  work,  which  the  Company  may  undertake  with 
reference  to  its  tracks  or  conduits/'  I  think  this  proviso 
is  meant  to  impose  or  continue  the  liability  to  make  re- 
placements or  repairs  to  the  pavement  which  have  been 
made  necessary  by  the  work  of  construction  or  repair  un- 
dertaken by  the  Company  with  reference  to  its  tracks  or 
conduits. 
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A  mere  existence  of  defective  track  conditions  would 
not  seem  to  fall  within  the  obligation  thus  placed  upon 
the  Company,  unless  such  defects  in  the  pavemenl  arose 
from  the  work  of  construction  or  repair  done  by  the  Com- 
pany.  Thai  is  to  say,  if  in  constructing,  laying  or  repair- 
ing their  rails,  etc.,  they  remove  or  damage  the  adjacenl 
paving,  the  ( Jompany  would  he  obliged  to  repair  or  replace 
il  ;  and  if  this  is  what  the  (•  hief  of  the  Bureau  means  by 
stating  that  the  need  for  the  repairs  has  been  occasioned 
by  defective  track  conditions,  then  the  Company  may  be 
required  to  repair  the  paving,  otherwise  not. 

Should  the  repairs  he  occasioned  by  defective  track- 
age, using  the  words  in  the  sense  above  indicated,  the 
proper  procedure  would  he  to  notify  the  P.  R.  T.  Com- 
pany of  the  locations  in  which  the  defective  trackage  and 
crossings  have  occasioned  the  need  for  repair  to  the  pave- 
ment, and  that  it  would  he  required  within  such  time 
limit  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  do  the  necessary  work 
of  repaving  or  replacing  the  pavement  adjoining  the 
tracks  and  crossings,  or  that  in  default  thereof  the  City 
would  do  this  work  and  charge  the  cost  to  the  Company. 
Should  the  latter  omit  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  after 
such  notice,  then  the  City  may  proceed  to  do  the  work  and 
endeavor  to  recover  the  cost  thereof  from  the  Company. 
Unless  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  need  for  the  repairs 
has  arisen  in  such  manner  a--  to  make  the  Company  liable 
for  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  views,  I 
would  recommend  that  only  a  small  part  of  the  repairing 
work  be  actually  done  by  the  City,  and  an  effort  to  re- 
cover  its  cost  be  then  made  against  the  P.  lv.  T.  Company 
SO  as  to  establish  its  liability  before  the  City  shall  embark 
extensively  in  the  work,  with  the  expectation  of  recovering 
the  cost    from  the  (  'oinpany.

Dear  Sri:: — On  the  third  day  of  April,  1910,  this  De- 
partment advised  you  that  goods  sold  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia were  exempt  from  the  payment  of  certain  taxes 
imposed  by  the  United  States  Government  on  various  com- 
modities otherwise  taxable  under  the  act  of  Congress. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  has  recently 
written  an  opinion,  in  which  it  is  held  that  goods  sold  to 
States  or  municipal  corporations  are  not  so  exempt. 

In  view  of  this  ruling  I  deem  it  advisable  that  the  ac- 
tion of  the  City  in  refusing  to  pay  bills  containing  charges 
for  these  taxes  be  reversed,  and  that  the  bills  be  paid,  in- 
cluding the  item  for  such  taxes.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  of  the  3d 
inst.,  it  appears  that  the  Bank  of  Commerce  has  sent  you 
an  order  of  the  Arthur  McMullen  Company  to  turn  over 
to  the  Bank  orders  for  vouchers  that  may  be  made  from 
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time  to  time,  to  become  due  and  payable  to  the  McMullen 
Company  on  construction  work  for  Piera  Nos.  82-84 
£outh  Wharves,  under  contracl  of  April  16,  1919,  which 
order  is  made  irrevocable ' unless  by  joint  consent  of  the 
two  parties.  The  Bank,  in  transmitting  this  order,  re- 
quests you  to  comply  therewith,  and  von  ask  whether  there 
is  any  objection  to  so  doing,  and  whether  the  interests  of 
the  sub-contractors  and  the  City  will  be  fully  protected  by 
thai  mode  of  procedure. 

I  see  no  objection  to  your  delivering  to  the  Bank  of 
Commerce  as  they  become  due  any  orders  for  warrants, 
etc.,  payable  to  the  McMullen  Company,  as  directed  by  it, 
nor  do  I  see  how  the  City's  or  sub-contractors"  interests 
Mould  be  prejudiced  by  your  so  doing.

Dear  (Sir: — In  your  letter  of  this  date  you  enclose 
copy  of  a  communication  to  yourself  from  Drexel  &  Co., 
Brown  Brothers  &  Co.  and  the  Guaranty  Trust  Co.  of 
•\''W  York,  the  syndicate  which  recently  was  awarded 
$2,000,000  of  the  loan  of  July  11,  1919.  They  request 
the  return  of  the  certified  cheek  for  $100,000  which  ac- 
companied  their  bid,  because  of  the  suit  begun  by  a  tax- 
payer to  test  the  validity  of  the  loan,  and  state  that  it  is 
understood  and  agreed  by  them  that  if  the  loan  be  de- 
clared  valid  by  the  Supreme  Court  they  will  thereupon 
immediately  purchase  $2,000,000  of  the  bonds,  upon  the 
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terms  of  their  proposal.  You  request  advice  whether  a 
compliance  with  that  desire  will  interfere  with, the  subse- 
quent carrying  out  of  the  terms  of  the  sale  of  the  loan,  if, 
it  be  declared  valid,  or  will  in  any  way  jeopardize  the 
City's  interests  in  the  pending  suit  over  the  legality  of 
that  loan  and  the  unissued  portions  of  the  $42,450,797 
and  the  $67,100,000  loans. 

I  do  not  think  that  if  the  $12,970,000  loan  is  declared 
valid  your  action  in  returning  the  certified  check  upon 
the  condition  named  by  the  syndicate  will  interfere  with 
the  sale  of  the  $2,000,000  thereof,  or  affect  the  City's  in- 
terest in  the  pending  suit  over  the  legality  of  that  loan 
and  the  unissued  portion  of  the  other  two  loans  which  you 
mention. 

I  think  that  the  understanding  of  the  syndicate  mem- 
bers should,  however,  be  put  in  more  concrete  form,  and 
for  that  purpose  I  submit  the  enclosed  draft  of  a  paper  to 
be  signed  by  them  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  recent  letter  you  sent  to  this  De- 
partment a  forrn  of  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  vacation 
of  Sansom  street,  from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street,  with  the 
request  for  approval  or  disapproval  in  writing. 

The  request  for  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  ordi- 
nance, so  far  as  this  Department  is  concerned,  relates  only 
to  the  form  of  the  ordinance;  and  as  to  the  discretionary 
power  of  Councils  to  approve  or  not  to  approve  the  ordi- 
nance, this  Department  expresses  no  opinion,  as  it  is  not 
within  its  province. 

I  have  referred  to  certain  suggestions  made  by  this 
Department  to  Councils,  in  a  communication  on  the  sub- 
ject, on  May  6th  of  this  year,  with  recommendation  of 
certain  provisions  which  should  be  included  in  an  ordi- 
nance of  this  character.  The  ordinance  has  now  been  re- 
cast in  such  form  that  the  several  recommendations  there- 
in contained  have  been  included,  excepting  the  one  which 
dealt  with  the  dedication  of  the  strip  on  Sixth  street.  As 
to  this  the  Curtis  Publishing  Company  and  the  Public 
Ledger  Company  desire  to  erect  steps  and  a  portico,  in 
conformity  with  plans  which  I  am  informed  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Committee,  and  extending  out  upon  this 
strip.  For  this  reason  they  state  that  it  is  impossible  to 
make  a  dedication  of  the  piece  of  ground  to  the  City,  but 
they  do  agree  to  have  the  east  wall  of  their  building  re- 
cede the  full  width  of  the  strip. 

With  reference  to  my  suggestion  that  it  might,  per- 
il a  ps,  be  the  desire  of  Councils  to  limit  the  width  of  the 
bridging  to  be  permitted  to  the  Companies,  the  form  here- 
with enclosed  provides  that  the  aggregate  width  of  such 
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bridging  shall  nol  exceed  a  total  of  125  feet,  as  a  sugges- 
tion of  the  extent  of  the  bridging,  which  is,  perhaps,  suffi- 
ciently protective  of  the  City's  interests  in  this  respect. 

As  thus  explained  the*  proposed  ordinance  is  now  in 
such  form  as  to  accord  with  the  precautionary  clauses  out- 
lined in  my  letter  of  IVlay  6th,  and  haves  to  Councils  the 
entire  questiou  of  the  expediency  of  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion. 

The  blanks  left  in  the  ordinance  as  to  the  amount  of 
the  bond  should  be  filled  with  such  figures  as  Councils 
may  determine. 

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  proposed  ordinance  redrawn.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  oral  inquiry, 
whether  you  should  countersign  warrants  for  property 
purchased  by  the  Fairmount  Park  Commissi®n  at  Wissa- 
hickon  avenue  and  Rittenhouse  circle,  it  appears  that  the 
deed  for  this  property  to  the  City  provides  that  it  is  to  be 
subject  to  a  mortgage  of  $48,000.  The  facts  are  similar 
to  those  involved  in  the  matter  concerning  which  this  De- 
partment wrote  you  on  July  9th  last,  excepting  that  in 
the  present  instance  the  di'n]  seems  to  have  been  already 
accepted  by  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission  and  re- 
corded. This,  however,  can  make  no  difference  in  the 
legal  situation.     As  you  were  formerly  advised,  the   Fair- 
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mount  Park  Commission  has  no  right  to  take  a  property 
subject  to  a  mortgage  unless  duly  authorized  so  to  do  by 
Councils.  This  course  involves  the  addition  of  the  amount 
of  such  mortgage  to  the  City's  indebtedness,  and  that  ac- 
tion cannot  be  taken  except  under  authority  of  Councils. 

For  further  elucidation  of  the  subject  I  would  refer  you 
to  the  letter  to  yourself,  dated  July  9,  1919,  above 
referred  to. 

I  return  herewith  Voucher  No.  461  for  $5,000,  being 
the  part  of  the  consideration  for  said  property  which  was 
to  be  payable  in  cash,  which  voucher  you  were  kind 
enough  to  hand  to  the  Conveyancer  of  this  Department,

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property 
of  your  Department  writes  me  with  reference  to  a  pro- 
posed contract  recommended  by  the  Philadelphia  Chapter, 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  with  the  Sterling 
Bronze  Co.  of  New  York,  amounting  to  $3,000,  for  mak- 
ing and  erecting  special  electric  fixtures  of  historic 
significance  at  Independence  Hall,  subject  to  the  final  de- 
tails, working  drawings,  etc.,  to  be  approved  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Preservation  of  Historic  Monuments  of  the 
Philadelphia  Chapter,  A.  I.  A. 

It  is  further  stated  that  that  Chapter  has  the  authority 
to  advise  in  this  respect. 
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Tt  is  nut  made  clear  on  just  what  point  the  advice  of 
this  Department  is  asked,  but  I  assume  i1  to  be  upon 
the  question  whether  such  a  contract  can  be  lei  without 
compel  it  ive  bidding,  etc. 

If  the  desired  work  is  artistic  in  its  nature,  and  is  of 
such  ;in  especial  character  as  to  make  it  advisable  thai  it 
be  done  by  a  selected  person  or  corporation — or,  in  other 
words,  that  it  cannot  be  competed  for  with  proper  con- 
sideration for  the  accomplishment  of  the  design  in  view — - 
a  contract  may  be  let  without  advertising  for  and  the  re- 
ception of  bids  ordinarily  required.  The  question  of  fact 
whether  such  is  the  ease  is  one  which  this  Department 
cannot  undertake  to  pass  upon. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  letter  to  the  contract  of  August 
9,  1913,  for  installing  electric  light  fixtures  in  Congress 
Hall.  If  the  circumstances  are  similar  in  the  two  cases 
the  instance  cited  may  ^'W('  as  a  precedent  in  the  present 
case.

Dear  iSib: — You  ask  me  in  your  letter  of  the  17th 
inst.  whether  the  Germantown  Cricket  Club  and  other 
like  associations,  which  refuse  to  take  out  a  license  for 
their  halls,  claiming  that  the  dances  given  therein  are  for 
members  only,  and  as  such  do  not  require  a  license,  are 
correct  in  their  assumption,  or  whether  they  may  be  com- 
pelled to  take  out  licenses  for  their  halls  so  used.     You 
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also  ask  "whether  a  secret  society  or  organization  which 
rents  a  hall  for  a  meeting  and  gives  a  dance  after  the  meet- 
ing, for  members  only,  should  be  required  to  take  out  a 
dance  permit." 

The  act  of  Assembly  relates  only  to  public  dances  and 
public  balls,  and  the  halls  in  which  they  are  given.  The 
terms  "public  dance  or  public  ball"  are  defined  in  Section 
2  of  the  act  as  "any  dance  or  ball  conducted  in  connection 
with  instruction  in  dancing  for  hire,  and  any  dance  or 
ball  to  which  admission  may  be  had  by  the  payment  of  a 
lee  or  by  the  purchase,  possession  or  presentation  of  a 
ticket  or  token,  or  in  connection  with  which  a  charge  is 
made  for  caring  for  clothing  or  other  property,  and  any 
dance  or  ball  to  which  the  public  generally  may  gain  ad- 
mission, with  or  without  the  payment  of  a  fee." 

It  seems  to  me  clear  that  a  secret  society  or  organiza- 
tion which  rents  a  hall  for  a  meeting  and  gives  a  dance 
after  the  meeting,  for  members  only,  is  not  included 
within  the  terms  of  the  act,  and  no  license  for  such  dances 
should  be  required. 

As  to  halls  in  which  associations  like  the  Germantown 
Cricket  Club  give  dances  to  their  members  only,  such 
dances  are,  of  course,  not  such  as  the  public  generally  may 
gain  admission  to,  and  they  should  not  be  classed  as  pub- 
lic dances  or  balls  unless  some  of  the  other  elements  in- 
cluded in  the  above  deiinition  exist — as  if  a  charge  is 
made  for  caring  for  clothing  and  other  property,  etc. 
You  do  not  state  whether  such  is  the  case. 

I  think  the  general  idea  of  the  statute  is  to  confine  its 
requirements  to  dances  which  are  generally  open  to  the 
public,  either  with  or  without  an  admission  charge,  and 
that  the  words  "presentation  of  a  ticket  or  token"  imply 
such  a  ticket  or  token  as  may  be  obtained  by  the  public 
generally.

Deae  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  com- 
munication of  the  ( !hief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  in  con- 
nection with  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  approved  October 
4,  1916,  which  provides  that  the  City  Solicitor  be,-  and  is 
thereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  have  ex- 
ecuted such  deed  or  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  writ- 
ing as  may  be  requisite  or  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the 
offer  therein  referred  to,  and  the  acceptance  thereof. 

After  stating  certain  facts  lie  asks  whether  the  deeds 
which  have  been  offered  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  are  in 
full  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  and 
whether  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  justified  in 
accepting  these  deeds  of  dedication  and  proceeding  with 
carrying  out  its  part  of  the  contract. 

It  appears  that  the  deeds  of  dedication  mentioned  in 
said  Letter  do  not  comply  with  the  offer  and  the  ordinance 
accepting  the  same  insofar  as  respects  the  dedication  of 
Wayne  avenue,  which  should  have  been  dedicated  from 
Carpenter  street  to  Aliens  lane.  This  was  omitted  with 
resped  to  the  portion  of  Wayne  avenue,  between  North 
Alt.  Pleasant  avenue  and  South  Mt.  Pleasant  avenue.  By 
Section  5  of  said  ordinance,  the  dedication  of  Wayne  ave- 
nue, from  Carpenter  street  to  Aliens  lane,  as  well  as  the 
dedication  of  the  other  streets  mentioned  in  said  section, 
is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  entering  into  contracts  for  the  work  authorized  to 
be  done  under  said  ordinance,  and,  therefore,  this  require- 
ment should  be  strictly  complied  with.

In  view  of  the  facts  recited  in  the  preambles  thereto, 
and  of  the  further  fact  that  the  certified  check  was  de- 
posited merely  as  security  for  the  compliance  of  the  bid- 
ders with  the  terms  of  their  bid,  and  that  it  and  its  pro- 
ceeds are  to  be  regarded  as  simply  held  in  escrow  and  not 
as  a  part  of  the  moneys  of  the  City,  in  my  opinion,  the 
resolution  legally  justifies  the  City  Treasurer  in  making 
the  payment  directed  by  it.

Deab  Madam  :— In  your  letter  of  October  1,  1919,  you 
ask  my  opinion  "as  to  a  matter  of  administration  of  the 
Mothers'  Assistance  Fund."  It  appears  therefrom  that 
the  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  and  Councils  under 
the  act  of  April  29,  1913,-  P.  L.  118,  is  insufficient  to 
provide  tor  all  the  applicants  for  aid,  and  that  you  there- 
fore have  both  an  active  and  a  waiting  list;  that  the 
Trustees  of  Philadelphia  County  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Hoard  have  considered  all  applications  in  chronolog- 
ical order,  and  that  the  Board  is  now  threatened  with 
legal  proceedings  on  behalf  of  a  widow  who  is  on  the 
waiting  list,  in  which  the  method  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
in  the  distribution  of  this  Fund  is  about  to  be  attacked. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1913  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Fund  was  "solely  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees 
appointed  annually  by  the  Governor,"  but  the  original  law 
was  amended  by  the  act  of  June  18,  1915,  P.  L.  1038, 
among  other  things,  by  a  provision  requiring  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  State  Supervisor  with  authority  to  formulate 
and  issue  to  the  various  Boards  rules  of  procedure  under 
the  general  law  by  which  they  shall  be  governed  "to  the 
end  that  uniformity  of  interpretation  and  practice  shall 
obtain  throughout  the  State." 

The  amending  act  further  provides  that  "the  admin- 
istration of  this  act,  within  the  counties,  shall  be  solely 
in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
subject  to  the  rides  formulated  and  issued  by  the  State 
Supervisor." 

In  your  letter  you  do  not  refer  to  this  amending  act 
but  state  that  you  have  written  to  Ilarrisburg  to  the  At- 
torney General  for  an  opinion. 
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I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  waiting  until  you 
have  received  this  opinion  from,  the  Attorney  General, 
particularly  considering  the  provisions  of. the  act  of  191.").' 
If  rules  and  regulations  have  been  compiled  as  so  directed 
it  would  seem  clear  that  no  proper  consideration  can  be 
given  to  the  subject  without  an  examination  thereof,  and. 
as  the  amending  act  of  1915  contemplates  uniformity  <>t' 
action,  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  ought  to  settle 
the  matter.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  o'f  the  6th  inst.  you  make  fur- 
ther inquiry  with  respect  to  the  case  of  Peter  Bullock,  a 
patrolman  who  was  formerly  in  the  military  service  and 
who  left  a  power  of  attorney  to  a  third  person  to  collect 
his  pay  from  the  City. 

On  Xovember  21,  1918,  this  Department  wrote  you 
with  reference  to  Mr.  Bullock,  who  you  had  then  dis- 
covered had  left  a  wife  in  the  City  with  whom  he  had  not 
been  living  when  he  entered  the  service  of  the  United 
States.  You  were  then  advised  that  it  was  not  your  duty 
to  search  for  wives  or  dependents  of  City  employees  en- 
tering the  military  service  who  had  made  no  statement 
with  respect  to  dependent  relatives,  as  provided  for  by  the 
act  of  June  7,  1917,  but  that,  owing  to  the  conflicting  pro- 
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visions  of  that  ad  and  of  the  City  ordinances  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  payment  of  those  enlisting  in  the  service  of  the 
Government,  it  mighl  be  wise  to  secure  the  protection  <>t 
a  judicial  decree,  or  the  assent  of  the  wife,  before  making 
payment  to  the  soldier  or  his  attorney-in-fact.  Almost 
a  year  has  elapsed,  and  1  gather  from  your  more  recent 
letter  that  the  wife  has  never  made  any  claim  to  the  fund. 
In  the  meantime  the  soldier  has  returned  to  the  service 
of  the  City,  and  his  wife,  baving  made  an  effort  in  the 
Municipal' Court  to  obtain  an  order  for  support,  on  the 
allegation  that  he  had  deserted  her,  failed  to  appear  when 
her  case  was  called,  with  the  result  that  her  action  against 
.Mr.  Bullock  has  been  dismissed,  as  appears  from  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  order  of  the  (  ourt  sent  to  you  by  coun- 
sel for  the  policeman  and  which  von  have  forwarded  with 
your  communication  to  this   Department.' 

In  view  of  the  circumstances  above  outlined  I  think 
you  would  be  taking  no  undue  risk,  after  this  lapse  of 
time,  in  paving  the  arrears  of  salary  to  the  policeman  or 
to  his  attorney-in-fact,  or  his  counsel,  upon  his  order  so 
to  do.

Retention  on  Police  Force  of  Men  Convicted  of  ('rime.

Deab  Sir: — You  send  me  a  letter  from  Dr.  W.  W. 
Keen  and  state  that  it  is  one  of  numerous  letters  protest- 
ing against  the  retention  on  the  police  force  of  men  con- 
victed of  crime,  some  of  whom  have  served   their  terms; 
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also  objecting  to  the  appointment  of  another  policeman 
against  whom  four  indictments  are  pending.  You  ask 
for  an  opinion  on  these  subjects. 

in  the  case  of  Casper  vs.  Philadelphia,  55  Superior 
Court  2G6,  the  language  of  the  Bullitt  Bill — which  is 
identical  with  that  of  the  Few  Charter — forbidding  the 
employment,  as  a  policeman  or  fireman,  of  any  person 
"who  has  been  convicted  of  crime,  unless  pardoned,"  was 
construed  as  relating  only  to  the  original  employment  of 
a  policeman  or  fireman  in  the  sense  of  his  appointment  to 
that  position,  and  not  to  his  continued  employment, 
though  after  such  appointment  he  should  be  convicted  of 
crime;  and  it  was  held  that  a  policeman  so  convicted  after 
his  appointment  on  the  force  could  not  be  summarily  dis- 
charged without  a  trial  before  the  Police  Board.  The 
same  construction  of  the  same  words  in  the  ISTew  Charter 
would  probably  now  be  made  by  the  Court. 

This,  however,  means  merely  that  such  a  convict  may 
not  be  dismissed  from  the  force  without  the  trial  provided 
for  by  statute — then  before  a  Police  Board  and  now  be- 
fore the  Civil"  Service  Commission. 

It  is,  neverthless,  in  my  opinion,  your  duty,  or  that  of 
the  I  )irector,  to  bring  the  policemen  before  the  Civil  'Serv- 
ice Commission  for  trial  if  the  offenses  of  which  they 
were  convicted  were  such  as  to  render  them  unfit  to  act 
as  policemen. 

With  reference  to  the  appointment  of  a  person  as  a 
policeman  against  whom  indictments  are  pending,  the 
letter  of  the  Charter  Act  does  not  prohibit  such  appoint- 
ment since  he  has  not  yet  been  convicted  of  the  charges 
for  which  he  is  indicted.  But  it  is  highly  questionable 
whether  it  is  fitting  and  proper  that  such  a  person  should 
be  appointed  upon  the  police  force  until  the  charges 
against  him  have  been  disposed  of  in  Court  and  he  has 
been  acquitted  thereof.  If  he  should  be  convicted  his 
appointment  as  a  policeman  cannot  thereafter  be  made.

Dear  Sir:-  In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  whether 
emergency  Loans  provided  for  by  Section  5,  Article  XVII, 
of  the  New  Charter  require  advertisement,  I  would  say 
that,  while  in  my  judgment  these  are  temporary  loans, 
and,  therefore,  under  the  language  of  the  second  par- 
agraph, Section  3,  Article  XVIII,  excepted  from  such  re- 
quiremenl  to  advertise;  yet  in  order  to  prevent  any  attack 
on  the  loan  and  to  obviate  the  uncertainty  of  the  construc- 
tion which  the  Court  may  put  on  the  words  "Emergency 
Loan,"  as  distinguished  from  "Temporary  Loan,"  I 
would  recommend  that  the  advertisement  be  inserted — 
it  consists  in  publishing  the  ordinance  daily  for  two 
weeks  in  two  newspapers  having  a  bona  fide  circulation 
of  at  least  30,000  copies  per  issue — prior  to  the  final  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection makes  inquiry  of  this  Department  with  respect 
to  his  duty   in  connection  with   the   requiring  of  owners 
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of  warehouses,  etc.,  to  post  notices  of  the  amount  of 
weight  which  the  floors  of  their  establishments  will  sus- 
tain. Jle  asks  whether  it  is  a  mere  matter  of  courtesy  on 
the  part  of  the  Bureau  to  require  the  owners  of  such  es- 
tablishments to  post  these  notices  or  whether  it  is  an  actual 
duty  so  to  do.  Also,  whether  upon  failure  to  comply 
therewith  he  should  report  the  matter  to  the  Law  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  bringing  legal  proceedings  against 
those  guilty  of  such  violations  of  the  building  laws. 

The  matter  is  governed  by  Sections  42  and  52  of  the 
act  of  May  5,  1899,  P.  L.  193.  The  forty-second  section 
thereof  provides  that  owners  of  stores,  warehouses  and 
factories  thereafter  erected  or  altered,  and  all  warehouses 
and  storehouses,  factories,  workshops  and  stores  where 
heavy  materials  are  kept  or  stored,  or  machinery  intro- 
duced, shall  cause  the  weight  which  each  floor  will  safely 
sustain  upon  each  superficial  foot  to  be  estimated  by  an 
architect  or  civil  engineer,  and  the  weight  so  ascertained, 
together  with  the  date  of  examination  and  the  name  of 
the  architect  or  civil  engineer  to  be  posted  in  a  conspic- 
uous place  on  each  floor. 

It  is  further  provided  in  that  section  that  the  strength 
of  the  material  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  rules  of  stand- 
ard authors,  etc.,  and  that  the  data  and  method  of  com- 
putation must  be  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  for  verification  before  posting. 

Section  52  provides  penalties  for  violations  of  the 
statute,  consisting,  among  other  things,  of  penalizing  any 
one  who  shall  fail  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
act  in  any  respect  within  thirty  days  after  notice  to  that 
effect.  The  penalties  provided  consist  of  the  payment  of 
seventy-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the  further  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  for  every  period  of  one  month  of  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  non-compliance  after  notice. 

The  duty  of  enforcing  the  Building  Inspection  Laws 
devolves  upon  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection.  I  do 
not  regard  the  giving  of  the  notice,  concerning  which  in- 
quiry is  made,  in  cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  that 
Bureau,  as  a  mere  matter  of  courtesy,  but  one  whicji  is 
the  actual  duty  of  that  Bureau.     I  am  also  of  the  opinion 
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that  on  failure  to  post  the  information  designated  by  the 
acl  the  person  so  failing  is  subject  to  the  penalty  provided 
by  Section  52,  and  the  matter  should  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  this  Department   for  appropriate  action. 

II',  in  addition  to  the  omission  to  posl  the  requisite 
data,  it  is  also  apparent  thai  the  floor  is  overloaded,  the 
owner,  etc.,  should  also  be  notified  of  that  fad  and  re- 
quired to  conform  to  the  necessary  precautions  which 
seem  to  be  formulated  in  Section  -II  of  the  act,  either  by 
strengthening  the  floor  so  as  safely  to  sustain  such  load, 
or  by  removing  (he  excess  weight,  and  in  case  of  failure 
after  notice  to  do  so  this  also  should  be  regarded  as  a 
violation  of  the  act  and  in  due  course  be  reported  to  the 
I  department  of  Law.

Claim  for  Difference  in  Pay  While  in  Military  Service.

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  in  the  case 
of  William  J.  Clark,  a  former  employee  of  the  City  upon 
the  ice  boats,  and  who  now  asks  for  the  difference  in  his 
salary  between  that  which  the  City  would  have  paid  and 
that  which  he  received  in  the  United  States  service,  I 
acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing  correspond- 
ence upon  that  subject. 

It  appears  therefrom  that  Mr.  Clark  was  drafted  into 
the  United  States  service  on  April  29,  1918,  and  was  dis- 
charged from  such  service  on  June  5,  1919;  that  he  had 
been  employed  by  the  City  as  a  per  diem  man  for  some- 
what more  than  three  months  before  he  was  drafted;  that 
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at  the  time  of  his  leaving  the  service  of  the  City  to  enter 
that  of  the  United  States  he  notified  his  superior  officers 
of  the  fact  but  did  not  make  application  to  receive  the 
difference  between  his  wages  in  the  City's  service  and  the 
salary  or  wages  paid  him  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

The  ordinance  governing  the  subject  at  the  time  of  his 
leaving  the  City's  service  was  that  of  November  9,  1917, 
page  37S.  That  ordinance,  which  was  an  amendment  to 
the  earlier  ordinance  of  June  30,  1916,  page  146,  pro- 
vided that  "leave  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be  granted  to 
any  employee  paid  by  warrant  of  the  City  or  County  of 
Philadelphia  who  has  been  employed  for  at  least  three 
months  continuously  and  who  makes  application  therefor, 
for  the  purpose  of  military  service  in  the  National  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania  or  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Government." 

The  person  in  question  seems  to  have  fulfilled  all  of 
these  requirements  except  that  he  did  not,  at  the  time  of 
his  entry  into  the  National  service,  make  application  for 
the  difference  in  pay  thus  provided  for,  although  he  did 
tell  his  superior  officers  that  he  was  about  to  become  a 
soldier,  lie  now,  however,  makes  application  for  the  dif- 
ference in  pay,  and  the  question  is  whether  the  applica- 
tion should  have  been  made  at  or  about  the  time  when  he 
entered  the  military  service.  You  state  that  numerous 
instances  of  a  similar  character  have  occurred,  in  none 
of  which  has  your  Department  allowed  the  difference  %in 
pay. 

In  my  judgment  the  application  which  the  ordinance 
calls  for  should  have  been  made  when  the  soldier  was  leav- 
ing the  service  of  the  City,  or  at  about  that  time,  or  at 
least  that  it  is  so  doubtful  whether  this  is  not  the  proper 
interpretation  of  the  ordinance,  that  the  difference  in  pay 
should  not  be  granted  unless  it  shall  be  judicially  estab- 
lished that  the  City  ought  to  make  this  payment.

Claim   of  C.    P.    Bower  for   Extra    Work;   Contract   for 
Opening  Tulip  and  Emerald  Streets.

Deae  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  for- 
wards copy  of  correspondence  between  himself  and  the 
(  hief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
Company  with  reference  to  claim  of  C.  P.  Bower  for  extra 
work  under  a  contract  with  that  Company  for  the  opening 
of  Tulip  and  Emerald  streets,  known  as  Contract  No.    1. 

It  appeal's  that  this  work,  under  an  agreement  between 
the  City  and  the  Railway  Company,  was  to  be  done  at 
the  joint  expense  of  those  two  parties,  to  be  shared  equally. 

The  contract  was  made  between  Mr.  Bower  and  the 
Railway  Company.  After  considerable  delay  it  was  en- 
tered into  on  December  23,  1915,  with  the  City's  approval, 
and  the  contractor  was  notified  to  proceed  with  the  work 
on  January  25,  1916.  He  was  then  prepared  to  do  so, 
but  owing  to  delays  arising  cither  from  changes  in  plans 
or  from  the  inability  of  the  Railway  Company  to  obtain 
the  vacation  by  its  tenants  of  a  portion  of  the  property 
at  the  site  of  the  work,  or  both  of  these  elements,  much 
further  delay  ensued,  and  as  a  result  the  work  was  post- 
poned until  war-time  conditions  made  it  far  more  expen- 
sive to  the  contractor  than  was  contemplated  when  his 
hid  was  received  and  the  contract  entered  into. 

Under  Section  21  of  the  specifications  in  the  contract 
lief  ween  the  Railway  Company  and  Mr.  Bower,  all  ques- 
tions, differences  or  controversies  are  made  referable  to 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company  for  final  decision. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  above  quoted  the  contractor 
presented  a  claim  for  additional  compensation  amounting 
to  $34, 401. o2.  This  was  made  the  subject  of  adjustment 
between  the  Engineer  of  the  Railway  Company  and  Mr. 
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Bower,  and  the  claim  has  been  scaled  to  $17,218.66.  This 
the  representative  of  the  Railway  Company  regards  as  a 
just  and  proper  claim,  and  I  do  not  understand  that  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  disputes  the  propriety 
Thereof.  He,  however,  takes  the  position  that  the  City 
should  not  consent  to  the  payment  of  this  claim  by  the 
Railway  Company  and  the  assumption  of  one-half  thereof 
by  the  City  because  of  a  lack  of  power  without  a  further 
ordinance  directing  this  course  to  be  followed.  In  my 
judgment,  such  an  ordinance  is  not  necessary,  provided 
that  there  is  a  sufficient  sum  appropriated  to  this  work 
and  credited  to  this  contract  to  enable  the  City  to  dis- 
charge its  one-half  of  the  $17,218.66. 

I  do  not  regard  the  necessity  for  this  extra  expense 
as  arising  through  any  fault  of  the  Railway  Company, 
and  this  clearly  distinguishes  the  matter  from  that  which 
has  been  the  subject  of  recent  communication  from  this 
Department,  wherein  one  of  the  Railway  Companies  of 
this  City,  through  its  own  negligence  or  fault,  caused 
additional  expense  under  a  contract  which  was  to  be  dis- 
charged jointly  by  itself  and  the  City,  wherein  it  was  con- 
sidered that  for  extra  expenses  so  arising  the  City  should 
not  equitably  be  asked  to  bear  any  share. 

The  circumstances  of  the  present  case  are  wholly  dis- 
tinct from  those  of  the  case  in  question.  The  propriety  of 
the  charge  is  recognized  by  all  parties,  and  I  do  not  find 
from  the  correspondence  any  suggestion  of  a  special 
culpability  on  the  part  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company  which  caused  the  increased  expense 
to  the  contractor. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances — assuming  that  the 
necessary  funds  are  available — it  seems  to  me  only  fair 
and  just  that  the  City  should  discharge  its  one-half  share 
of  this  increased  charge,  and  I  do  not  regard  any  further 
ordinance  as  a  necessary  preliminary  thereto.

Violation  of  Sunday  Lair.

Dear  Sir: — The  Superintendent  of  Police  writes  me 
in  reference  to  a  prosecution  which  has  been  brought  un- 
der the  Sunday  Law  against  Lieutenanl  John  C.  Howard 
at  the  instance  of  certain  persons  who  have  complained 
thai  Lieutenant'  Eoward  is  in  the  habit  of  carrying  pas- 
sengers Tor  hire  in  an  airplane,  at  the  grounds  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Aero  Service  Corporation,  of  which  lie  is 
the  President  and  Secretary. 

It  appears  thai  a  warrant  has  been  sworn  out  charging 
Lieutenant  Howard  with  violating  the  Sunday  Law,  and 
the  hearing  was  originally  set  for  the  21st  inst.  but  was 
continued  until  November  3d  "in  order  that  an  opinion 
mighl  be  obtained  from  yon  (this  Department)  concern- 
the  alleged  violation  of  law."  The  Superintendent 
of  Police  therefore  asks  whether  it  is  a  violation  of  the 
Sunday  Law  for  a  person  to  carry  passengers  in  an  air- 
plane on  Sunday  for  a  monetary  consideration. 

As  litigation  1ms  actually  been  commenced  in  this  case, 
and  the  matter  is,  therefore,  in  course  of  judicial  de- 
termination, first  before  a  magistrate,  and  perhaps  there- 
after on  appeal  by  the  higher  Courts,  I  hesitate  to  at- 
tempt to  forecast  the  judicial  view  by  an  opinion  on  the 
law  in  anticipation  thereof.  As  a  guide  to  the  police  au- 
thorities, however,  with  reference  to  their  action  should 
similar  complaints  be  made  hereafter  and  their  interposi- 
tion demanded  by  private  persons,  1  would  say  that  the 
recenl  opinion  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  5  in  the 
case  of  various  citizens  against  the  Park  Commission 
indicated  that  the  strictness  of  the  Sunday  Law  in  its  in- 
terpretation by  the  Courts  is  much  relaxed  in  modern 
times  and  under  conditions  of  Life  such  as  now  exist. 
9 
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Some  rears  after  the  horse  cars  were  first  run  in  Phila- 
delphia a  number  of  worthy  citizens  endeavored  to  pre- 
vent their  operation  on  Sunday,  and  for  that  purpose  filed 
a  bill  in  equity  in  the  Courts  of  this  County  for  an  in- 
junction to  restrain  the  running  of  the  cars  on  that  day. 
It  was  held  in  that  case  (Sparhawk  vs.  Union  Passenger 
Railway  Co.,  54  Pa.  401)  that  while  the  law  was  violated 
by  the  running  of  the  street  cars  on  Sunday,  yet  an  action 
at  the  instance  of  private  citizens  would  not  lie  and  the 
injunction  was  refused  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Since 
that  time  travel  by  street  cars,  by  steam  railways,  by  hired 
cabs,  and,  in  these  later  days,  by  taxicabs  and  other  ve- 
hicles, both  upon  land  and  water,  and  for  pleasure  or  ne- 
cessity, has  become  universal,  and  has  come  to  be  tacitly, 
if  not  explicitly,  regarded  as  within  the  exceptions  to  the 
act  of  1794,  a  tendency  which  was  fully  recognized  in  the 
recent  decision  of  the  local  Court  of  Common  Pleas  above 
mentioned. 

In  the  Sparhawk  case  already  referred  to  it  was  held 
that  "rest  and  quiet  on  the  Sabbath  day,  with  the  right 
and  privilege  of  public  and  private  worship  undisturbed 
by  any  mere  worldly  employment,  was  what  the  statute 
was  passed  to  protect." 

I  cannot  see  how  travel  in  the  air  is  calculated  to  inter- 
fere with  rest,  quiet  and  right  of  worship,  any  more  than, 
or  as  much  as  travel  by  trolley  cars,  taxicabs  or  hired  car- 
riages or  automobiles  is  likely  to  do;  nor  do  I  think  the 
provisions  of  this  statute  were  intended  to  prevent  or 
penalize  such  practices. 

The  function  of  your  Department  is  to  preserve  the 
public  peace  and  order,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
not  your  duty,  or  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police, 
to  assume  the  prosecution  of  cases  of  this  character  upon 
complaint  of  persons  seeking  the  interference  of  the  police 
in  the  matter  in  question.

Increased  Cost  of  Bridge  Inspection;   Whether   Payable 
hi/  Contractors.

Dear  Sir:— The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in- 
quires with  respect  to  the  situation  arising  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  ordinance  of  December  30,  1907,  in- 
creased the  wages  of  certain  inspectors  in  his  Bureau  from 
Eve  dollars  to  six  dollars  per  day.  Some  of  these  inspec- 
tors are  assigned  to  the  inspection  of  bridges  in  course  of 
cre.-ti. .n  under  contracts  which  require  the  contractor  to 
pay  to  the  City  the  sum  of  live  dollars  per  day  for  costs 
of  inspection,  which  was  the  rate  of  wages  paid  by  the 
City  to  the  inspectors  when  these  contracts  took  effect. 
The  inquiry  is  whether  the  City  can  exact  from  such  con- 
tractors the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  day  instead  of  five 
dollars. 

The  amount  to  he  paid  is  governed  by  the  terms  of  the 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  contractor,  and  the  sum 
bid  by  the  latter  to  do  the  work  on  the  footing  of  such  pay- 
ment's. It  is  accordingly  clear  that  the  City  has  no  right 
to  require  the  contractor  to  pay  the  increase  in  those  cases, 
hut  must  do  so,  if  at  all  from  funds  provided  by  itself. 
In  eases,  if  there  are  any  such,  in  which  no  fixed  rate  is 
required  to  he  paid  by  the  contractor,  but  only  that  he 
shall  pay  the  expenses  of  inspection,  the  rule  would 
probably  be  otherwise,  unless  something  in  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  specification  or  bids  contained  an  implication 
or  provision  limiting  the  payments  by  the  contractor  to 
the  rate  of  wages  then  paid  by  the  City  to  the  inspectors, 
in  which  case  such  provision  would  prevail.

Erection  and  Maintenance  of  Comfort  Stations  of 
Elevated  Railway.

Deab  Sir: — ruder  date  of  the  27th  inst.  you  transmit 
copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  which  has  been  introduced 
in  Councils  but  not  yet  enacted,  authorizing-  the  erection 
of  public  comfort  stations  in  the  rear  of  the  Northeast 
Elevated  Railway  at  Frankford  avenue,  above  Uhawn 
street,  and  Frankford  avenue  and  Margaret  street, 
Twenty-third  Ward.  The  suggested  ordinance  authorizes 
your  Department  to  erect  public  comfort  stations  in  the 
rear  of  the  lots  designated  in  the  title,  "the  same  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  loan  funds  to  be  apportioned  to  the  De- 
partment of  City  Transit."  As  to  this  you  inquire 
whether  the  remainder  of  the  lots  can  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose mentioned  in  the  ordinance;  whether  funds  can  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  comfort  stations, 
which  apparently  have  no  connection  with  the  elevated 
mad.  and  whether  the  matter  can  be  referred  to  the  Bu- 
reau of  City  Property  since  the  ordinance  makes  no  pro- 
vision for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  these  stations. 

The  ordinance  is  exceedingly  informal  in  character  and 
is  defective  in  that  it  provides  that  the  cost  of  the  com- 
fort stations  is  to  be  paid  for  out  of  loan  funds  to  be  ap- 
portioned to  the  Department  of  City  Transit.  This  is 
not  an  appropriation  of  any  particular  fund  and  is  too 
vague  and  inconclusive  to  warant  you  in  proceeding  un- 
der the  ordinance.  Moreover,  it  does  no  more  than  au- 
thorize you  to  erect  the  comfort  stations  in  question,  and 
does  not  direct  that  you  do  so. 

Answering 'your  inquiries  more  specifically,  I  assume 
that  the  principal  purpose  of  a  comfort  station  is  to  afford 
toiler  facilities.      Such  a  purpose  would  be  properly  in- 
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cidental,  in  my  judgment,  to  the  waiting  rooms  of  the 
stations  of  the  elevated  railway,  or  even  mighl  be  placed 
in  a  separate  building,  for  the  use  of  persons  coming  to 
the  station  to  tit!*1  upon  the  railway  or  alighting  after  bay- 
ing so  ridden. 

I   tli t  think  it  would  be  a  misuse  of  transit  funds  if 

toilet  facilities  were  provided,  either  in  the  buildings 
themselves  or  on  other  portions  of  the  lots.  As  merely 
incidental  and  appurtenant  to  the  railway  stations  their 
care  and  maintenance  should  be  provided  for  by  your  De- 
partment from  current  funds  received  from  the  operation 
of  the  railway,  at  least  until  the  latter  may  be  taken  over 
by  a  lessee  company.

Deak  Sir  :  -With  reference  to  your  letter  of  October 
25th,  concerning  the  ordinance  of  August  15,  1916,  page 
376,  I  would  say  that  the  said  ordinance  provides  that 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  it  shall  become  necessary  to  pave, 
repave  or  repair  footways,  or  to  set  or  reset  curbs,  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  give  written  notice  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  property  adjoining  which  such 
work  is  required  to  do  it  at  their  own  expense,  ami  on 
failure  so  to  do  for  the  Director  to  have  it  done  by  a  con- 
tractor who  is  under  annual  contract  with  the  City  for 
the  doing  of  such  work.     Upon  the  completion  of  the  work 
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liens  are  to  be  filed  against  the  abutting  owners.  The  Di- 
rector shall  determine  the  character  of  the  curb  to  be  con- 
structed and  of  the  material  composing  the  footway,  etc. 
Provision  is  made  for  a  change  of  grade,  and  other  re- 
quirements are  contained  in  the  ordinance  relative  to  the 
curbing  at  coiners,  etc.  A  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  is 
provided  by  Section  ,s  of  the  ordinance,  to  be  recovered 
from  any  person  refusing  or  failing  to  comply  with  its 
provisions  or  who  shall  unlawfully  set  or  reset  curbs,  or 
pave  or  repave  footways  or  driveways  not  according  to  the 
specifications  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  in 
other  ways  violating  the  terms  of  the  ordinance. 

Idie  question  propounded  by  you  is  whether  this  ordi- 
nance is  intended  to  apply  to  the  replacement  of  sidewalks, 
curbs,  etc.,  as  an  incident  to  the  construction  of  the  sub- 
way. 

I  do  not  think  the  ordinance  is  intended  to  have  such 
an  application.  Its  object  is  to  compel  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty adjoining  which  such  work  is  required  to  be  done  to 
make  the  changes  designated,  or  to  compel  owners  to  pay 
for  them  in  case  it  is  necessary  for  the  City  to  do  so 
through  their  default.  So  far  as  the  ordinance  is  con- 
cerned, it  would  appear  that  the  duty  of  the  Department 
of  Transit  is  performed  when  it  restores  the  sidewalks 
and  curbs  to  the  condition  existing  when  the  work  of 
building  the  subway  at  the  site  in  question  was  begun. 

There  are  doubtless  practical  considerations,  however, 
which  would  make  it  desirable  that  when  the  footway  is 
restored  this  should  be  done  in  such  manner  as  to  comply 
as  far  as  possible  with  the  new  requirements  and  regula- 
tions established  by  the  ordinance  of  1916;  nor  do  I 
think  it  would  be  illegal  or  improper  for  your  Department 
to  expend  the  money  appropriated  to  it  from  loans  for 
transit  purposes  in  such  manner  as  to  restore  the  sidewalks 
so  that  they  may  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  new 
ordinance.  To  have  the  Transit  Department  replace  those 
structures  as  they  formerly  existed,  and  then  to  have  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  require  the  owners  to  alter 
them  so  that  they  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments  of  the   later   ordinance,   would   seem   to   involve   a 
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wasteful  and  unfortunate  method  of  procedure,  with  pos- 
sible  complications  of  a  Legal  character. 

I  would  recommend  that  your  Department  and  that  of 
Public  Works  endeavor  to  reach  some  basis  of  agreement 
by  which  this  work  may  be  proceeded  with  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  avoid  consequences  of  so  unsatisfactory  a  char- 
acter.

Deak  Sir: — You  inquire,  in  your  letter  of  October  23d, 
with  reference  to  the  Overbrook  Freight  Yard  Ordinance 
of  July  8.,  1915  (page  379),  whether  the  electrical  con- 
duits of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  are  to  be  regarded 
as  municipal  structures  which  the  Railroad  Company 
agrees  to  reconstruct  because  the  City  is  entitled  to  the 
use  of  three  wires,   or  one  duct,  therein. 

I  do  not  think  that  this  fact  makes  these  conduits  mu- 
nicipal structures.  The  language  of  the  ordinance  in 
question,  however,  is — after  enumerating  a  number  of 
municipal  structures — that  the  Railroad  Company  shall 
be  required  to  "reconstruct  such  other  existing  sewers. 
drainage,  tunnel,  water  pipes,  electrical  conduits  and 
other  municipal  structures  as  may  be  affected  by  the  con- 
struction of  said  railway  and  the  change  of  lines  and 
grades  of  streets,"  etc. 

It  appears  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  contends 

that  these  conduits  cannot  safely  be  maintained  under  the 
excessive  fill  which  lias  become  necessary  hy  reason  of  the 
improvements    for    which    the    ordinance    provided;    and 
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with  respect  to  the  responsibility  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  the  question  arises  whether  the  elec- 
trical conduits  which  it  undertook  to  relocate  under  the 
ordinance  and  the  agreement  entered  into  in  compliance 
therewith  meant  only  electrical  conduits  which  are  munic- 
ipal structures.  That  the  provision  was  so  limited  in 
effect  would  he  the  natural  inference  if  there  were  in 
place  any  electrical  conduits  which  are  municipal  struc- 
tures. I  am  informed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bu- 
reau, however,  that  there  are  no  such  municipal  electrical 
conduits  at  the  site,  and  I  am  therefore  forced  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  words  '"electrical  conduits,"  as  used  in  the 
ordinance,  must  have  been  meant  to  refer  to  those  elec- 
trical conduits  which  were  actually  in  the  ground  and 
which  were  not  municipal  in  character,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  undertaking  of  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  Com- 
pany would  extend  to  the  relocation  of  these  conduits  of 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  if  such  relocation  be  neces- 
sary by  reason  of  the  changed  conditions  arising  out  of 
the  improvement.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  reference  to  the  inquiry  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in  respect  to  the  payment 
of  inspectors  on  bridges  to  be  erected  under  contract  for 
the  City,  which  was  the  subject  of  my  letter  of  October 
31st,  I  am  now  advised  by  a  representative  of  the  Survey 
Bureau  that  the  inquiry  was  intended  to  elicit  an  opinion 
whether  the  City  itself  might  pay  the  one  dollar  extra  of 
compensation  to  the  inspectors,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
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the  contracts  for'the  bridges  called  for  a  paymenl  of  only 
five  dollars  a  day  by  the  contractor.  1  do  no1  think  that 
this  fad  has  any  bearing  upon  the  duty  of  the  City  to  pay 
the  extra  dollar  provided  for  by  ordinance,  presuming 
that  the  funds  to  make  this  extra  paymenl  Lave  been  ap- 
propriated to  thai  bureau  for  the  uses  of  these  contra 
It'  such  funds  have  been  provided  and  Councils  have  di- 
rected that  the  pay  of  the  inspectors  be  increased  from 
five  dollars  to  six  dollars  a  day,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  ex- 
ecutive officials  of  the  >City  to  make  sucb  payment.  A  typ- 
ical ordinance  authorizing  a  contract  for  the  erection  of 
one  of  these  bridges  has  been  shown  me,  in  which  the  pay- 
ment for  inspection  is  provided  for  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  building  of  the  bridge.  If  this  appropria- 
tion be  sufficient  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  the  adv: 
in  the  pay  of  the  inspectors  I  can  see  no  objection  to  the 
increased  rate  being  paid  them.

Deae  Sir: — You  write  me,  under  date  of  3d  inst.,  in 
further  reference  to  the  public  comfort  stations,  which 
were  the  subject  of  an  opinion  from  this  Department  on 
October  31st,  in  reply  to  your  former  inquiry  of  October 
27th. 

You  now  say  that  "these  comfort  stations  have  no  con- 
nection whatever  with  the  elevated  road,"  and  you  also 
state  the  following: 

"Waiting   rooms   at    the    stations    of    the    elevated 
road  are  already  provided  with  toilet  rooms  for  the 
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employees  of  the  road  and  patrons  of  the  road. 
These  toilet  rooms  would  be  cared  for,  of  course,  by 
the  Company  operating  the  road  as  a  part  of  their 
regular  maintenance.  The  stations  which  are  pro- 
posed by  this  ordinance  are  located  on  land  paid  for 
out  of  transit  funds  and  the  ordinance  appears  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  conveniences  for  the 
general  public  to  be  built  out  of  transit  funds." 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  seems  very  clear  that  money 
borrowed  for  the  construction  of  a  system  of  municipal 
transit  'facilities  cannot  be  diverted  so  that  it  may  be  em- 
ployed for  the  erection  of  the  public  comfort  stations  in 
question,  even  if  the  ordinance,  of  which  I  had  a  copy  be- 
fore me  when  I  wrote  you  on  this  subject,  were  not  so 
vague  and  informal  as  to  be  ineffective  for  any  such  pur- 
pose. 

For  both  of  the  reasons  noted  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
you  would  not  be  justified  in  using  transit  funds  for  the 
erection  of  these  comfort  stations,  as  the  ordinance  is  in- 
tended to  direct.

Deab  Sik:— With  reference  to  the  matter  of  $97.47 
which  was  in  the  possession  of  John  McGill  when  he  en- 
tered the  hospital  at  Blockley,  I  see  no  reason  why  this 
money  should  not  be  returned  to  him ;  or  if  you  have  his 
consent,  to  any  person  whom  he  directs  to  receive  it. 

Of  course,  you  should  protect  yourself  by  having  a  let-

Deak  Sir: — You  transmit  to  me  a  copy  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  November  11,  1919,  to  authorize  the  creation  of 
an  emergency  loan  nor  exceeding  $2,000,000.  With  ref- 
erence to  this  you  state  that  there  is  sufficient  money  in 
the  City  Treasury  to  justify  placing  appropriations  of 
this  loan  upon  the  appropriation  ledgers  and  paying  war- 
rants drawn  against  it  out  of  the  Consolidated  Loan  Fund 
without  negotiating  any  of  the  loan;  and  that  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commissioners  have  expressed  a  desire  to  invest 
in  the  loan  and  will  be  in  a  position  to  lend  the  money  to 
the  City  if  it  should  be  found  necessary  later  to  have  this 
money  in  the  City  Treasury.  You  further  state  that  by 
adopting  such  a  course  it  will  be  possible  to  save  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  interest,  and  ask  advice  whether  there 
is  any  legal  objection  thereto. 

The  course  suggested  is  substantially  that  which  was 
approved  by  the  late  Judge  Kinsey,  when  he  was  City 
Solicitor,  in  an  opinion  of  October  17,  1895,  page  95,  the 
reasoning  of  which  opinion  is  clear  and  convincing.  In 
addition  there  has  since  been  legislation,  now  embodied 
in  the  act  of  June  25,  1910,  which  goes  far  toward  giv- 
ing a  statutory  sanction  to  the  course  proposed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  there  is  no  legal  objection  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  November  7th  you  ask  ad- 
vice, in  view  of  the  decision  in  the  recent  case  of  Kraus 
vs.  Philadelphia,  as  to  whether  you  are  justified  in 
countersigning  warrants  now  in  your  office  for  payments 
under  contracts  executed  in  1917,  1918  and  1919,  such 
contracts  having  been  charged  to  appropriations  on  the 
$42,450,797  and   $67,100,000  loans. 

From  a  statement  furnished  by  you  to  this  Depart- 
ment it  appears  that  these  two  loans  are  in  different  sit- 
uations. Under  the  former  loan  there  has  been  actually 
borrowed,  and  had  been  so  borrowed  before  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  something  over  $27,000,000.  Of 
this  there  has  been  expended  amounts  which  left  a  balance 
of  something  over  $3,200,000. 

I  do  not  understand  the  decision  in  the  Kraus  case  to 
have  intended  to  invalidate  any  of  the  loans  insofar  as 
they  had  already  been  issued,  but  only  to  enjoin  the  fur- 
ther issuance  thereof  until  the  requirements  of  the  act 
of  June  25,  1919,  should  be  complied  with. 

A  balance  of  about  $3,200,000  would  therefore  be  avail- 
able to  pay  for  work  of  a  permanent  character  as  distinct 
from  such  work  as  properly  comes  within  the  heading  of 
current  expenses.  If  the  warrants  concerning  which  you 
inquire  relate  to  work  of  the  former  character,  done  un- 
der contracts  executed  before  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  charged  against  appropriations  of  money  of 
which  an  available  balance  exists,  I  think  you  would  be 
justified  in  countersigning  warrants  of  this  character  not 
in  excess  of  the  balance  of  cash  so  available  therefor. 

With  reference  to  the  $67,100,000  loan,  however,  the 
facts  are  entirely  different.  It  appears  from  your  state- 
ment that  expenditures  in  excess  of  the  $5,000,000  of 
this  loan  already  borrowed  have  been  made,  being  charged 
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against  the  Consolidated  Loan  Fund,  as  to  warrants 
against  this  loan  ;  therefore,  I  do  not  see  how  these  could 
be  countersigned  and  paid  until  the  substituted  ordinance 
introduced  in  Councils  has  been  passed,  which  will  au- 
thorize the  borrowing  of  the  $62,100,000  balance  of  this 
loan  after  a  certificate  from  you  has  been  furnished  show- 
ing the  expenditures  thereunder  to  he  capital  expenditures 
;is  distinguished  from  current  expenses.

Dear  Sir: — LI  have  before  me  your  letter  of  November 
12,  1919,  reciting  that  Dr.  Jacob  E.  Ellinger,  No.  till 
West  Clearfield  street,  lias  been  filling  two  positions — one 

3sistant  school  medical  inspector  and  the  other  as  out- 
door  physician;  that  upon  complaint  from  your  Depart- 
ment on  November  10,  1919,  he  had  resigned  the  position 
of  outdoor  physician  as  of  September  30,  1919,  and  that 
yon  have  held  up  his  salary  of  $87.50,  as  assistant  school 
medical  inspector  fqr  the  month  of  October,  1919,  and 
i  his  salary  of  $45,  as  outdoor  physician  for  the  month 

>ctober,  1919.  I  have  also  before  me  your  letter  of 
November  1.".,  1919,  replying  to  my  request  of  November 
14,  1919,  for  certain  information,  in  which  you  state  that 
outdoor  physicians  are  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  April  8,  1903,  P.  L.  154,  Section  1,  on  page 
L57  thereof;  and  further,  under  the  provisions  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  April  20,  1903,  page  L13,  Section  2;  and  that 
school  medical  inspectors  are  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  May  L8,  1911,  P.  L.  309,  and  referred 
to  in  Section  L502,  on  page  391  of  thai  act. 
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The  act  of  1903  is  a  supplement  to  the  Bullitt  Bill,  and 
the  ordinance  of  1903  is  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
thereof.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  you,  as  Direc- 
tor, arc  authorized  "to  appoint,  supervise  and  control" 
subordinate  officers  and  employees  attached  to  the  Depart- 
ment and  "appoint"  all  vac-cine  physicians  and  health 
inspectors ;  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  you 
are  authorized  again  to  "appoint,  supervise  and  control 
all  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees  attached  to  the 
Department  and  appoint  an  assistant  director  and  all 
vaccine  physicians  and  health  officers,  and  such  other  em- 
ployees as  shall  be  provided  for  by  ordinance." 

The  School  Code  of  1911,  referred  to  in  your  com- 
munication, in  Section  1502  provides  as  follows:  "In 
school    districts   of   the   first  .class     *     *  Board    of 

Health  may,  if  it  so  elects,  continue  to  provide  such  med- 
ical inspection  and  provide  such  number  of  inspectors 
therefor  with  such  salaries  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  School  Directors  of  the  district,  and  the  medical 
inspection  so  provided  for  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance 
with  this  act  and  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  school  district." 
However,  in  Section  1501,  immediately  preceding,  which 
had  provided  that  every  school  district  of  the  first,  second 
and  third  classes  shall  annually  provide  for  medical  in- 
spection of  pupils,  there  occurs  this  proviso:  "Provided, 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  preclude  the  appointment 
of  health  officers  of  municipalities  as  medical  inspectors 
in  the  school  districts  of  this  Commonwealth." 

I  am  unable  to  see,  from  an  examination  of  these  pro- 
visions, any  incompatibility  between  the  two  offices  held 
by  Dr.  Ellinger.  Of  course,  with  regard  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  an  official  your  power  is  complete.  You 
may  appoint  him  or  you  may  refuse  to  appoint  him,  but, 
having  once  given  him  the  position,  I  would  not  advise 
you  to  withhold  his  salary  during  the  time  when  he  per- 
formed the  duties  of  the  position.  If  Dr.  Ellinger  has 
resigned  as  of  September  30,  1919,  as  outdoor  physician, 
of  course  his  salary  for  the  month  of  October  should  be 
held  up  under  those  circumstances;  but  during  the  month 
of  October  he  apparently  performed  his  duties  as  assistant 
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school  medical  inspector,  from  which  position  he  has  not 
resigned. 

I  consider  it  of  exceedingly  doubtful  propriety  to  with- 
hold the  paymenl  of  his  salary  for  October  as  assistant 
medical  inspector,  particularly  in  the  light  of  the  pro- 
viso to  Section  1501  of  the  School  Code  above  referred 
to,  which  would  seem  to  imply  that  jusl  such  duplication 
of  positions  is  permitted.

Deae  Sir: — In  elucidation  of  the  opinion  sent  you  on 
November  13th  last,  as  to  the  effect  of  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Kraus  vs.  Philadelphia, 
with  reference  to  payments  for  work  of  a  permanent 
character  for  which  appropriations  from  the  loan  of  $42,- 
450,700  had  been  made,  1  would  say  that  this  opinion  was 
not  intended  to  be  limited  to  payments  exclusively  to  the 
contractors  with  the  City.  Where  inspection,  engineer- 
ing and  other  like  services  have  been  devoted  to  per- 
manent improvements  which  were  the  subject  of  this 
loan  and  the  appropriations  thereunder,  and  as  to  which 
payments  have  heretofore  been  made  from  the  loan  funds 
so  appropriated,  I  see  no  reason  why  this  practice  should 
not  be  continued  for  the  present,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  balance  of  over  $3,000,000  was,  and  probably  still  is, 
available  in  the  Treasury  from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan. 
Against  this  balance  warrants  for  such  services  may  be 
drawn    and   countersigned,    provided    always,    of    course, 
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that  the  services  so  rendered  were  directly  involved  in 
such  improvements  which  were  the  subjects  of  the  loan 
and  the  appropriations  therefrom.

Dear  Sir:- — Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  21st  inst., 
to  which  you  solicit  an  early  answer,  I  would  say  that  the 
$6,000,000  loan  of  July  2.'  1915,  for  the  construction  of 
the  Subway  Railway  and  the  Frankford  Elevated  Rail- 
way, out  of  which  there  is  an  unencumbered  balance  of 
$800,000,  may  be  resorted  to  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
seventeen  men  of  whom  you  speak,  who  are  employed  as 
inspectors  on  those  constructions.  This  is  provided  for 
by  resolution  of  April  28,  1916,  and  is  not  a  misapplica- 
tion of  the  proceeds  of  that  loan. 

You  speak  further  of  one  man  working  on  the  closing 
up  of  the  loop  contract,  and  four  men  working  on  the  I  >y- 
berry  line,  who  must  be  paid  their  wages  or  otherwise  the 
work  will  stop,  probably  enabling  the  contractors  to  "bring 
in  claims  which  will  involve  the  City  in  liabilities  for 
damages  far  exceeding  anything  involved  in  the  wages  of 
these  few  men." 

In  circumstances  of  this  exceptional  character,  in  which 
so  trivial  an  amount  is  ai  -lake,  if  you  have  no  other  ap- 
propriation which  might  be  used  for  the  purpose,  I  think 
you  would  be  justified  in  applying  funds  not  from  the 
$6,000,000  l'»an  to  which  you  refer,  but  preferably,  from 
the  general  transit  loan  of  $6.7,100,000.  It  is  true  that  the 
issued  portion  of  the  latter  is  already  overdrawn,  and  in 
stricl  ness  no  further  liabilities  against  it  should  he  created; 
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the  original  loan  will  be  passed,  or,  if  not,  there  can  be 
little  doubt  that  Councils  will  appropriate  funds  from 
some  source  to  make  good  this  small  encroachment,  as 
in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  new  loan  to  take  effect 
they  will  be  obliged  to  do  with  respeel  to  the  sum  which 

has  already  1 d   expended   in  excess  of  that   raised  by 

the  portion  of  the  loan  which  has  hereto  fore  been  ne- 
gotiated.  This,  of  course,  should  not  be  a  precedent  for 
the  drawing  of  any  other  warrants  against  the  $67,100,- 
000  loan,  which  is  resorted  to  for  the  present  purpose  only 
out  of  the  necessities  of  the  case  and  to  an  amount  so  in- 
significant. 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  opinion  to  the  City  Con- 
troller in  order  that  he  will  understand  the  reasons  for 
the  course  suggested.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  Select  and

Gentlemen  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  copy  of  resolu- 
tion certified  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  Common  Council 
entitled  ''Resolution  of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor,  asking 
for  an  opinion  concerning  the  powers  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Fairmount  Park." 

In  the  said  resolution  it  is  stated  that  "it  has  been  re- 
ported that  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  have 
leased  or  are  considering  granting  a  lease  of  a  portion  of 
Fairmount  Park,  to  be  used  as  the  site  of  a  building  to 
be  erected  by  private  individuals,  and  in  which  a 
10 
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restaurant  would  hereafter  be  conducted  by  private  in- 
dividuals for  their  own  gain  and  profit;"  and  the  resolu- 
tion contains  a  request  to  furnish  Councils  with  an  opin- 
ion upon  all  laws  and  decisions  governing  the  powers  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  to  lease  any  part 
of  the  Park  for  any  purpose,  especially  a  purpose  that 
might  deprive  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  use  of 
any  portion  of  Fairmount  Park,  or  that  might  destroy 
the  turf,  shrubbery,  etc.,  and  further  to  advise  Councils 
if  they  have,  under  the  law,  power  to  prevent  such  a  lease, 
and  particularly  power  to  prevent  the  use  of  Belmont 
Plateau  for  parking  purposes  for  automobiles  as  an  in- 
cidental to  the  operation  of  said  restaurant. 

Fairmount  Park  is  operated  under  a  Commission.  The 
Mayor,  the  Presidents  of  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
the  Commissioner  of  City  Property,  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works 
of  the  City,  together  with  ten  citizens,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  period  of  five  years  by  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  are  constituted  the  Commissioners. 

Their  power  is  derived  from  the  act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved March  26,  1867  (P.  L.  547),  and  the  act  of  April 
14,  186S   (P.  L.  1083). 

The  act  of  1867  provides: 

"Section  4.  They  (the  Commissioners)  shall 
*  *  *  adopt  a  plan  for  the  improvement  and 
maintenance  thereof,  and  shall  have  power  to  proceed 
with  the  same ;  and  all  moneys  expended  shall  be 
under  their  supervision ;  but  no  contracts  shall  be 
made  for  said  improvement  unless  an  appropriation 
therefor  shall  have  been  first  made  by  the  Councils 
of  said  City. 

"Section  5.  They  shall  have  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  Fairmount  Park,  *  *  *  and  all 
plans  and  expenditures  for  the  improvement  and 
maintenance  of  the  same  shall  be  under  their  con- 
trol, subject  to  such  appropriations  as  Councils  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  as  aforesaid." 
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Under  the  supplementary  act  of  April  14,  L868,  the 
powers  of  the  Commission  were  amplified.  This  ad  gives 
them  power: 

"Section    15.     *  *     To  lease   from  year  to 

year  all  houses  and  buildings  within  the  Part  Limits; 
and  to  collect  the  rents  and  pay  them  into 
the  City  Treasury. 

"Section    19.  *     *     to  govern,  manage,  lay 

out,  plan  and  ornament  the  said  Fairmount  Park, 
and  to  maintain  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair, 
and  to  construct  all  proper  bridges,  buildings,  rail- 
ways  and   other    improvements    therein. 

"Section  20.     To  license  the  construction  of  pas- 
senger railways  in  the  Park." 

In  the  case  of  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Commissioners 
of  Fairmount  Park  (4  Pa.  Dist.  Rep.,  p.  445),  which  was 
a  bill  brought  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
by  direction  of  City  Councils  against  the  Commission- 
ers of  Fairmount  Park  and  others  to  enjoin  the  building 
of  a  passenger  railway  within  the  confines  of  the  Park, 
the  Court  held,  in  an  opinion  of  Judge  Thayer,  that  the 
net  of  April  14,  1SG8  (P.  L.  108:]),  above  quoted: 

"fully   and    expressly   empowers   the   Commissioners 

of  Fairmount  Park  of  Philadelphia  to  grant  a  license 
to  construct  and  operate  a  passenger  railway  within 
the  confines  of  said  Park.  The  consent  of  the  Coun- 
cils of  Philadelphia  is  in  no  way  required  to  validate 
such  license  and  railway."' 

This  case  was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  (Pa. 
State  Reps.  17:,.  page  28 — April  0,  1898)  by  a  per  curiam 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  said: 

"We  find  nothing  in  this  record  to  justify  a  re- 
versal or  modification  of  the  decree  dismissing  the 
bill  at  plaintiff's  cost.  The  questions  involved — so 
far  as  they  are  at  all  material — were  carefully  con- 
sidered and  correctly  decided  by  the   Court   below.

All  that  can  be  profitably  said  in  relation  to  either 
of  them  will  be  found  in  the  clear,  concise  and  ex- 
haustive opinion  of  its  learned  president.  On  that 
opinion  ,the  decree  is  affirmed  and  appeal  dismissed 
with  costs  to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff." 

The  case  of  Wakelin  vs.  Philadelphia  (21  Dist.  Rep., 
p.  39)  was  a  taxpayer's  bill  filed  by  complainants  to  en- 
join the  Mayor  from  entering  into  a  contract  for  the  erec- 
tion of  permanent  foundations  of  a  convention  hall  with 
a  temporary  superstructure.  The  plans  were  submitted 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  and  by  them 
approved.  One  of  the  plans  was  never  approved  by  the 
Park  Commissioners  and  the  question  of  the  powers  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  was  clearly  and 
exhaustively  treated  by  Judge  Ralston,  of  Common  Pleas 
Court  No.  5  of  Philadelphia  County.  In  his  opinion 
the  learned  Judge  said: 

"It  will  appear  to  be  beyond  question  that  the 
Legislature  in  conferring  the  powers  upon  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  distinctly  recognized  the  exclusive 
authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park. 
By  inference  it  would  also  appear,  when  by  the  act 
of  18GS  the  Legislature  took  the  precaution  to  con- 
fer upon  Councils  power  to  widen  or  straighten  any 
street  which  they  might  think  necessary  to  improve 
the  approaches  of  Fairmount  Park,  they  did  not  in- 
tend to  confer  upon  Councils  any  authority  over  the 
Park  itself."      (Page  43.) 

In  a  recent  case  decided  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
ISTo.  5,  which  was  a  bill  in  equity  filed  by  a  taxpayer  to 
enjoin  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  from 
awarding  a  contract,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4 
dismissed  the  bill  of  the  taxpayer  and  held  that  this  was 
a  matter  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park.  The  decision  in  this  case  was 
predicated  on  the  acts  of  Assembly  hereinbefore  quoted, 
and  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  lower  Court 
in  construing  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park. 
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You  are  therefore  advised  that,  in  view  of  the  acts  of 
Assembly  above  quoted  and  the  decisions  of  the  Court- 
construing  these  arts.  Councils  of  the  City  are  without 
power  to  prevent  such  a  lease,  and  it  is  not  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  Councils  to  interfere  with  the  authority  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Fan-mount  Park;  that  the  Commis- 
sioners have  the  right,  under  the  law,  to  grant  a  lease  of 
a  portion  of  Fairmount  Park  to  be  used  as  a  site  for  a 
building  to  be  erected  by  private  individuals,  on  which 
a  restaurant  would  be  conducted  by  private  individuals 
for  their  own  gain;  and  that  broad  general  powers  are 
vested  in  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  over  the 
Park  itself,  and  that  Councils  are  without  power  to  in- 
terfere in  the  exercise  of  this  right.

Deae  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion of  October  20th,  the  subject-matter  being:  "The 
settlement  with  the  contractor  for  City  Hall  Subway  Con- 
tract Xo.  liii'.  in  the  matter  of  the  time  charge  of  one 
hundred  dollars  per  day  which  the  contract  provides  shall 
be  deducted  'for  each  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  except 
Sundays,  from  and  including  March  1,  1917,  to  and  in- 
cluding the  date  when  99  per  cent,  of  the  work  under 
Item  1  is  completed.'  " 

I  have  carefully  read  this  correspondence,  which  is 
somewhat  complicated,  including  the  general  statements, 
the  contractor's  viewpoint  and  the  Department's  view- 
point; hut  we  are  more  concerned  in  answering  the  in- 
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quiries  made  by  you  on  page  9  of  your  communication. 

These  are  as  follows: 

"1.  Is  the  Department  legally  authorized  to 
make1  any  substantial  modification  in  the  terms  of 
this  contract  in  order  to  partially  offset  the  heavy 
financial  loss  which  the  contractor  has  suffered  as  a 
result  of  carrying  on  this  work  under  war  condi- 
tions '." 

The  answer  is:      "Xo." 

"2.  Is  the  Department  authorized  to  cancel  any 
portion  of  the  contract  time  charge  for  causes  other 
than  those  specified  in  the  contract  without  making 
a  corresponding  deduction  in  the  lump  sum  item, 
which  includes  a  definite  allowance  for  such  deduc- 
tion ?" 

The  answer  is:  "That  you  are  not  authorized  to  can- 
col  such  time  charges  for  causes  other  than  those  specified 
in  the  contract." 

'"■).  In  case  such  deduction  must  be  enforced 
should  the  sum  assumed  to  have  been  included  in  the 
amount  bid  for  Item  1  be  based  on  the  Department's 
or  the  contractor's  estimate  of  the  time  required  for 
the  work  ?" 

Under  the  contract  the  time  charge  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  per  day  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  pay- 
ments to  the  contractor,  subject,  however,  to  a  suspension 
of  the  period  for  which  such  charge  shall  run,  for  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  specifications  "and  the  informa- 
tion for  bidders." 

The  proper  manner  in  which  to  arrive  at  the  amount 
to  be  so  deducted  is  to  calculate  the  number  of  days  be- 
tween March  1,  1917  (or  such  other  time  as  the  work 
was  ordered  to  be  begun),  and  the  time  when  it  was  99 
per  cent,  completed,  deducting  therefrom  the  number  of 
days  covered  by  the  suspension  which  appears  to  have 
been  already  allowed  and  such  further  suspension  as  may

be  justified  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  any  of  the  con- 
ditions specified — the  time  thus  arrived  at  to  be  multi- 
plied by  one  hundred.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
November  29th,  enclosing  copy  of  proposed  bill  to  be  in- 
troduced into  Councils,  in  which  you  ask  whether  or  not 
the  same  would  be  legal,  as  it  gives  a  special  privilege  to 
the  dyers. 

I  do  not  believe  this  is  a  legal  bill  for  it  gives  to  a  cer- 
tain class  that  which  is  not  accorded  to  other  classes,  and 
it  is  discriminatory  in  character.  If  the  questions  were 
raised  in  Court  I  do  not  think  the  bill  count  be  sustained.

Gentlemen: — In  your  letter  of  November  10th  you 
inquire  as  to  your  duties  and  obligations  with  respect  to 
the  cancellation  of  bonds  of  the  City  purchased  by  you 
with  moneys  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  view  of  the  act  of 
June  25,  1919,  and  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Brooke  vs.  Philadelphia  (162  Pa.,  123). 

You  further  say: 

''In  this  connection  we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  interest  received  by  the  Sinking  Fund 
'Commission  on  its  investments  in  City  loans  is  neces- 
sary to  be  added,  periodically  as  now  received,  to 
the  appropriations  of  City  Councils  for  sinking  fund 
purposes,  all  of  which  is  reinvested,  in  order,  by  the 
compounding  of  interest  through  reinvestment,  to 
create  a  sufficient  fund  to  pay  City  loans  at  their 
respective  maturities.  In  other  words,  if  payment  of 
interest  were  stopped  on  City  loans  held  by  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commission  as  investments  for  account  of 
the  various  sinking  funds,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  annual  sinking  fund  appropriations  pro- 
portionately, so  that  whatever  City  Councils  would 
gain  by  having  to  pay  less  interest  would  be  lost  in 
having  to  make  greater  annual  appropriations  for 
sinking  fund." 

The  Constitution  of  187-1  provides,  in  Article  XV,  Sec- 
tion 3,  that  every  city  shall  create  a  sinking  fund,  which 
shall  be  inviolably  pledged  for  the  payment  of  its  funded 
debt;  and  in  Article  IX,  Section  10,  that  municipalities 
incurring  indebtedness  shall,  at  or  before  the  time  of  do- 
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ing  so,  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  within  thirty  years 
— a  time  limit  which  has  been  extended  to  fifty  years  in 
Philadelphia. 

By  act  of  April  20,  L874  |  P.  L.  65),  provision  is  made 
for  carrying  these  requirements  into  effect  ;  and,  among 
other  things,  that  act,  as  since  amended,  provided  that  in 
the  incurring  of  municipal  indebtedness  a  tax  should  be 
contemporaneously  levied  which  should  be  equal  to,  suffi- 
cient for,  and  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  principal. 

The  act  of  June  25,  1910,  repeals  all  of  the  preceding 
statutes  on  this  subject.  In  Article  XVIII,  Section  2, 
of  that  act  it  is  provided  that  in  any  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  City  to  incur  new  debt,  etc.,  except  for  temporary 
loans.  Councils  shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  tax  to 
pay  the  interest  thereon  and  the  principal  thereof  as  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  required  by  the  Constitution. 
That  act,  in  Article  XVIII,  Section  9,  provides  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Whenever  any  debt  shall  be  or  shall  have  been 
created  for  which  the  Constitution  of  this  Common- 
wealth requires  a  sinking  fund  to  be  established,  the 
proceeds  of  the  taxes  levied  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  such  debt  and  all  other 
money  pledged  or  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  of  such  debt  shall  be  paid 
into  the  sinking  fund  of  such  city,  and  shall  be  in- 
violably reserved  for,  and  applied  exclusively  to,  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  debt. 

"Whenever  there  shall  bo  money  in  the  sinking- 
fund  in  respect  of  a  particular  debt  in  excess  of  the 
requirements  for  the  payment,  during  the  twelve 
months  next  ensuing,  of  principal  maturing  and  in- 
terest due,  such  excess  money  shall  be  applied  to 
the  purchase  and  cancellation  of  such  debt  :  but,  if 
at  any  time  it  shall  be  impracticable  or  financially 
disadvantageous  to  purchase  such  debt,  such  excess 
money  may  be  invested  temporarily  in  bonds  or  other 
evidences  of  debt  of  the  United  States  of  America,  of 
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this  Commonwealth,  or  of  any  county,  city,  borough, 
township,  school  district,  or  other  municipality  or 
incorporated  district  of  this  Commonwealth." 

By  the  following  section  Councils  are  authorized  to  pro- 
vide for  the  purchasing  by  the  City  of  any  of  its  outstand- 
ing debt  which  is  directed  thereupon  to  be  cancelled.  The 
latter  provision  relates  to  funds  in  the  City  Treasury 
and  not  to  sinking  funds,  and  therefore  need  not  be  con- 
sidered by  you. 

The  two  paragraphs  of  Section  8,  Article  XVIII,  are 
to  be  read  in  conjunction.  So  considered  they  indicate 
that  holders  of  bonds  now  outstanding  have  a  vested  right 
in  the  observance  of  the  condition  that  the  sinking  fund 
"shall  be  inviolably  reserved  for,  and  applied  exclusively 
to,  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such 
debt."  This  signifies  that  all  the  money  necessary  to  pay 
the  interest,  and  ultimately  the  principal  when  due,  shall 
be  dedicated  to  that  use.  Any  diversion  thereof  would 
infringe  such  right. 

The  requirement  that  the  proceeds  of  the  taxes  be  de- 
voted entirely  to  the  discharge  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest money  means  that  the  money  arising  therefrom,  to- 
gether with  their  constant  recurring  increment  or  earn- 
ings and  the  interest  on  them,  compounded  and  recom- 
pounded,  must,  if  needed,  be  so  applied. 

From  your  statement  I  conclude  that  such  compound- 
ing of  interest  is  needed  in  order  that  the  sinking  fund 
may  be  full  at  the  time  when  the  loans  shall  mature,  and 
that  the  sinking  fund  tax  is  too  small  for  that  require- 
ment unless  this  course  be  followed.  Should,  however, 
the  sinking  fund  be  full  in  any  instance,  there  would  be 
no  valid  objection  to  using  the  surplus  for  the  purchase 
and  cancellation  of  the  bonds  for  which  that  particular 
sinking  fund  had  been  created. 

Without  repeating  the  language  above  cited,  of  the  sec- 
ond paragraph  of  Section  8,  of  Article  XVIII,  I  would 
say  in  the  first  place  that  the  bonds  of  "any  city,  county, 
borouah,''  etc..  of  this  Commonwealth  would  include 
bonds  of  the   (  ity   of   Philadelphia   belonging  to   issues 
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other  than  that  of  the  particular  sinking  fund  used  in 
their  purchase-  ii  being  borne  in  mind  thai  each  Loan 
has  its  own  sinking  fund,  which  is  kepi  apart  from  every 
other  sinking  fund,  and  the  integrity  of  which  must  al- 
ways be  preserved. 

I  would  also  say  thai  the  statutory  direction  to  cancel 
the  bonds  applies  only  to  those  bonds  of  the  City  which 
are  purchased  with  the  fund  accumulated  in  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  same  issue.  Nor  does  this  provision  relate 
to  bonds  in  the  sinking  fund  acquired  before  the  effective 
date  of  thai  part  of  Section  XVIII.  It  applies  only  to 
money  in  the  sinking  fund  and  not  to  bonds  which  were 
already  embraced  therein. 

I  also  think  that  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  are 
to  be  the  judges  whether  it  shall  be  impracticable  or  finan- 
cially disadvantageous  to  purchase  the  bonds  of  a  partic- 
ular issue  with  accumulations  in  the  sinking  fund  thereof, 
i)]-  to  invest  temporarily  in  the  other  enumerated  secur- 
ities. 

The  case  of  Brooke  vs.  Philadelphia  mentioned  by  you 
actually  decided  two  points:  First,  that  the  bonds  of 
the  City  in  its  sinking  fund  are  to  be  deducted  in  ascer- 
taining its  indebtedness;  and  second,  that  the  abolition 
of  grade  crossings  was  a  municipal  purpose  to  aid  which 
the  City  might  incur  debt.  The  subject  of  the  cancella- 
tion of  bonds  purchased  with  the  sinking  fund  was,  how- 
ever, touched  upon  by  the  Court,  which  said  (162  Pa., 
pages  1:31-132)  : 

"It  is  not  important  in  determining  the  actual 
debt  that  the  commissioners  have  not  authority,  im- 
mediately on  purchase,  to  cancel  or  destroy  the  City 
certificate     *      *     *     . 

As  between  the  City  and  its  creditor 
who  has  parted  with  his  money  on  the  apparent  prom- 
ise of  an  ordinance  that  these  purchased  certificates 
should  not  be  cancelled,  but  should  remain  in  the 
fund  until  the  maturity  of  the  loan,  he  has  the  right 
to  insist  on  the  letter  of  his  contract,  whether  there 
be  any  substantial  benefit  to  him  therefrom  or  not. 
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He  is  entitled  to  his  right  under  his  contract,  without 
impairment  in  a  particular  which  he  deems  impor- 
tant; if  he  relied  on  a  form,  without  substance,  wheal 
he  loaned  his  money,  it  is  not  for  the  City,  which 
promised  him  not  to  cancel  before  maturity,  to  ques- 
tion his  right  or  violate  its  promise  by  cancelling  as 
soon  as  paid." 

The  view  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  evident  that  the  or- 
dinances then  before  it  promised  the  investor  in  City 
bonds  that  those  in  the  sinking  fund  should  not  be  can- 
celled— the  appropriations  of  the  sinking  fund  and  in- 
terest money  being  continued  to  maturity  thereon. 

The  ordinances  which  the  Court  was  then  considering 
were  substantially  identical  with  those  under  which  the 
bonds  have  been  issued  which  are  now  outstanding.  The 
language  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Brooke  case  was 
obviously  founded  on  the  principle  that  the  faith  of  an 
obligation  from  one  person  or  community  to  another  can- 
not be  avoided  after  it  has  once  taken  effect. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  are  the  trustees 
primarily  for  the  bond  holders  though  they  also  act  as 
such  for  the  City.  To  purchase  bonds  with  the  sinking 
fund  accumulations  and  then  cancel  them  and  discontinue 
the  allotment  of  that  part  of  the  tax.  levied  to  sink  the 
principal  of  such  bonds  would,  as  to  the  loans  of  the  City 
heretofore  issued,  not  only  seem  to  conflict  with  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Supreme  Court  but  also  to  be  financially  im- 
practicable. If  the  sinking  fund  money,  which  is  insuffi- 
cient without  accretions  to  discharge  the  entire  principal 
of  a  loan,  be  disbursed  for  bonds  of  that  issue  as  fast  as 
it  accumulates,  which  bonds  are  then  cancelled  and  fur- 
ther payment  on  account  of  the  sinking  fund  requirements 
discontinued,  then  it  would  follow  that  when  the  matur- 
ity date  of  the  issue  shall  arrive  the  unpurchased  bonds 
will  find  no  money  or  insufficient  money  in  the  sinking 
fund  to  discharge  them. 

As  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  appropriation  and  pay- 
ment of  interest  charges  on   such  purchased  bonds,   the 
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question  whether  the  fund  would  be  sufficient  at  maturity 
to  nicer  the  unbought  bonds  of  the  issue  would  depend  upon 
the  rate  at  which  the  sinking  fund  requirements  had  been 
originally  calculated.  That  is  to  say,  whether  the  com- 
pounding and  decompounding  of  the  interest  payments 
would  be  required  for  that  purpose. 

From  your  communication  'I  gather,  as  already  in- 
dicated, that  as  to  all  the  past  loans  of  the  City  the  tax 
rate  has  been  so  fixed  that  the  interest  on  the  bonds  pur- 
chased with  the  sinking  fund  and  the  compound  interest 
on  such  interest  will  be  required  to  meet  the  obligation  of 
the  City  when  the  issue  shall  mature.  If  such  be  the 
case  the  condition  the  Supreme  Court  had  in  mind  in 
writing  the  opinion  in  Brooke  vs.  the  City  will  have  arisen 
and  any  bondholder  would  have  the  right  to  insist  that 
the  promise  held  out  to  him  when  he  invested  his  money 
should  not  be  vitiated. 

If  it  be  shown  by  the  calculation  that  the  continuance 
both  of  the  principal  and  interest  funds  originally  pro- 
vided for  by  the  tax  is  necessary,  in  order  to  have  at 
maturity  a  sufficient  fund  to  discharge  the  debt,  it  would 
•doubtless,  in  the  language  of  the  act,  be  impracticable  and 
financially  disadvantageous  to  buy  and  cancel  the  bonds 
of  such  issues  and  to  cease  thereafter  to  require  the  ap- 
propriation and  payment  into  the  sinking  fund  of  the 
moneys  needed  on  account  of  the  principal  and  interest. 
In  such  event  the  discretion  which  the  act  vests  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  should  be  so  exercised  as  to 
prevent  any  such  breach  of  faith  with  the  holders  of  the 
City's  bonds. 

Should  any  issue  become  due  and  find  the  money  in  the 
sinking  fund  insufficient  to  meet  it  the  blow  to  the  credit 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  even  one  such  occur- 
rence would  be  very  serious. 

I  think  these  principles  should  guide  your  body  with 
reference  to  the  cancellation  of  any  part  of  any  issue  of 
the  City's  debt,  and  if  it  appear  that  the  purchase  and 
cancellation  of  such  bonds  would  leave  the  remainder  of 
the   issue    unprovided   for    at  maturity,    you    would    be 
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justified  in  so  managing  the  sinking-  fund  as  to  avert  that 
unfortunate  consequence.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
November  29th,  wherein  you  ask  the  method  of  procedure 
in  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils 
approved  the  nineteenth  day  of  June,  1916,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"Section  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  ten  (10)  dollars  for  each  offence  committed, 
to  be  recovered  as  penalties  of  like  amounts  are  now 
by  law  recoverable. 

"All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed." 

You  say  that  your  procedure  under  this  ordinance  has 
been  to  ''notify  the  violators  and  turn  the  names  in  to  the 
magistrates  for  prosecution.  The  magistrates  in  turn 
issue  service  for  the  appearance  of  the  violators  thus  re- 
turned." 

I  do  not  know  just  exactly  what  you  mean  by  saying 
"the  magistrates  in  turn  issue  service  for  the  appearance 
of  the  violators  thus  returned."  The  correct  method  of 
procedure  is  that  where  there  has  been  a  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  suit  shall  be  instituted  against 
the  violator  and  proceedings  brought  before  a  magistrate, 
and  if  he  finds  that  there  has  been  a  violation  the  violator 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense 
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committed,  and  thereafter  if  the  violator  desires  to  take 
an  appeal  he  must  proceed  by  taking  an  appeal  to  the 
Court. 

I  do  not  see  how  you  can  arresl  a  man  under  this  clause 
for  a  violation  when  suit  must  he  instituted  for  a  penalty.

Payment    of   Uncollectible  Sewer  Bills.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in  further  reference  to  the  sub- 
ject of  an  ordinance  of  July  3,  1918  (page  189),  which 
purports  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $11,702.27  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  Jerome  H.  Louchheim's  claims  on  judg- 
ment allowed  for  uncollectible  sewer  bills. 

From  what  you  state  I  gather  that  the  number  of  these 
claims  was  originally  fifty-six,  of  which  thirty-three  have 
been  settled  with  Mr.  Louchheim  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance  and  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  of  September  12,  1918  (page  85). 

At  that  time  the  other  twenty-three  claims,  amounting 
to  $1,786.65,  were  withheld  from  the  inquiry.  At  pres- 
ent Mr.  Louchheim  is  insisting  on  reimbursement  as  to 
those  twenty-three  claims  pursuant  to  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  ordinance. 

It  is  stated  that  sixteen  of  these  twenty-three  claims 
have  been  revived  and  seven  have  not  been  revived.  As  to 
the  latter,   it  further   appears   that   municipal   liens   for 
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taxes  and  improvements  prior  to  the  sewer  liens  make  the 
total  sum  against  the  several  properties  far  in  excess  of 
their  respective  values. 

Inquiry  is  made  whether  or  not  the  Survey  Bureau  has 
a  right  to  draw  warrants  for  the  twenty-three  claims  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  ordinance  for  the  reimburse- 
ment of  the  contractor  was  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
and  duly  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

I  think  you  should  be  guided  by  the  following  paragraph 
in  the  opinion  rendered  to  you  on  September  12,  1918: 

"If  the  ordinance  making  the  transfer  was  passed 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch  of  Councils  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor,  it  would  be  valid  insofar  as  it 
recognized  any  genuinely  moral  or  equitable  obliga- 
tion of  the  City  and  directs  the  payment  of  claims 
arising  therefrom.  Where,  however,  no  such  obliga- 
tion exists,  Councils  have  not  the  power  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  claims  lacking  such  support  and 
where  there  are  not  legal  claims." 

As  to  the  sixteen  claims  which  have  been  revived  and 
are  now  in  force,  it  may  perhaps  be  presumed  that  they 
will  ultimately  be  collected,  though  not  so  under  present 
conditions,  and  as  to  such  claims  I  assume  an  assignment 
of  them  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be  made,  as  was  done  in 
the  case  of  the  claims  considered  in  1918  in  the  opinion 
of  this  Department. 

As  to  the  seven  claims  where  the  judgments  have  not 
been  revived,  the  information  furnished  this  Department 
is  not  adequate  to  determine  under  which  class  they  should 
be  regarded  as  coming.  That  is  to  say,  whether  they  are 
cases  in  which  the  default  in  keeping  the  claims  alive  has 
been  through  the  negligence  or  failure  of  the  contractor 
to  pursue  proper  process  or  any  other  lack  of  diligence  on 
his  part  or  that  of  his  attorneys,  or  whether  they  present 
genuine  features  from  which  a  moral  obligation  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  reimburse  the  contractor  may  fairly 
be  inferred. 

It  appears  to  this  Department  that  if  any  really  equit- 
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able  or  moral  consideration  lies  at  the  rool  of  these  matters 
the  executive  department  should  not  be  overly  astute  in 
raising  objections  to  the  action  of  Councils  under  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  both  branches  of  those  bodies,  which  action 
has  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  Such  cases  are  fairly 
within  the  spirit  of  the  Act  of  1874,  which  is  substantially 
re-enacted  in  the  new  Charter  Act  of  1919. 

With  reference  to  the  sixteen  cases  of  the  revived  liens, 
I  think  ( louncils  would  have  the  power  to  direct  that  these 
be  paid  and  taken  over  by  the  City,  which  is  substantially 
what  will  be  done. 

Regarding  the  other  seven  liens,  you  should,  in  my 
opinion,  be  governed  in  dealing  with  them  by  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  opinion  of  1918,  already  referred  to,  and  the 
considerations  above  mentioned  in  this  one.

Warrant  to  Correct  Error;  Grading  and  Paving  of  Chelten 

A  venue.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
me  with  reference  to  Contract  No.  101  for  grading  and 
paving  Chelten  avenue  in  connection  with  the  abolishment 
of  grade  crossing  under  which  the  final  estimate  was  paid 
October  17,  L918,  amounting  to  $10. 472. 17,  the  contract 
limit  having  been  $20,000. 

It  appears  that  an  error  in  computing  certain  units  of 
paving  has  been  discovered  showing  that  the  contractor 
was  underpaid  $308.40,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  in- 
11 
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quires  whether  it  is  legal  to  draw  a  supplementary  esti- 
mate and  warrant  in  that  amount  to  reimburse  the  con- 
tractor. He  states  that  the  money  is  available  in  the 
appropriation  for  this  grade  crossing  elimination. 

From  this  last  statement  I  assume  that  the  balance  of 
the  money  appropriated  to  this  contract  has  not  been 
merged.  If  such  is  the  case  the  clerical  error  arising  out 
of  a  miscalculation  of  this  character  may  be  readily  cor- 
rected by  the  drawing  and  countersigning  of  the  necessary 
warrant  under  a  revised  final  estimate.

has  caused  deleterious,  noisome  and  obnoxious  odors  to 
emanate  therefrom  and  which  spread  throughout  the 
neighborhood  over  a  radius  of  more  than  ten  squares  and 
throughout  a  populous  residential  section  of  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Ward,  to  the  detriment  of  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  citizens,  therefore  the  City  Solicitor  and  the  Direc- 
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tor  of  (lie  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  are 
authorized  and  directed   to  take  appropriate  proceedings 
to  prevenl   the  continuance  of  this  nuisance. 
I  see  no  objection  to  the  legality  of  the  resolution.

Dear  Sir: — In  the  matter  of  the  suspension  and  trial 
of  Robert  C.  Orndorf,  a  patrolman  in  the  police  force 
of  the  City,  who  was  certified  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety  for  trial  for  having  demanded 
and  received  money  for  the  concealment  of  the  theft  of 
an  automobile  and  other  property  and  pursuant  thereto 
allowing  the  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  such  stolen 
property  to  retain  it  and  for  not  arresting  the  receiver  of 
such  stolen  goods,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4  has 
refused  to  issue  its  subpoena  for  the  witnesses  possessing 
knowledge  of  the  alleged  offenses,  or  in  the  alternative 
as  prayed  for  in  the  petition  filed  by  this  Department  on 
your  behalf,  to  authorize  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
or  the  Police  Trial  Board  to  issue  its  subpoena.  The  ac- 
cused policeman  has  now  issued  an  alternative  mandamus 
praying  to  be  restored  to  his  position. 

The  facts  alleged  in  the  affidavit  and  the  written  state- 
ment upon  which  the  charges  against  the  policeman  were 
founded  are,  if  established,  probably  sufficient  to  make  him 
amenable  to  a  criminal  prosecution,  at  which  the  presence 
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of  the  witnesses  can  be  compelled  by  process  issuing  from 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

I  therefore  think  that  the  entire  matter  should  be  laid 
before  the  District  Attorney  by  yourself  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing the  prosecution  of  Mr.   Orndorf  on  such  charges.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  a  proposed  ordinance 
to  grant  permission  to  Allan  M.  Stearne  or  his  successor, 
representing  the  Memorial  Committee  of  the  Twenty- 
third  Ward,  for  the  erection  of  a  stadium,  grandstands  and 
memorial  house  to  soldiers  and  sailors,  with  funds  secured 
by  popular,  subscription,  upon  a  certain  tract  of  ground 
located  at  the  intersection  of  northwest  side  of  Large 
street  with  the  northeast  side  of  Wakeling  street,  in  the 
Twenty-third  Ward. 

You  forwarded  this  to  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  its  legal- 
ity. You  state  that  ''this  property  was  taken  by  ordi- 
nance of  April  13th,  1917,  'as  a  park  and  open  public 
place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people,'  and  it 
is  questioned  whether  the  City  can  properly  permit  the 
erectfon  of  a  stadium,  grandstands,  etc.,  especially  as  the 
ordinance  does  not  prohibit   entrance  charges  or  provide 
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for   the  control  of  the  buildings,  after  erection,   by   the 
City." 

In  my  opinion,  the  reasons  thus  indicated  show  the  im- 
propriety and  probably  the  illegality  of  the  ordinance  in 
question,  and  I  would  advise  you  that  in  my  judgmenl  ii 
should  be  returned  to  Councils  without  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor.

Dear  Str: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  December 
1  2th  containing  a  copy  of  a  Resolution  of  Councils  request- 
ing you  to  rescind  the  order  relative  to  the  removal  of 
pigs  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  so  far  as  the  order 
applies  to  farmers  and  owners  of  pigs  kept  for  family 
use,  permitting  farmers  and  owners  of  pigs  to  remain  in 
possession  of  them  until  March  20,  1920,  I  would  state 
that  there  is  an  ordinance  of  June  24,  1912,  which  was 
duly  passed  and  signed  by  the  Mayor,  under  which  you 
;irc  bound  to  prohibit  the  keeping  of  hogs  or  swine  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  except  within  certain  limits,  and 
except  in  ;i  sanitary  manner  in  any  part  of  the  City. 

I  must  advise  you  that  a  mere  Resolut/on  of  Councils 
cannot  modify  or  repeal  an  ordinance  duly  passed  and 
signed,  and  the  said  resolution  could  therefore  confer 
no  authority  on  you  to  modify  that  ordinance  in  anv  way. 
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I  note  that  a  proposed  ordinance  is  included  with  the 
communication  sent  me.  If  this  ordinance  were  passed 
i!  would  modify  the  ordinance  of  1912,  as  it  would  be  in 
conformity  with  the  Act  of  .March  16,  1855,  which  ex- 
pressly authorizes  Councils  to  except  specific  territories 
when  in  their  judgment  said  territory  is  rural  or  sparsely 
populated. 

I  mighl  add  that  even  if  this  Resolution  were  an  actual 
Ordinance  I  do  not  think  it  would  he  effective  in  its  present 
form,  since  it  does  not  purport  to  except  specific  territory, 
but  applies  to  the  entire  City  and  not  alone  to  rural  or 
sparsely  populated  localities.  You  may  so  advise  Councils 
in  reply  to  their  request.

Dear  Sir: — You  advise  me  under  date  of  the  15th 
inst.  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Philadelphia  Markets 
Commission  asking-  for  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
as  to  certain  matters  therein  referred  to.  The  first  inqu  i  ry 
is  as  to 

"The  powers  and  authority  vested  in  the  Markets 
Commission  especially  as  to  whether  it  has  authority 
to  engage  directly  or  indirectly  in  sales  of  any  kind 
of  merchandise  ?" 
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The  Philadelphia  Markets  Commission  was  established 

under  a  resolution  of  Councils  of  June  20,  1919,  which 
provided. 

'•That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  appoint  a 
commission  to  investigate  the  present  market  facilities 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  ascertain  what  con- 
veniences and  facilities  are  needed  for  the  quick  and 
cheap,  wholesale  and  retail  distribution  of  all  food 
commodities,  the  said  Commission  to  report  to  him 
the  probable  cost  to  the  City  for  the  necessary  site, 
buildings  and  equipment  for  a  municipal  market  if 
such  be  deemed  advisable  and  report  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible." 

Accordingly  the  Mayor,  having  requested  that  the  sum 
of  $10,000  be  appropriated  to  him  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  said  Commission,  this  appropriation  was  not  then,  but 
was  afterwards  made. 

It  is  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  power  vested  in 
the  Markets  Commission,  which  was  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  pursuant  to  the  resolution,  was  to  investigate  the 
market  facilities  and  ascertain  what  conveniences  and 
facilities  were  needed  for  the  quick,  cheap,  wholesale  and 
retail  distribution  of  food  commodities;  also  to  ascertain 
the  probable  cost  to  the  City  for  the  necessary  site,  build- 
ings and  equipment  for  a  municipal  market,  and  that  its 
findings  be  duly  reported. 

This,  it. will  be  observed,  simply  authorizes  an  investi- 
gation and  inquiry  to  be  made  and  a  report  submitted 
to  Councils,  and  does  not  purport  to  give  authority  to 
engage,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  sales  of  merchan- 
dise, or  in  any  other  function,  except  that  which  is  dis- 
tinctly prescribed. 

I  therefore  would  say,  in  answer  to  your  first  question, 
that  the  Commission  has  no  authority  to  engage,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  sales  of  any  kind  of  merchandise. 

Four  second  inquiry  is  as  follows: 

"If  the  Markets  Commission  has  authority  to  en- 
gage in  such  sales,  what  responsibility  rests  upon  the 
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Commission  for  an  accounting  for  such  operation  con- 
ducted under  its  name  and  authority?" 

Since  the  first  question   was  answered   negatively,  this 
inquiry  needs  no  reply. 
Your  third   inquiry  is: 

"Wha1  is  the  personal  liability  of  members  of  the 
Commission  for  funds  used  by  the  Commission  and 
for  contracts  and  commitments  made  in  its  name  and 
for  the  accounting  and  settlements  for  profits  or  losses, 
if  any,  resulting  from  transactions  done  in  its  name  '" 

T  think  the  members  of  the  Commission,  should  they 
engage  in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  merchan- 
dise, which,  as  already  seen,  is  not  within  the  authority 
confided  to  them,  would  be  personally  Liable  for  contracts 
and  commitments  made1  by  them,  or  in  their  name  by  an 
authorized  agent.  They  would  also  be  required  to  meet 
any  losses. 

As  to  accountability  for  profits,  I  do  not  think  they 
would  be  acting  as  an  agency  for  the  City,  and  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  understand  to  whom  any  accountability  for  *\\^\\ 
profits  would  be  operative,

Dear  Sir:- — T  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention 
to  the  above  ordinance  of  Councils,  and  while  it  may  have 
features  of  commendation  so  far  as  the  class  affected  is 
concerned,  yet  I  do  not  believe  it  such  an  ordinance  as 
ought  to  be  passed  in  view  of  the  decision  of  Court  of 
Common  Pleas. Xo.  5  excluding  from  the  public  debt  a 
large  amount  of  bonds  heretofore  issued  for  water;  and 
I  believe  it  would  not  be  in  conformity  with  the  decision 
of  Xo.  5  Court.  In  fact,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  reinstate 
the  petition  if  this  ordinance  should  pass,  as  it  might 
seriously,  raise  a  question  either  now  or  hereafter  which 
might  cripple  the  City  in  any  broad  development  of  a 
bond  issue  growing  out  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  in  question. 

I  therefore  lay  these  facts  before  you  at  this  time,  so 
that  you  can  be  guided  accordingly.

Deab  Sir:  —  In  your  letter  of  this  date  you  ask  with 
respect  to  the  negotiation  of  $3,000,000  of  the  new  Coun- 
cilmanic  loan  whether  all  provisions  of  law  have  been  com- 
plied with  in  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  and  whether  the 
offering  can  be  legally  mad*1  at  this  time,  provided  the 
official  advertising,  as  required  by  the  Act  of  1917,  ap- 
pears tirsi  on  Monday.  December  22,  1910,  and  then  on 
the  three1  following  Mondays,  with  the  opening  of  bids  on 
Wednesday,  January  Id,  1920.  I  have  not  yet  received 
from  Mr.  Oram  copy  of  the  circular  describing  this  loan 
offering  to  which  you  refer. 

The  Loan  Ordinance  has  been  passed  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  after  the  advertising  for  two  weeks,  as  required 
by  the  Aet  of  June  25,  1919.  It  is  in  the  usual  form,  and 
I  know  of  no  objection  to  its  validity.  If,  however,  yon 
have  any  particular  point  in  mind  as  affecting  this  ques- 
tion, I  will  be  glad  if  you  will  let  me  know  of  it  more 
specifically. 

The  Ael  of  July  6,  1917  (P.  L.  747),  requires  thai 
when  municipalities  borrow  money  and  issue  bonds  or 
other  securities  therefor,  except  in  the  case  of  notes  for 
temporary  loans,  the  authorities  shall  sell  the  same  to  the 
highest  responsible  bidder  after  public  notice  by  advertise- 
ment once  a  week  for  three  weeks  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county  in 
which  ir  is  situated,  with  the  provision  that  no  bid  for  such 
bond  or  securities  at  less  than  their  par  value  shall  he 
accepted. 

From  this  it  appears  that  the  proposed  advertising 
for  the  four  Mondays,  beginning  December  .22,  1919,  more 
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than  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  since  only 
three  such  publications  are  made  requisite.  I  think  that 
the  advertising  and  opening-  of  the  bids  on  the  dates  named 
is  an  ample  compliance  with  that  act,  and  no  exception 
could  be  taken  thereto  unless  perchance  some  taxpayer 
should  quarrel  with  the  extra  advertising  for  one  issue.  I 
do  not  believe  that  the  risk  of  this,  however,  is  at  all 
serious.

1  )ear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning 
refers  certain  correspondence  with  a  man  named  William 
W.  Gardner,  with  a  request  to  be  advised  of  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  in  order  to  protect  the  City  upon  the  ex- 
piration on  December  31st  of  the  present  contract  for  the 
collection  of  ashes. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Gardner  claims  to  have  been 
assaulted  by  ash  collectors  who  were  employees  of  James 
Irvin,  who  has  the  contract  for  the  removal  of  ashes  in  the 
district. 

There  is  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the  City  whether  the 
story  of  Mr.  Gardner  is  correct  or  not,  and  I  see  nothing 
that  need  be  done  to  protect  the  City's  interest.  It  may, 
perhaps,  be  well  to  advise  the  person  complaining  that 
ash  collectors  are  employees  of  Mr.  Irvin  and  not  the  City, 
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and  consequently  there  is  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the 
( 'it  v  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  inquiry  of  the  20th 
regarding  lull  amending  the  water  rate  ordinance  (Ap- 
pendix No.  5'9).  The  bill  is  substantially  a  financial  one, 
with  the  intention  of  reducing  meter  charges,  thereby  de- 
creasing; the  returns  to  the  Bureau  of  Water  and  affecting 
the  City  revenues.  It  is  retroactive,  making  the  reduced 
rates  for  excess  water  under  meter  charges  applicable  from 
January  1,  1919. 

I  am  informed  that  collections  on  account  of  excess 
water  aggregated  more  than  $1,500,000  during  the  first 
eleven  months  of  the  present  year.  The  retroactive  fea- 
ture contemplates  a  refund  of  one-half  of  this  amount. 
or  $750,000. 

Presumbaly  the  anticipated  collection  for  excess  water 
in  1920  would  be  as  large  or  larger  than  those  in  1919. 
There  would  therefore  be  a  reduction  in  the  income  from 
the  Water  Bureau  in  1920  of  at  least  $750,000  beyond 
thai  which  would  be  secured  under  the  existing  ordinance. 

The  present  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City  depends  in 
pari  upon  the  net  revenue  from  the  Water  Bureau.  Any 
decrease  in  the  net  revenue  will  make  a  corresponding 
reduction  in  that  borrowing  capacity. 
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I  do  not  consider  the  bill  a  good  one,  because  of  its 
serious  financial  consequences;  neither  do  I  care  to  suggest 
amendments,  but  recommend  that  any  change  in  existing 
water  rates  should  be  made  only  after  careful  study  as 
to  its  effect. 

In  further  illustration  of  my  views  on  this  subject  I 
enclose  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  have  sent  to  the  Mayor. 

Other  objections  to  this  proposed  ordinance  exist,  but 
those  above  noted  are  in  my  judgment  fundamental  and 
cdii  trolling.

Deae  Sir: — Your  transmit  Voucher  No.  236 — which 
is  returned  herewith — from  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  (Director's  Office)  to  Messrs.  Mowtiz  and  Solis- 
Cohen,  for  the  sum  of  $2,996.85  for  professional  services 
in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  George  Hoff,  as  to  which 
you  request,  before  payment,  an  opinion  from  this  De- 
partment as  to  the  legality  thereof. 

The  warrant  and  voucher  in  question  are  founded  upon 
an  appropriation  of  $3,000  "to  pay  expenses  of  defense 
of  George  HofT,  a  member  of  the  Home  Defense  Reserves, 
under  indictment  for  murder,  voluntary  and  involuntary 
manslaughter,  in  connection  with  the  death  of  Joseph 
Hoffman,  on  December  31,  1918."  This  appropriation 
was  out  of  the  emergency  loan  of  $2,000,000  "for  general 
municipal   purposes,"    which    has    recently   been   passed. 
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The  voucher  shows  charges  for  professional  services  of 
the  persons  named  in  ii  amounting  to  $2,650,  and  for 
expenses  amounting  to  $3  1-6.85.  These  services  were  ren- 
dered in  connection  with  the  trial  of  Mr.  IIolV  jind  various 
matters  pertinent  thereto,  between  December  31,  L918,  and 
December   12,  1919. 

It  appears  that  the  person  charged  with  the  murder 
or  manslaughter  was  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  City  at 
the  time  of  (lie  unfortunate  occurrence  and  committed 
the  act  in  the  performance  of  bis  duty  as  a  member  of 
the  I  Ionic  Defense  Reserves  and  in  such  service.  It  is 
quite  clear  that  without  the  appropriating  ordinance  there 
would  be  no  legal  claim  for  this  service  against  the  City, 
especially  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bullitt  Aci 
and  the  recent  Charter  Act  of  June  25,  1919,  providing 
that  legal  services  for  its  benefit  can  only  be  lawfully  ren 
dered  by  assistanf  counsel,  who  may  be  employed  in  any 
particular  matter  or  cause  by  the  Mayor  with  the  consent 
of  Councils,  and  at  the  selection  of  the  City  Solicitor. 
The  gentlemen  retained  for  this  service  were  not  employed 
in  the  manner  thus  indicated. 

The  lack  of  such  legal  authority,  however,  would  not 
prevent  Councils  from  recognizing  a  moral  obligation 
against  the  City  and  making  an  appropriation  to  meet  it. 
The  Councils  in  such  a  case  would  be  the  sole  judge  of  the 
amount  to  be  so  appropriated,  but  an  appropriation  of  this 
character  must  be  agreed  to  be  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  elected  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  •"shall 
relate  to  no  other  subject  and  shall  set  forth  in  separate 
items  the  names  of  each  beneficiary  to  whom  such  appro- 
priation is  made  and  the  amount  he  is  to  receive."' 

The  appropriation  relied  upon  in  the  present  instance 
does  not  conform  to  these  requirements  inasmuch  as  it  is 
a  pari  of  an  ordinance  covering  many  subjects  and  is  not 
confined  to  the  subject  of  claims  of  this  kind,  and  because, 
moreover,  the  names  of  the  beneficiaries  to  whom  the  ap- 
propriation of  $3,000  is  made  are  not  set  forth  therein. 

The  amount  claimed  for  the  expenditures  in  question, 
and,  perhaps,  the  sum  specified  for  legal  services,  consti- 
tute in  all  probability  meritorious  subjects  for  reimburse- 
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rnent,  but  as  they  are  riot  legal  claims  against  the  City, 
and  as  the  ordinance  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  Law  with  respect  to  claims  not  having  such  legal  basis, 
I  think  your  duty  requires  you  to  refuse  countersigning 
the  warrant  until  a  new  appropriation  shall  be  made  in 
conformity  to  the  statutory  method,  provided,  for  such 
purposes.

Kearney  Community   Center ;  Necessity  for  License    to 
Hold  Dances. 

Philadelphia,  December  21+,  1919. 

Hon.  Thomas  B.  Smith,

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  the  request  of  your  Sec- 
retary for  an  opinion  as  to  the  requirement  of  a  license 
fee  for  dances  at  the  Kearney  Community  Center,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  license  fee  of  $1  for  each  dance  provided 
for-  by  the  Act  of  May  16,  1919,  P.  L.  193,  has  been  ex- 
acted, and  that  the  attorney  representing  those  who  give 
the  dance  has  objected  thereto  and  has  written  to  your 
Chief  Clerk  stating  the  reasons  for  such  objections. 
Thereupon  you  ask  for  an  opinion  upon  the  subject  from 
this  Department. 

The  letter  from  counsel  goes  into  the  matter  at  consid- 
erable  length.  The  relevant  statements  epitomized  there- 
from  show  that  the  dances  are  not  intended  as  business 
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ventures  or  undertaken  for  profit.  They  are  held  at  the 
Kearney  Public  School,  Sixth  and  Fairmount  avenue, 
for  social  and  similar  philanthropic  objects.  An  admis- 
sion fee,  however,  is  charged  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the 
music.  There  is  usually  a  deficit,  and  no  person  who  ap- 
plies, whether  able  to  pay  or  not,  is  refused  admission. 
"The  result  is  that  the  payment  of  admission  is  practically 
voluntary.     Absolutely  no  profit  accrues  to  any  one." 

In  Section  2  of  the  ad  the  term  "public  dance"  or 
"public  hall"  is  defined  as  including  "any  dance  or  hall 
conducted  in  connection  with  instruction  in  dancing  for 
hire,  and  any  dance  or  hall  to  which  admission  may  he 
had  by  the  payment  of  a  fee  or  by  the  purchase,  posses- 
sion or  presentation  of  a  ticket  or  token,  or  in  connection 
with  which  a  charge  is  made  for  caring  for  clothing  or 
other  property,  and  any  dance  or  ball  to  which  the  public 
generally  may  gain  admission  with  or  without  the  payment 
<>(  a  fee."  which  fee.  in  Section  3,  is  fixed  at  $1  for  each 
public  dance  or  hall  as  thus  defined.  The  last  clause 
above  quoted  from  Section  2  of  the  statute  defining  as  a 
public  dance  or  hall  "any  dance  or  hall  to  which  the  public 
generally  may  gain  admission  with  or  without  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee"  seems  to  cover  the  instance  in  question. 
According  to  the  statement  of  the  attorney  already  re- 
ferred i".  while  these  entertainments  are  not  run  for  profit 
and  generally  result  in  a  deficit,  "no  person  is  refused  ad- 
mission who  applies,  whether  he  buy  a  ticket  or  not." 
This  indicates  that  the  dances  are  open  to  the  public  ex- 
actly in  the  manner  to  which  the  statutory  language  refers, 
to  wit.  with  or  without  payment  of  a  fee,  and  I  see  no 
escape  from  the  conclusion  that  the  license  for  each  such 
dance  must  he  taken  out  and  the  fee  of  $1  paid.  I  have 
no  doubt  of  the  laudable  purpose  of  those  who  give  these 
dances,  or  that  they  accomplish  much  good,  but  the  in- 
clusive words  used  in  the  act  do  not  take  such  factors 
into  consideration.  The  test  is  whether  the  dance  is  open 
to  the  public,  and  under  that  test  the  requirement  pro- 
vided applies  to  the  cases  concerning  which  the  inquiry 
was  made. 

I  take  it  for  granted  that  no  effort  is  made  to  collect  a

license  fee  or  require  a  license  for  the  building  itself. 
This,  of  course,  would  not  be  required  by  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act.

Deak  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  26th  instant  enclosing 
Voucher  No.  1387  for  final  estimate  Bureau  of  Surveys 
for  $21,745.17,  and  also  enclosing  contract  for  removing 
buildings  and  doing  other  work,  dated  February  2,  1017, 
against  which  the  voucher  is  charged — you  ask  whether 
you  can  legally  countersign  the  warrant  without  authority 
of  City  Councils. 

In  addition  to  the  enclosures  mentioned,  you  also  sent 
a  letter  from  the  contractor  relative  to  the  payment  con- 
sidered due  him,  and  another  from  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  making  allowances  aggregating  $14,597.72,  which 
yon  state  are  not  sufficiently  embraced  in  the  contract  for 
you  to  pass  upon  his  power  to  authorize  the  same.  There 
appeals  to  be  no  dispute  with  respect  to  the  difference  be- 
tween the  $14,597.72  and  the  total' amount  of  the  voucher 
of  $21,745.17.  The  questions  which  arise  relate  to  the 
first  named  sum. 

The  contract  is  one  which  was  incident  to  the  South 
Philadelphia  Improvement  authorized  by  the  ordinance 
of  1914,  and  while  the  parties  to  it  were  the  contractor 
and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  consideration  was  to  be 
paid  in  equal  shares  by  the  City   and  the  Pennsylvania 
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Railroad  Company  under  the  terms  of  thai  ordinance. 
That  company  bas  passed  upon  the  claim  of  $]  L,597.72  and 
is  satisfied  therewith,  which  fact  is  duly  certified.  The 
items  claimed  for,  however,  are  uol  embraced  in  the  speci- 
fications and    do  not  involve    articles  or    labor  actually 

furnished  to  the  City  as  specified  therein.     Tin utracl 

was  uol  proceeded  with  because^  being  in  proximity  to  the 
United  Stales  Arsenal,  it  seriously  interfered  with  the 
operations  of  (he  Government  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
war,  and  there  is  a  suggestion  that  the  contract  should  he 
cancelled. 

The  claim  arises  out  of  losses  incurred  by  delay  for  the 
mbling  of  his  plant,  the  continued  presence  of  work- 
men who  were  unable  to  perform  any  labor,  the  inability 
to  utilize  the  plant,  the  abnormal  manner  in  which  work 
was  required  to  he  done,  the  doing  of  preparatory  work 
which  the  contractor  was  never  called  upon  to  complete, 
and  in  general  a  number  of  items  of  a  similar  character. 

From  the  certificates  which  have  been  furnished  both 
from  the  railroad  company  and  from  the  officials  of  the 
City,  it  would  appear  that  the  claim  is  a  meritorious  one: 
but  unfortunately  these  items  are  not  of  the  character  de- 
scribed in  the  units  on  which  the  bids  were  made  and  the 
contract   awarded   and  entered   into. 

While  it  would  he  perhaps  entirely  proper  for  the  Coun- 
cils to  include  this  within  the  category  of  moral  claims 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  for  its  payment  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  such  claims,  ir  is 
in  my  opinion  not  within  the  power  of  the  executive 
officials  of  the  City  to  draw  a  warrant  without  <}n-\i  Coun- 
cilmanic  action  for  the  payment  thereof,  nor  would  you 
be  justified  in  the  present  status  of  the  matter,  in  counter- 
signing such  warrant  for  the  $14,597.72,  for  which  the 
present  claim   is  made.

kindly  forwarded  to  me  in  connection  with  your  inquiry.
